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JOHN WOQLMAJ^ 

American Quaker preacher and reformer, was 
bom in Northampton, Bttriington County, N. J,, 
Au^st, 1720; died at York, England, October 7, 
1772. In early U£e heiifai^a clerk in a store and 
opened a school for poor childi;en* Afterward 
he learned tailoring in order to support himself 
while traveling from place to place. Much of his 
time was given to writing Imd speaking against 
slavery. He is best known by his "Journal" 
(1775). He also wrote "Some Considerations on 
the Keeping of Negro€6" (1754, part 2, 1762); 
"Considerations on Pure Wisdom and Human 
Policy, on Labor, on Schools, and on the Right Use 
of the Lord's Outward Gifts" (1768) ; Considera- 
tions on the True Harmony of Mankind, and How 
it is to be Maintained" (1770) ; and "A Word of 
Bemembrance and Caution to the Rich" (1793).

My mind hath often been affected with sor- 
row, on account of the prevailing of that 
spirit, which leads from an humble waiting 
on the inward teaching of Christy to pursue 
ways of living attended with unnecessary 
labor, and which draws from the minds of 
many people to seek after outward power and 
to strive for riches, which frequently intro- 
duce oppression and bring forth wars and 
grievous (calamities. 

It is with reverence that I acknowledge the 
mercies of our heavenly Father, who in in- 
finite love did visit me in my youth, and 
wrought a belief in me that through true 
obedience a state of inward purity may be 
known in this life, in which we may love 
mankind in the same love with which our 
redeemer loveth us, and therein learn resigna- 
tion to endure hardships, for the real good 
of others. 

** While the eye is single, the whole body is 
fuU of light" (Matt. 6: 22), but for want of 
this, selfish desires and an imaginary superior- 
ity darken the inind ; hence injustice frequent- 
ly proceeds ; and where this is the case, to con- 
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vince the judgment is the most effectual 
remedy. 

Where violent measures are pursued in 
opposing injustice, the passions and resent- 
ments of the injured frequently operate in 
the prosecution of their designs; and after 
conflicts productive of very great calamities, 
the minds of contending parties often re- 
main as little acquainted with the pure prin- 
ciple of divine love as they were before ; but 
where people walk in that pure light in which 
all their *' works are wrought in God'' (John 
3 : 21), and under oppression persevere in the 
meek spirit and abide firm in the cause of 
truth, without actively complying with op- 
pressive demands, through those the Lord 
hath often manifested his power, in opeiiing 
the understandings of others, to the promot- 
ing righteousness in the earth. 

A time, I believe, is coming wherein this 
divine work will so spread and prevail, that 
^^ nation shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, nor learn war any more" (Isa. 2:4). 
And as we, through the tender mercies of 
God, do feel that this precious work is be- 
gun, I am concerned to encourage my breth- 
ren and sisters in a holy care and diligence, 
that each of us may so live, under the sanc- 
tifying power of truth, as to be redeemed 
from all unnecessary cares; that our eye 
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being single to him, no customs, however prev- 
alent, which are contrary to the wisdom 
from above, may hinder us from faithfully 
following his holy leadings in whatsoever he 
may graciously appoint for us. 

Conss(ibnation0 iDn )0ate Offlieltiom anb 

To have our trust settled in the Lord, and 
not to seek after nor desire outward trea- 
sures any further than his Holy Spirit leads 
us therein, is a happy state, as saith the 
prophet, ** Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the Lord, and whose hope the Lord is.'' 

Pure wisdom leads people into lowliness of 
mind, in which they learn resignation to the 
divine will and contentment in suflfering for 
his cause, when they can not keep a clear 
conscience without suflfering. In this pure 
wisdom the mind is attentive to the root and 
original spring of motions and desires; and 
as we know the Lord to be our refuge, and 
find no safety but in humbly walking before 
him, we feel an holy engagement that every 
desire which leads therefrom may be brought 
to judgment. 

While we proceed in this precious way, and 
find ardent longings for a full deliverance 
from every thing whi>h defiles, all prospects 



of gain that are not consistent with the wis- 
dom from above are considered as snares, and 
an inward concern is felt that we may live 
under the cross, and faithfully attend to that 
Holy Spirit which is sufiScient to preserve 
out of them. 

When I have considered tiiat saying of 
Christ (Matt. 6:19), ^'Lay not up for your- 
selves treasures upon earth,'' his omnipotence 
hath often occurred to my mind. 

While we believe that he is everjrwhere 
present with his people, and that perfect 
goodness, wisdom, and power are united in 
him, how comfortable is the consideration. 

Our wants may be great, but his power is 
greater. We may be opprest and despised, 
but he is able to turn our patient sufferings 
into profit to ourselves and to th6 advance- 
ment of his work on earth. His people, who 
feel the power of his cross to crucify all that 
is selfish in them, who are engaged in outward 
concerns from a convincement that it is their 
duty, and resign themselves and their trea- 
sures to him; these feel that it is dangerous 
to give way to that in us which craves 
riches and greatness in this world. 

As the heart truly contrite earnestly de- 
sires '*to know Christ, and the fellowship of 
his sufferings'' (Phil. 3:10), so far as the 
Lord for gracious ends may lead into them; 
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as such feel that it is their interest to put 
their trust in God^ and to seek no gain but 
that which he by his Holy Spirit leads into ; 
so, on the contrary, they who do not reverent- 
ly wait for this divine Teacher, and are not 
humbly concerned according to their measure 
^'to M up that which is behind of the afflic- 
tions of Christ'' (CoL 1 : 24), in patiently suf- 
fering for the promoting righteousness in the 
earth; but have an eye toward the power of 
men and the outward advantage of wealth, 
these are often attentive to those employments 
which appear profitable, even tho the gains 
arise from such trade and business which 
proceeds from the workings of that spirit 
which is estranged from the self-denying life 
of an humble, contrite Christian. 

While I write on this subject, I feel my 
mind tenderly aflfected toward those honestly 
disposed people who have been brought up 
in employments attended with those difBlcul- 
ties. To such I may say, in the feeling of 
our Heavenly Father's love, and number my- 
self with you, that our eyes may be single 
to the Lord ! May we reverently wait on him 
for strength, to lay aside all unnecessary 
expense of every kind, and learn contentment 
in a plain, simple life. May we in lowliness 
submit to the leadings of his Spirit, and enter 
upon any outward employ which he gracious- 
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ly points out to us, and then whatever diflS- 
culties arise in consequence of our faithful- 
ness, I trust they will work for our good. 

Small treasure to a resigned mind is suf- 
ficient. How happy is it to be content with 
a little, to live in humility, and feel that in 
us which breathes out this language, Abba! 
Father ! 

If that called the wisdom of this world had 
no resemblance of true wisdom, the name of 
wisdom, I suppose, had not been given to it. 

As wasting outward substance to gratify 
vain desires, on one hand, so slothf ulness and 
neglect, on the other, do often involve men 
and their families in trouble, and reduce them 
to want and distress; to shun both these op- 
posite vices is good in itself and hath a re- 
semblance of wisdom; but while people thus 
provident have it principally in view to get 
riches and power and the friendship of this 
world, and do not humbly wait for the Spirit 
of truth to lead them into purity ; these 
through an anxious care to obtain the end de- 
sired, reach forth for gain in worldly wisdom 
and, in regard to their inward state, fall into 
divers temptations and snares. And tho such 
may think of applying wealth to good pur- 
poses and to use their power to prevent op- 
pression, yet wealth and power is often ap- 
plied otherwise ; nor can we depart from the 
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leadings of our holy Shepherd without going 
into confusion. ' 

Great wealth is frequently attended with 
power, which nothing but divine love can 
qualify the mind to use rightly ; and as to the 
humility and uprightness of our children af- 
ter us, how great is the uncertainty! If in 
acquiring wealth we take hold on the wisdom 
which is from beneath, and depart from the 
leadings of truth, and example our children 
herein, we have great cause to apprehend 
that wealth may be a snare to them, and prove 
an injury to others over whom their wealth 
may give them power. 

To be redeemed from that wisdom which is 
from beneath, and walk in the light of the 
Lord, is a precious situation; thus his people 
are brought to put their trust in him; and 
in this humble confidence in his wisdom, good- 
ness, and power, the righteous find a refuge 
in adversities superior to the greatest outward 
helps, and a comfort more certain than any 
worldly advantages can afford.

[Suffer the little children to come onto me, and forbid 
them not* for of such is the kingdom of God. — ^Mark 
10 : 14.] 

To ^icourage children to do things with a 
view to get praise of men to me appears an 
obstruction to their being inwardly acquaint- 
ed with the Spirit of truth. For it is the 
work of the Holy Spirit to direct the mind to 
Godj that in all our proceedings we may have 
a single eye to him — to give alms in secret, 
to fast in secret, and labor to keep clear of 
that disposition reproved by our Savior, ''All 
their works which they do is for to be seen of 
men'' (Matt. 23:5). 

That divine light which enlightens all men, 
I believe, does often shine in the minds of 
children very early ; and to humbly wait for 
wisdom, that our conduct toward thiem may 
tend to forward their acquaintance with it, 
and strengthen them in obedience thereto, ap- 
pears to me to be a duty on all of us. By 
cherishing the spirit of pride and the love of 
praise in them, I believe they may sometimes 
improve faster in learning than otherwise 
they would ; but to take measures to forward 
children in learning which naturally tend to 
divert their minds from true humility appears 
to me to savor of the wisdom of this world.

If tutors are not acquainted with sanctifica- 
tion of spirit, nor experienced in an humble 
waiting for the leadings of truth, but follow 
the maxims of the wisdom of this world, such 
children who are under their tuition appear 
to ine to be in danger of imbibing thoughts and 
apprehensions reverse to that meekness and 
lowliness of heart which is necessary for all 
the true followers of Christ. 

Children at an age fit for schools are in a 
time of life which requires tiie patient atten- 
tion of pious people, and if we commit them 
to the tuition of such, whose minds we believe 
are not rightly prepared to "train them up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord,** we 
are in danger of not acting the part of faith- 
ful parents toward them; for our Heavenly 
Father doth not require us to do evil that 
good may come of it; and it is needful that 
we deeply examine ourselves, lest we get en- 
tangled in the wisdom of this world, and 
through wrong apprehensions take such meth- 
ods in education as may prove a great injury 
to the minds of our children. 

It is a lovely sight to behold innocent chil- 
dren ; and when they ar^ sent to such schools 
where their tender minds are in imminent 
danger of being led astray by tutors who do 
not live a self-denying life, or by the con- 
versation of such children who do not live in 
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innocenc6y it is a case much to be lamented. 

While a pious tutor hath the charge of no 
more children than he can take due care of, 
and keeps his authority in the truth, the good 
spirit in which h^ leads and governs works on 
the minds of such who are not hardened, and 
his labors not only tend to bring them for- 
ward in outward learning, but to open their 
understandings with respect to the true Chris- 
tian life ; but where a person hath charge of 
too many, and his thoughts and time are so 
much employed in the outward affairs of his 
school that he does not so weightily attend to 
the spirit and conduct of each individual as 
to be enabled to administer rightly to all in 
due season ; through such omission he not only 
suffers as to the state of his own mind, but 
the minds of the children are in danger of 
suffering also. 

To watch the spirit of children, to nurture 
them in gospel love, and labor to help them 
against that which would mar the beauty of 
their minds, is a debt we owe them ; and a faith- 
ful performance of our duty not only tends 
to their lasting benefit and our own peace, but 
also to render their company agreeable to us. 

Instruction, thus administered, reaches the 
pure witness in the minds of such children 
who are not hardened, and begets love in them 
toward those who thus lead them on; but 
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where too great a number are committed to 
a tutor, and he through much cumber omits 
a careful attention to the minds of children, 
there is danger of disorders gradually increas- 
ing among them, till the effects thereof ap- 
pear in their conduct too strong to be easily- 
remedied. 

A care hath lived on my mind, that more 
time might be employed by parents at home, 
and by tutors at school, in weightily attend- 
ing to the spirit and inclinations of children, 
and that we may so lead, instruct, and govern 
them in this tender part of life that nothing 
may be omitted in our power to help them on 
their way to become the children of our 
Father who is in heaven. 

Meditating on the situation of schools in 
our provinces, my mind hath at times been 
affected with sorrow, and under these exer- 
cises it hath appeared to me that if those who 
have large estates were faithful stewards, and 
laid no rent nor interest nor other demands 
higher than is consistent with universal love ; 
and those in lower circumstances would, un- 
der a moderate employ, shun unnecessary ex- 
pense, even to the smallest article; and all 
unite in humbly seeking to the Lord, he would 
graciously instruct us and strengthen us to 
relieve the youth from various snares in which 
many of them are entangled.

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As our understandings are opened by the 
pure light, we experience that, through an in- 
ward approaching to God, the mind is strength- 
ened in obedience; and that by gratifying 
those desires which mre not of his begetting 
those approaches to him are obstructed, and 
the deceivable spirit gains strength. 

These truths, being as it were engraven upon 
our hearts, and our everlasting interest in 
Christ evidently concerned herein, we become 
fervently engaged that nothing may be 
nourished which tends to feed pride or self- 
love in us. Thus in pure obedience we are not 
only instructed in our duty to God, but also 
in the affairs which necessarily relate to this 
life, and the Spirit of truth liirhich guides into 
all truth leavens the mind with a pious con- 
cern, that ''whatsoever we do in word or deed, 
may be done in his name" (Col. 3:17). 

Hence such buildings, furniture, food, and 
raiment as best answer our necessities, and 
are the least likely to feed that selfish spirit 
which is our enemy, are the most acceptable 
to us. In this state the mind is tender and in- 
wardly watchful, that the love of gain draw 
us not into any business which may weaken our

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love to our Heavenly Father or bring unneces- 
sary trouble to any of bis ci^atui^ 

Thus the way gradually opens to cease from 
that spirit which craves riches and things 
fetched far, which so mixeth with the customs 
of this world, and sa intrudes upon the true 
harmony of life, that the right medium of 
labor is very mudi departed £poim. And as 
the minds of people are settled in a steady 
conceni not to hold nor possess any thing but 
what may be held consistent With the wis- 
dom frcan above, they <WKa8ider what they pos- 
sess a» the gift of Gody and are inwardly exer- 
cised that ia all parts of theii^ «6nduGft they 
may. act agreeable to the nature of the peaoe- 
ablje government of Christ. 

A little supports such a life ; and in a state 
truly resigned to the Lord the eye is single 
to see what outward employ he leads into as 
a means of our subsistence, and a lively care 
is maintained to hold to that without launch- 
ing further. 

There is a harmony in the several parts of 
this divine work in the hearts of people; he 
who leads them to cease from those gainful 
employments, carried on in that wisdom 
which is from beneath, delivers also from the 
desire after worldly greatness, and reconciles 
the mind to a life so plain that a little doth 
suffice. Here the real comforts of life are not« 
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lessened. Moderate exercise in the way of true 
wisdom is pleasant to mind and body. Pood 
and raiment sufSeient, tho in the greatest sim- 
plicity, is accepted with content andgratitude. 

The mutual love subsisting between the 
faithful followers of Christ is more pure than 
that friendship which is not seasoned with 
humility, how specious soever the appearance. 

Where people depart from pure wisdom in 
one case, it is of ten the introduction to depart 
from it in many more ; and thus a spirit which 
seeks for outward greatness, and leads into 
worldly wisdom to attain it and support it, 
gets possession of the mind. 

In beholding the customary departure from 
the true medium of labor, and that unneces- 
saay toil which many go through in supporting 
outward greatness and procuring delicacies ; in 
beholding how the true calmness of life is 
changed into hurry, and that many, by 
eagerly pursuing outward treasure, are in 
great danger of withering as to the inward 
state of the mind ; in meditating on the works 
of this spirit, and on the desolations it makes 
among the professors of Christianity, I may 
thankfully acknowledge jthat I often feel pure 
love beget longings in my heart for the exalta- 
tion of the peaceable kingdom of Christ, and 
an engagement to labor according to the gift 
bestowed on me for the promoting an humble,

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plain, temperate way of living — ^a life where- 
no unnecessary care nor expenses may en- 
cumber our minds, nor, lessen our ability to do- 
good; where no desires after riches or great- 
ness may lead into hard dealing; where no 
connections with woridly-minded men may 
abate our love to God, nor weaken a true zeal 
for righteousness; a life wherein we may dili- 
gently labor for resignedness to do and suffer 
whatever our Heavenly Father may allot for 
us, in reconciling the world to himself. 

When the Prophet Isaiah had uttered his 
vision, and declared that a time was coming 
wherein ** swords should be beat into plow- 
shares, and spears into pruning hooks, and 
that nation shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, nor learn war any more,'' he immediately 
directs the minds of people to the divine teach- 
er in this remarkable language, **0 house of 
Jacob ! come ye, and let us walk in the light 
of the Lord'' (Isa. 2:5). 

To wait for the direction of this light in 
all temporal as well as spiritual concerns ap- 
pears necessary; for if in any case we enter 
lightly into temporal affairs without feeling 
this Spirit of Truth to open our way therein, 
and through the love of this world proceed on 
and seek for gain by that business or traffic 
which *4s not of the Father, but of the 
world'' (1 John 2: 16), we fail in our testi- 
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mony to the purity and peace of his govern- 
ment, and get into that which is for chastise- 
ment. 

This matter hath lain heavy on my miad, it 
being evident that a life less humble, less sim- 
ple and plain, than that which Christ' leads his 
sheep into does necessarily require a support 
which pure wisdom does not provide for ; hence 
there is no probability of our being ' ' a peculiar 
people, so zealous of good works as to have no 
fellowship with works of darkness'- (Titus 2: 
14; Bph. 5: 11), while we have wants to sup- 
ply which have their foundation in custom and 
do. not come within the meaning of those ex- 
pressions, **yo^ir Heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things" (Matt. 
6:32). 

These things which he beholds necessary 
for his people, he fails not to give them in his 
own way and time; but as his ways are above 
our ways, and his thoughts above our thoughts, 
so imaginary wants are different from these 
things which he knoweth that we have need of. 

As my meditations have been on these 
things, compassion hath filled my heart to- 
ward my fellow creatures, involved in customs, 
grown up in the wisdom of this world, which 
is foolishness with God (1 Cor. 3:19). And 
O that the youth may be so thoroughly experi- 
enced in an humble walking before the Lord,

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that they may be his children, and know him 
to be their refuge, their safe unfailing refuge, 
through the various dangers attending this 
uncertain state of being! 

If those whose minds are redeemed from 
tlie love of wealth, and who are c<mtent with a 
plain, simple way of living, do yet find that to 
conduct the affairs of a family, without giving 
countenance to unrighteous proceedings, or 
having fellowship with works of darkness, the 
most diUgent care is necessary. 

If customs, distinguishable from universal 
righteousness, and opposite to the true self- 
densring life, are now prevalent, and so mixed 
with trade, and with almost every employ, that 
it is only through humble Waiting on the in- 
ward guidance of truth, that we may reason- 
ably hoi)e to walk safely, and support an uni- 
form testimony to the peaceable government 
of Christ: 

If this be the case, how lamentably do they 
expose themselves to temptations, who give 
way to the love of riches, conform to expen- 
sive living, and reach forth for gain, to sup- 
port customs, which our holy Shepherd leads 
not into.

*As mankind from one parent are divided 
into many families, and as trading to sea is 
greatly increased within a few ages past; 
amidst this extended commerce how necessary 
is it that the profest followers of Christ 
keep sacred his holy name, and be employed 
about trade and traffic no farther than justice 
and equity evidently accompanies! That we 
may give no just cause of offense to any, how- 
ever distant or unable to plead their own 
cause; and may continually keep in view the 
spreading of the true and saving knowledge 
of God and his Son Jesus Christ among our 
fellow creatures, which through his infinite 
love some feel to be more precious than any 
other treasure.

Under the humbling dispensations of the 
Father of Mercies, I have felt an inward labor 
for the good of my fellow creatures, and a con- 
cern that the Holy Spirit, which alone can 
restore mankind to a state of true harmony, 
may with singleness of heart be waited for 
and followed. I trust there are many under 
that visitation, which if faithfully attended to 
will make them quick of understanding in the 
fear of the Lord, and qualify with firmness to 
be true patterns of the Christian life, who in 
living and walking may hold forth an invita-- 
tion to others to come out of the entangle- 
ments of the spirit of this world. 

And that which I feel first to express i£i 
a caro for those who are in circumstances 
which appear difficult with respect ta support- 
ing their families in a way answerable to pure 
wisdom, that they may not be discouraged, 
but remember that in humbly obeying the 
leadings of Christ, he owneth us as his friends, 
**Ye are my friends if ye do whatsoever I 
command you''; and to be a friend to Christ 
is to be united to hiip who hath all power in 
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heaven and in earth; and tho a woman may 
forget her sucking child, yet will he not for- 
get his faithful ones. 

The condition of many who dwell in cities 
hath often affected me witib a brotherly sym- 
pathy, attended with a desire that resignation 
may be labored for; and' where the Holy Lead- 
er directeth to a country life or some change 
of employ, he may be faithfully followed ; for, 
under the refining hand of the Lord, I have 
seen that the inhabitants of some citips are 
greatly increased through some branches of 
business which the Holy Spirit doth not lead 
into, and that being entangled in these things 
tends to bring a cloud over the mindsof people 
convinced of the leadings of this Holy Leader, 
and obstructs the coming of the kingdom of 
Christ on earth as it is in heaven. 

Now if we indulge a desire to imitate our 
neighbors in those things which harmonize not 
with the true Christian walking, these en- 
tanglements may hold fast to us, and some 
who, in an awakening time, feel tender scruples 
with respect to their manner of life, may look 
on the example of others more noted in the 
church, who yet may not be refined from every 
degree of dross; and by looking on these ex- 
amples, and desiring to support their families 
in a way pleasant to the natural mind, there 
may be danger of the worldly wisdom gaining

stren^h in them, and of their departure from 
that pure feeling of truth which, if faithfully 
attended to, would teach contentment in the 
divine will, even in a very low estate. 

One formerly speaking on the profitableness 
of true humility saith, * * He that troubles not 
himself with anxious thoughts for more than 
is necessary, lives little less than the life of 
angels, whilst by a mind content with little 
he imitates their want of nothing'' (Cave's 
* * Primitive Christianity " ) . ' ' It is not enough, ' ' 
says Tertullian, ' ' that a Christian be chaste and 
modest, but he must appear to be so : a virtue 
of which he i^ould have so great a store that 
it should flow from his mind upon his habit, 
and break from the retirements of his con- 
scienee, into the superficies of his life. " ' * The 
garments we wear," says Clement, *' ought to 
be mean aad frugal — that is true simplicity of 
habit which takes away what is vain and super- 
fluous, and that the best and most solid gar* 
ment which is the farthest from curiosity." 

Tho the change from day to night is by a 
motion so gradual as scarcely to be perceived, 
yet when night is come we beh<dd it very dif- 
ferent from the day; and thus as people be- 
come wise in their own eyes and prudent in 
their own sight, customs rise up from tiie 
spirit of this world, and spread by little and 
little, till a departure from the simplicity that 
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there is in Christ becomes as distinguishable 
as light from darkness to sueU who are cruci- 
fied to the world. 

Our holy Shepherd, to encourage his flock 
in firmness and perseverance, reminds them 
of his love for them; **As the Father hath 
loved me, so have I loved you ; continue ye in 
my love/' And in another place graciously 
points out the danger of departing therefrom, 
by going into unsuitable employments ; this he 
represents in the similitude of oflEense from 
that useful active member, the hand; and to 
fix the instruction the deeper, names the right 
hand; *'If thy right hand offend thee, cut it 
off and cast it from thee." If thou feelest 
offense in thy emplo3mient, humbly follow him 
who leads into all la^th, and is a strong and 
faithful friend to those who are resigned to 
him. 

Again, he points out those things which, ap- 
pearing pleasant to the natural mind, are not 
best for us, in the similitude of offense from 
the eye; **If thy right eye offend thee, pluck 
it out and cast it from thee." To pluck out 
the eye or cut off the hand is attended with 
sharp pain ; and how precious is the instruc- 
tion which our redeemer thus opens to us, that 
we may not faint under the most painful trial, 
but put our trust in him, even in him who 
sent an angel to feed Elijah in the wilderness ; 
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who fed a multitude with a few barley loaves, 
and is now as attentive to the wants of his 
people as ever. 

The Prophet Isaiah represents the unright- 
eous doings of the Israelites toward the poor as 
the fruits of an eflfeminate life; '*As for my 
people, children are their oppressors, and 
women rule over them. What mean ye, that ye 
beat my people to pieces, and grind the f acesof 
the poor ? saith the Lord God. ' * Then he men- 
tions the haughtiness of the daughters of Sion, 
and enumerates many ornaments as instances 
of their vanity ; to uphold which the poor were 
so hardly dealt with that he sets forth their 
poverty, their leanness and inability to help 
themselves, in the similitude of a man maimed 
by violence or beaten to pieces, and forced to 
endure the painful operation of having his 
face gradually worn away in the manner of 
grinding. 

And I may here add, that at times, when 
I have felt true love open my heart toward my 
fellow creatures, and being engaged in weighty 
conversation 4n the cause of righteousness, the 
instructions I have received under these ex- 
ercises in regard to the true use of the outward 
gifts of God have made deep and lasting im- 
pressions on my mind. I have here beheld 
how the desire to provide wealth and to up- 
hold a delicate life hath grievously entangled 
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many, and been like soiares to their offspring; 
and tho some have been affected with a sense 
of their difficulties, and appeared desirous 
at times to be helped out of them; yet for 
want of abiding under the humbling power 
of truth they have continued in these en- 
tanglements; for in remaining conformable to 
this world, and giving way to a delicate life, 
this expensive way of living in parents and in 
children hath caUed for a large supply, and 
in anftwering this call the faces of the poor 
have been ground away and made thin through 
hard dealing. 

There is balm, there is a physician ; and O 
what longings do I feel ! that we may embrace 
the means appointed for our healing, know 
that removed which now ministers cause for 
the cries of many people to ascend to heaven 
against their oppressors, and that we may see 
the true harmony restored. 

^'Behold how good and how pleasant it is, 
for brethren to dwell together in unity. '* The 
nature of this unity is thus opened by the 
apostle: ''If we walk in the light, as Christ 
is in the light, we shall have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Christ will 
cleanse us from all sin." 

The land may be polluted with innocent 
blood, which like the blood of Abel may cry 
to the Almighty; but those who **walk in the 
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li^hty as Cfari&t is in the light," they know 
the **Lamb of God, who taketh away sin." 

WalkingisaxArase frequently used in scrip- 
ture to represent our journey through life, 
and appears to comprehend the various affairs 
and transactions properly relating to our be- 
ing in this world. 

Christ being the light, dwells alwajns in the 
light $ and if our walking be thus, and in every 
affair and ecmeem we faithfully follow this 
divine leader, he preserves from giving just 
cause for any to quarrel with us. And where 
this foundation is laid and mutually kept to 
by families conversant with each other, the way 
is open for these comforts in society which our 
Heavenly Father intends as a part of our hap- 
piness in this world; and then we may ex- 
perience the goodness and pleasantaess of 
dwelling together in unity. But where ways 
of living take place which tend to oppression, 
and in the pursuit of wealth people do that to 
others which they know would not be accept- 
able to themselves, either in exercising an ab- 
solute power over them or otherwise laying on 
them unequitable burdens ; here a fear lest that 
measure should be meted to them which they 
have measured to others incites a care to sup- 
port that by craft and cunning devices which 
stands not on the firm foundation of righteous- 
ness. Thus the harmony of society is broken, 
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and from hence commotions and wars do fre- 
quently arise in the world. 

**Come out of Babylon, my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that ye re- 
ceive not of her plagues'* (Rev. 15 : 3, 4) . This 
Babel, or Babylon, was built in the spirit of 
self -exaltation : **Let us build us a city and a 
tower, whose top may reach to heaven, and let 
us maJke us a name** (Gten. 11 : 4) . In depart- 
ing from an humble trust in God and following 
a selfish spirit people have intentions to get 
the upper hand of their fellow creatures, pri- 
vately meditate on means to obtain their ends, 
have a language in their hearts which is hard 
to understand. In Babel the language is con- 
founded. This city is represented as a place 
of business, and those employed in it as mer- 
chants of the earth: **The merchants of the 
earth are waxed rich through the abundance of 
her delicacies'* (Rev. 18:3). 

And it is remarkable in this call that the 
language from the Father of Mercies is, **my 
people, come out of Babylon, my people.'* 
Thus his tender mercies are toward us in an 
imperfect state; and as we faithfully attend 
to the call, the path of righteousness is more 
and more opened; cravings which have not 
their foundation in pure wisdom more and 
more cease ; and in an inward purity of heart 
we experience a restoration of that which was 
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lost at Babel represented by the inspired 
prophet in the * * returning of a pure language ' * 
(Zeph. 3:9). 

Happy for them who humbly attend to the 
call, '/Come out of Babylon, my people." For 
tho in going forth we may meet with trials 
which for a time may be painful, yet as we 
bow in true humility and continue in it, an 
evidence is felt that God only is wise ; and that 
in weaning us from all that is selfidi he pre- 
pares the way to a quiet habitation, where all 
our desires are bounded by his wisdom. And 
an exercise of spirit attends me, that we who 
are convinced of the pure leadings of truth 
may bow in the deepest reverence, and so 
watchf idly regard this leader that many who 
are grievously entangled in a wilderness of 
vain customs may look upon us and be in- 
structed. And O that such who have plenty 
of this world's goods may be faithful in that 
with which they are entrusted! and example 
others in the true Christian walking. 

Our Blessed Savior, speaking on worldly 
greatness, compares himself to one waiting and 
attending on a company at dinner; ** Whether 
is greater, he that sitteth at meat or he that 
serveth? Is not he that sitteth at meat? But 
I am amongst you as he that serveth" (Luke 
22:27). 

Thus in a world greatly disordered, where 
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men aspiring to outward greatness were wont 
to oppress others to support their designs, he 
who was of the highest descent^ being the Son 
of God and greater than any among the great- 
est families of men, by his example and doc- 
trines foreclosed his followers from claiming 
any show of outward greatness, from any sup- 
posed superiority in themselves or derived 
from their ancestors. 

He who was greater than earthly princes 
was not only meek and low at heart, but his 
outward appearance was plain and lowly, and 
free from every stain of the spirit of this 
world. 

Such was the example of our blessed re- 
deemer, of whom the beloved disciple said, 
'^He that saith he abideth in him, ought also 
to walk even as he walked." 

John. Bradford, who sufferedmartyrdom un- 
der Queen Mary, wrote a letter to his friends 
outof prison ashort time before he was burned, 
in which are these expressions; ** Consider 
your dignily as children of God, and temples 
of the Holy Ghost, and members of Christ, be 
ashamed therefore to think, speak, or do any 
thing unseemly for God's children and the 
members of Christ" (Pox's **Acts and Monu- 
ments"). 
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As my mind bath been brought into a 
brotherly feeling with the poor^ as to the 
things of this life, who sure under triate in re- 
gard to getting a living in a way answerable 
to the purity of truth ; a labor of heart hath 
attended me, that their way imy not be made 
diflScult through the loye of mmey in those 
who are tried with plentiful eatat^ but that 
they with tenderness of h^art may sympathize 
witit them. 

It was the saying of our blessed redeemer, 
* * Ye can not serve God and mammon. ' ' There 
is a deep feeling of the way of purity^ a way in 
which the wisdom of the world hath no part, 
but is opened by the Spirit of Truth, and is 
called the way to holiness; a way in which 
the traveler is employed in watching unto 
prayer; and the outward gain we get in this 
journey is considered as a trust committed to 
us by him who formed and supports the 
world, and is the rightful director of the use 
and application of the product of it. 

Now except the mind be preserved chaste, 
there is nosafety for us;butinan estrangement 
from true resignation the spirit of the world 
casts up a way in which gain is many times

principally attended to, and in which there is 
a selfish application of outward treasures. 

How agreeable to the true harmony of so- 
ciety is that exhortation of the apostle: '*Look 
•not every man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of others. Let this 
mind be in you which was also in Christ 
Jesus.*' A person in outward prosperity may 
have the power of obtaining riches, but the 
same mind being in him ^hich is in Christ 
Jesus, he may feel a tenderness of heart to- 
ward those of low degree; and instead of set- 
ting himself above them, may look upon it 
as an unmerited favor that his way through 
life is more easy than the way of many others ; 
may improve every opportunity of leading 
forth out of those customs which have entan- 
gled the family ; employ his time in looking in- 
to the wants of the poor members, and hold 
forth such a perfect example of i humiliation 
that the pure witness may be reached in many 
minds and the way opened for a harmonious 
walking together. 

Jesus Christ, in promoting the happiness of 
others, was not deficient in l^ooMng for the 
helpless who lay in obscurity, nor did he save 
any thing to render himself honorable among 
men which might have been of more use to 
the weak members in his father's family; of 
whose compassion toward us I may now speak 
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a little. He who was perfectly happy in him- 
self, moved with infinite love, **took not upon 
him the nature of angels," but our imperfect 
natures, and therein wrestled with the tempta- 
tions which attend us in this life; and being 
the Son of him who is greater than earthly 
princes, yet became a companion to poor, 
sincere-hearted men; and tho he gave the 
clearest evidence that divine power attended 
him, yet the most unfavorable constructions 
were framed by a self-righteous people; those 
miracles represented as the effect of a diaboli- 
cal power, and endeavors used to render him 
hateful, as having his mission from the prince 
of darkness ; nor did their envy cease till they 
took him like a criminal and brought him 
to trial. Tho some may affect to carry the 
appearance of being unmoved at the appre- 
hension of distress, our dear redeemer, who 
was perfectly sincere, having the same human 
nature which we have and feeling, a little be- 
fore he was apprehended, the weight of that 
work upon him for which he came into the 
world, was ** sorrowful even unto death"; 
here tho human nature struggled to be ex- 
cused from a cup so bitter; but his prayers 
centered in resignation, **Not my Will but 
thine be done." In this conflict, so great was 
his agony that ''sweat like drops of blood fell 
from^him to the ground." 
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Behold now^ as foretold by the prophet, he 
is in a judicial manner numbered with the 
transgressors ! Behold him as some poor man 
of no reputati<»i, standing before the high 
priest and elders and before Herod and 
Pilate, where witnesses appear against him, 
and he, mindful of the most gracious design 
of his coming, dedineth to plead in his own 
defense, ''bnt as a sheep that is dumb before 
the shearer, ' ' so under many accusations, revil- 
ings, and buffetings remained silent. And 
thohe signified to Peter that he had aceess to 
power sufSeient to overthrow aU their outward 
forces, yet retainmg a resignation to suffer for 
the sins of mankind, he exerted not that power, 
but permitted them to go on in their malicious 
designs and pronounce him to be worthy of 
death, even him who was perfect in good- 
ness; thus ''in his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away,'* and he, like some vile 
criminal, ''led as a lamb to the slaughter." 
Under these heavy trials (tho poor unstable 
Pilate was convinced of his innocence, yet) the 
people generally looked upon him as a de- 
ceiver, a blasphemer, and the approaching 
punishment as a just judgment upon him; 
^'They esteemed him smitten of God and af- 
flicted." So great had been the surprize of 
his disciples at his being taken by armed men 
that they forsook him and fled ; thus they hid 
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their faces from him, he was despised, and by 
their condact it appeared as tho they esteemed 
him not. 

But contrary to that opinion of his being 
smitten of God and afflicted, it was for our 
sakes that ''he was put to grief ; he was wound- 
ed for our transgressions; he was bruised for 
our iniquities"; and under the weight of 
them manifesting the deepest compassion for 
the instruments of his misery, labored as their 
Advocate, and in the deeps of affliction, with 
an unconquerable patience, cried out, ''Father, 
forgive them, they know not what they do!" 

Now this mind being in us which was in 
Phrist Jesus, it removes from our hearts the 
desire of superiority, worldly honor, or great- 
ness; a deep attention is felt to the Divine 
Counselor, and an ardent engagement to pro- 
mote, as far as we may be enabled, the happi- 
ness of mankind universally. This state, where 
every motion from a selfish spirit yieldeth to 
pure love, I may with gratitude to the Father 
of Mercies acknowledge, is often opened before 
me as a pearl to dig after ; attended with a 
living concern that among the many nations 
and families on the earth those who believe 
in the Messiah, that "he was manifested to 
destroy the works of the devil," and thus to 
"take away the sins of the world," may ex- 
perience the will of our Heavenly Father,

'**may be done on earth as it is in heaven." 
Strong are the desires I often feel that this 
holy profession may remain unpolluted, and 
the believers in Christ may so abide in the pure 
inward feeling of his spirit, that the wisdom 
from above may shine forth in their living, 
as a light by which others may be instrument- 
ally helped on their way, in the true harmo- 
nious walking.

Where the treasures of pure love are open- 
ed, and we obediently follow him who is the 
light of life, the mind becomes chaste; and 
a care is felt that the unction from the Holy 
One may be our leader in every undertaking. 

In being crucified to the world, broken off 
from that friendship which is enmity with 
Ood and dead to the customs and fashions 
which have not their foundation in the truth, 
the way is prepared to lowliness in outward 
living, and to a disentanglement from those 
snares which attend the love of money; and 
where the faithful friends of Christ are so sit- 
uated that merchandize appears to be their 
duty, they feel a restraint from proceeding 
farther than he owns their proceeding; being 
convinced that; "we are not our own, but are 
bought with a price, that none of us may live 
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to ourselves, but to him who died for us" (2 
Cor. 5 : 15) . Thus they are taught not only 
to keep to a moderate advance and upright- 
ness in their dealings, but to consider the 
tendency of their proceeding, to do nothing 
which they know would operate against the 
cause of universal righteousness, and to keep 
continually in view the spreading of the peace- 
able kingdom of Christ among mankind. 

The Prophet Isaiah spake of the gathered 
church in the similitude of a city, where many 
being employed were all preserved in purity ; 
*'They shall call them the holy people, the 
redeemed of the Lord, and thou shalt be called,. 
Sought out, a city not forsaken" (Isa. 63:10). 
And the apostle, after mentioning the mystery 
of Christ's sufferings, exhorts, *'Be ye holy 
in all manner of conversation" (1 Pet. 1 : 15) . 
There is a conversation necessary in trade ; and 
there is a conversation so foreign from the 
nature of Christ's kingdom that it is repre- 
sented in the similitude of one man pushing 
another with a warlike weapon; ''There is 
that speaketh like the piercings of a sword" 
(Prov. 12:18). Now in all our concerns it 
is necessary that the leading of the Spirit of 
Christ be humbly waited for and faithfully 
followed, as the only means of being preserved 
chaste as an holy people, who **in all things 
are circumspect" (Ex. 23:13), that nothing 
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we do may carry the appearance of approba- 
tion of the worte of wickedness, make the un- 
rigbteous more at ease in unrighteousness, or 
occasion the injuries committed against the 
opprest to be more lightly looked over. 

Where morality is kept to and supported 
by the inhabitants of a country, there is a cer- 
tain reproach attends those individuals 
among them who manifestly deviate there- 
from. But where iniquity is committed open- 
ly, and the authors of it are not brought to 
justice nor put to shame, their hands grow 
strong. • Thus the general corruption of the 
Jews shortly before their state was broken up 
by the Chaldeans is described by their boldness 
in impiety ; for as their leaders were connected 
together in wickedness, they strengthened one 
another and grew confident; '*Were they 
ashamed when they had committed abomina- 
tions? Nay, they were not at all ashamed, 
neither could they blush*' (Jer. 6:15). On 
which account the Lord thus expostulates with 
them, **What hath my beloved to do in my 
house, seeing she hath wrought lewdness 
with many, and the holy flesh is passed from 
thee; when thou doest evil, then thou re- 
joicesf (Jer. 11:15). 

Now the faithful friends of Christ, who 
hunger and thirst after righteousness and in- 
wardly breathe that his kingdom may come on 
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earth as it is in heaven, he teacheth them to be 
quick of understanding in his fear, and to be 
very attentive to the means he may appoint 
for promoting pure righteousness in the earth ; 
and as shame is due to those whose works mani- 
festly operate against the gracious design of 
his sufferings for us, a care lives on their 
minds that no wrong customs however sup- 
ported may bias their judgments, but thatthey , 
may humbly abide under the cross and be pre- 
served in a conduct which may not contribute 
to strengthen the hands of the wicked in their 
wickedness, or to remove shame from those to 
whom it is justly due. The coming of that day 
is precious, in whieh we experience the truth 
of this expression, *'The Lord our righteous- 
ness'' (Jer. 23: 6), and feel him to be ''made 
unto us wisdpm and sanctifioation." 

The example of a righteous man is often 
looked at with attention. Where righteous men 
join in business, their company gives encour- 
agement to others ; and as one grain of incense 
deliberately oflEered to the prince of this world 
renders an offering to God in that state un- 
acceptable, and from those esteemed leaders of 
the people may be injurious to the weak ; it re- 
quires deep humility of heart to follow him, 
who alone giVes sound wisdom and the spirit 
of true discerning; and how necessary it is 
to ccmsider the weight of a holy profession! 
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The conduct of some formerly gave occa- 
sion of complaint against them; ^'Thou hast 
defiled thy sanctuaries by the multitude of 
thine iniquities, by the iniquity of thy traffic" 
(Ezek. 28:18), aud in several places it is 
charged against Israel that they had polluted 
the holy name. 

The prophet Isaiah represents inward sane- 
tification in the similitude of being purged 
from' that which is fuel for fire, and particu- 
larly describes the outward fruits brought 
forth by those who dwell in this inward holi- 
ness; ''They walk righteously, and speak up- 
rightly/' By walking he represents the 
journey through life as a righteous journey; 
and by ''speaking uprightly" seems to point 
at that which Moses appears ta have had in 
view, when he thus exprest himself: "Thou 
shalt not follow a multitude to do evil, nor 
speak in a cause to decline after many to wrest 
judgment" (Ex. 23:2). 

He goes on to show their firmness in equity, 
representing them as persons superior to all 
the arts of getting money which have not right- 
eousness for their foundation, "They despise 
the gain of oppressions." And he further 
shows how careful they are that no prospects 
of gain may induce them to become partial in 
judgment respecting an injury; "They shake 
their hands from holding bribes. ' ' 
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Again, where any interest is so connected 
with shedding blood that the cry of innocent 
blood goes also with it^ he points out their 
care to keep innocent blood from crying 
against them, in the similitude of a man's 
stopping his ears to prevent a sound from 
entering his head; *'They stop their ears from 
hearing blood." And where they know' that 
wickedness is committed, he points out with 
care that they do not by an unguarded friend- 
ship with the authors of it appear like un- 
concerned lookers on, but as people so deeply 
aflPeeted with sorrow, that they can not endure 
to stand by and behold it ; this he represents 
in the similitude of a man *' shutting his eyes 
from seeing evil." 

**Who amongst us shall dwell with devour- 
ing fire? Who amongst us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings ? He that walketh right- 
eously and speaketh uprightly. He that de- 
spiseth the gain of oppressions, that sbak- 
eth his hands from holding of bribes, that 
stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and 
shutteth his eyes from seeing evil" (Isa. 33: 
15). 

He proceeds in the spirit of prophecy to 
show how the faithful, being supported under 
temptations, would be preserved from that de- 
filement that there is in the love of money; 
that as they who in a reverent waiting on 
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God feel fheir stren^ renewed are said to 
mount upward; so here their preservationfrom 
the snare of unrighteous gain is represented 
in the likeness of a man borne up above all 
crafty artful means of getting the advantage 
of another; **They shall dwell on high''; and 
points out the stability and firmness of their 
condition; '^His place of defense shall be the 
munition of rooks"; and that under all the 
outward appearances of loss in denying him- 
self of gainful profits for righteousness sake, 
yet through the care of him who provides for 
the sparrows he diould have a supply answer- 
able to his infinite wisdom; "Bread shall be 
given him, his waters shall be sure. ' ' And as 
our Savior mentions the sight of God to be at- 
tainable by the pure in heart, so here the 
prophet pointed out, how in true sanctification 
the understanding is opened ta behold the 
peaceable, harmonious nature of his kingdom; 
** Thine eyes shall see the king in his beauty." 
And that looking beyond all the afiSictions 
which attend the righteous, to ''a habitation 
eternal in the heavens," they with an eye 
divinely open ** shall behold the land that is 
very far off." 

'*He shall dwell on high, his place of de- 
fense shall be the munition of rocks^ bread 
shalf be given him, his waters shall be sure* 
Thine eyes shall see the king in his beauty; 
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they shall behold the land that is very far 
off'' (Isa. 33:16). 

I often remember, and to me the subject is 
awful, that the great Judge of all the earth 
doeth that which is right, and that he, ^'before 
whom the nations are as the drop of a bucket, 
is no Bespecter of persons.'- Happy for them 
who, like the inspired prophet, *'in the way 
of his judgments wait for him" (Isa. 26:8). 

When we feel him to sit as. a refiner with 
fire^ and know a resignedness wrought in us 
to that which he appoints for us, hia blessing 
in a very low estate is found to be more pre- 
cious than much outward tiBasure. in those 
ways of life where the leadings of his spirit 
ate not followed. 

The prophet, in a sight of a divine work 
among many people, declared in the name 
of the Lord, **I will gather all nations and 
tongues, and they shall come and see my glory ' ' 
(Isa. 66: 18). And again, *'From the rising 
of the sun. to the going down of the same, my 
name shall be great amongst the gentiles, and 
in every place incense shall be offered to my 
name, and a pure offering" (Mai. 1 : 11). 

Behold here how the prophets had an in- 
ward sense of the spreading of the kingdom 
of Christ ; and how he waa spoken of as one 
who should **take the heathen for his inheri- 
tance, and the utmost parts of the earth for 
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his possession'* (Ps. 2:8). That **he was givfen 
for a light to the Gentiles ; and for salvation 
to the ends of the earth" (Isa. 49 : 6). 

When we meditate on this divine work as a 
work of ages, a work that the prophets felt 
long before Christ appeared visibly on earth, 
and remember the bitter agonies he endured 
when he ** poured out his soul unto death," 
that the heathen nations, as well as others, 
might come to- the knowledge of the truth and 
be saved. 

When we contemplate on this* marvelous 
work, as. that which *'the angels desire to look 
into" (1 Pet. 1:12), and behold people 
among whom this light hath eminently bro- 
ken forth, and who have received many favors 
from the bountiful hand of our Heavenly 
Father; not only indiflPerent with respect to 
publishing the glad tidings among the Gen- 
tiles, as yet sitting in darkness and entangled 
with many superstitions, bat aspiring after 
wealth and worldly honors, take hold of means 
to obtain their ends, tending to stir up wrath 
and indignation, and to beget an abhorrence in 
them to the name of Christianity — ^When these 
things are weightily attended to, how mourn- 
ful is the subject ! 

It is worthy of remembrance that people in 
different ages, deeply baptized into the nature 
of that work for which Christ suffered, have 
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joyfully offered up their liberty and lives for 
the promotiiig of it in the earth. 

Poliearp, who was reputed a disciple of the 
Apostle John, having attained to great age, 
was at length sentenced to die for his religion ; 
and being brought to the fire, prayed nearly 
as follows: '*Thou God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom I have received 
the knowledge of thee ! God of the angels 
and powers, and of every living creature, and 
of all sorts of just men which live in thy pres- 
ence, I thank thee, that thou hast graciously 
vouchsafed this day and this hour to allot me a 
portion among the number of martyrs, among 
the people of Christ, unto the resurrection of 
everlasting life; among whom I shall be re- 
ceived in thy sight this day as a fruitful and 
acceptable sacrifice; wherefore for all this, I 
praise thee, I bless thee, I glorify thee through 
the everlasting High Priest, Jesus Christ, thy 
well-beloved Son ; to whom, with thee and the 
Holy Ghost, be all glory, world without end, 
Amen/' * 

Bishop Latimer, when sentence of death 
by fire was pronounced against him on ac- 
count of his firmness in the cause of religion, 
he said, *'I thank God most heartily, that he 
hath prolonged my life to this end ; tiliat I may 
in this case glorify him by this kind of death. ' * 

William Dewsbury, who had suffered much 
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for his religion, in Ms last sickness, encour- 
aging Ms friends to faithfulness, made mention^ 
like good old Jacob, of the loving-kindness of 
God to Mm in the course of his life, and .that 
through the power of divine love he, for 
Christ's sake, had joyfully entered prisons. 

I mention these as a few examples out of 
many of the powerful operations of the Spirit 
of Christ, where people are fully devoted to 
it, and of the ardent longings in their minds 
for the spreading of his kingdom among man- 
kind. Now to those in the present age who 
truly know Christ, and feel the nature of his 
peaceable government opened in their under- 
standings, how loud is that call wherewith we 
are called to faithfulness; that in following 
this pure light of life ^ we, **as workers to- 
gether with him," may labor in that great 
work for which he was offered as a sacrifice 
on the cross ; and that his peaceable doctrines 
may sMne through us in their real harmony, 
at a time when the name of Christianity is 
become hateful to many of the heathen. 

When Gehazi had obtained treasures which 
the prophet nnder divine direction had re- 
fused, and was returned from the business, 
the prophet, troubled at his conduct, queried 
if it was a time thus to prepare for a specious 
living. **Is it a time to receive money and 
garments, men servants, and maid servants? 
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The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave 
to thee^ and to thy eeed for ever'* (2 Eings 5 : 
26). And O that we may lay to heart the 
condition of the present time, aad humbly 
follow his counsel, who alone is able to pre- 
pare the way for a true harmonious walking 
among mankind. 

IV 

Such are the perfections of our Seavenly 
Father that, in all the dispensations of his 
providence, it is our duty *'in every thing to 
give thanks." Tho from the first settlements 
of this part of America he hath not extended 
his judgments to the degree of famine, yet 
worms at times have come forth beyond num- 
bering, and laid waste fields of grain and grass 
where they have appeared; another kind in 
great multitudes, working out of sight in 
grass ground, have so eaten the roots that the 
surface, being loosened from the soil beneath, 
might be taken off in great sheets. These 
kind of devouring creatures appearing seldom 
and coming in such multitudes, their genera- 
tion appears different from most other rep- 
tiles, and by the prophet were called ** God's 
army sent amongst the people" (Joel 2:25). 

There have been tempests of hail, which 
have very much destroyed the grain where 
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they extended. Through long drought in 
summer, grain in some places hath been less 
than half the usual quantity ;^ and in the con- 
tinuance thereof, I have beheld with atten- 
tion, from week to week, how dryness from the 
top of the earth hath extended deeper and 
deeper, while the com and plants have lan- 
guished; and with reverence my mind hath 
been turned toward him who, being perfect in 
goodness, in wisdom and power, doeth all 
things right And after long drought, when 
the sky hath grown dark with a collection of 
matter, and clouds like lakes of water hung 
over our heads, from whence the thirsty land 
hath been soaked ; I have at times with awf ul- 
ness beheld the vehement operation of light- 
ning, made sometimes to accompany these 
blessings, as a messenger from him who cre- 
ated all things to remind us of our duty in a 
right use of those benefits, and give striking 
admonitions that we do not misapply those 
gifts, in which an almighty power is exerted 
in bestowing them upon us. 

"When I have considered that many of our 
fellow creatures suffer much in some places 
for want of the necessaries of life, while those 
who rule over them are too much given to 
luxury and divers vanities; and behold the 

^When crops fail, I often feel a tender care that the 
case of poor tenants may be mercifully considered. 
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apparent deviation from pure wisdom among 
usinthe use of the outward gifts of God;those 
marks of famine have appeared like humbling 
admonitions from him, that we might be in- 
structed by gentle chastisements, and might 
seriously consider our ways; remembering 
that the outward supply of life is a gift from 
our Heavenly Father, and no more venture 
to use or apply his gifts in a way contrary to 
pure wisdom. 

Should we continue to reject those merciful 
admonitions, and use his gifts at home con- 
trary to the gracious design of the giver, or 
send them abroad in a way of trade which the 
Spirit pf Truth doth not lead into ; and s]iould 
he whose eyes are upon all our ways extend 
his chastisements so far as to reduce us to much 
greater distress than hath yet been felt by 
these provinces; with what sorrow of heart 
might we meditate on that subject: ^'Hast 
thou not procured this unto thyself, in that 
thou hast f orsal^en the Lord thy God, when he 
led me by the way? Thine own wickedness 
shall correct thee, and thy backslidings shall re- 
prove thee ; know therefore, and see that it is an 
evil thing and bitter, that thou hast forsaken 
the Lord thy God, and that my fear is not in 
thee, saith the Lord of Hosts'' ( Jer. 2 : 17,19). 

My mind hath often been afifected with sor- 
row in beholding a wrong application of the 
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gifts of our Heavenly Father; and those ex- 
pressions concerning the defilement of the 
earth have been opened to my understanding ; 
**The earth was corrupt before (Jod, and the 
earth was filled with violence" (Gen. 6: 11). 
Again (Isa. 24:5). '*fhe*earth also is de- 
filed under the inhabitants thereof." 

The earth being the work of a divine power, 
may not as such be accounted unclean; but 
when violence is ceixumtted thereon, and the 
channel of righteousness so obstructed that 
**in ourddrti^ are.foiuid tii$ bjcjodjotthe souls 
of poor innocents; not by a secret search, but 
upon all these" (Jer. 2: 34). 

When blood shed unrighteously remains un- 
atoned for, and the iaihabitaaxtis are not ef- 
fectually purged from it, when they do not 
wash their hands in innocency, as was figured 
in the law, in the case of one being found slain ; 
but seek for gain arising from scenes of vio- 
lence and oppression, here the land is polluted 
with blood (Deut. 21:6). 

Moreover, when the earth is planted and 
tilled, and the fruits brought forth are applied 
to support unrighteous purposes; here the 
gracious design of Infinite Goodness, in these 
his gifts being perverted, the earth is defiled ; 
and the complaint formerly uttered becomes 
applicable ; ** Thou hast made me to serve with 
thy sins; thou hast wearied me with thine 
iniquities" (Isa. 43:24). 
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["The first address turns on a View of the Sea from a 
temple at High CUfft near Christ-Church, Hampshire. The 
second has for its subject, Salvation by Christ, and was In^ 
tended as a sequel to the former. The third, on Contem- 
plation, grew out of both." — ^From the Preface.] 

1. From this temple, seated on a lofty cliff, 
and open on every side, to behold the beauty 
and grandeur of thy works, Almighty Maker, 
from this terrestrial temple, permit an humble, 
but delighted worshiper, to lift his heart and 
voice toward thy glorious sanctuary in heaven. 
Vouchsafe to receive his address, proceeding 
from no hypocritical lips, but from a deep and 
reverential conviction of thy august presence, 
thou all-pervading Deity. Pardon whatever 
thy pure eyes discern amiss in thy frail, of- 
fending creature; whose only trust is in thy 
infinite mercy; and raise his thoughts to the 
elevation of his theme. 

2. In this place of security, I view unaf- 
frighted, tho not unawed, the majestic ocean 
spread out before me. Stupendous image of 
thy power, Omnipotent Creator; nor yet less 
of thy benevolence, universal Parent ! Was it- 
not formed by thee, to unit6 in bonds of mu- 
tual intercourse thy wide-extended family of 
mankind, to carry through various and dis- 
tant nations the respective productions and 
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discoveries of each, to relieve or diminish their 
mutual wants, and disseminate the blessings 
of knowledge and humanity unto the ends of 
the earth? 

3. I lament before thee. Heavenly Father, 
that this illustrious instance of thy goodness 
hath, by the depravity of men, been often 
perverted to far other purposes. How often, 
alas, is it made subservient to the worst de- 
signs of avarice and ambition, to wicked 
policy, hostile invasion and desolating war! 
Praised be that divine revelation, which opens 
a prospect into better days. *'Let the floods 
clap their hands, the multitude of the isles 
shout for joy, and the inhabitants of the world 
break forth into singing.** The great Mes- 
siah's kingdom will come, in all its plenitude 
of happiness. Sin and sorrow will flee away ; 
injustice and oppression give place to right- 
eous laws and good government ; and freedom, 
truth, and peace be established on foundations 
firm as yonder rocks, broad as that sea, and 
permanent as the everlasting hills. 

4. When from this height I look abroad 
upon the boundless deep as far as my eye can 
reach ; when raising it " I consider thy heavens, 
the work of thy fingers''; when at night, as- 
sisted by the telescope, I more accurately con- 
template **the moon and the stars which thou 
hast ordained"; when from a surirey so vast 
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and astonishing I strive to frame the most 
enlarged conceptions of thy creation, and of 
thyself y I am lost in the immensity which sur- 
rounds me ; I am overwhelmed by that infini- 
tude which I can never comprehend; I am 
utterly confounded at my own littleness, 
amidst the spacious universe, and from the 
depth of self-abasement can only breathe out 
the language of thy ancient servant, ''What 
is man that thou art mindful of him, or the 
son of man that thou visitest him ? " In him- 
self, Lord, he is nothing, yea, ''less than 
nothing, and vanity." But by thy favorable 
regard, whose condescension is equal to thy 
greatness, he rises to importance and dignity. 
'^For thou hast made him a little lower than 
the angels, and hast crowned him with glory 
and honor. Thou madest him to have 
dominion over the works of thy hands : thou 
hast put all things under his feet ; all sheep and 
oxen ; yea, and the beasts of the field,, the fowl 
of the air, and the fish of the sea, and whatso- 
ever passeth through the paths of the sea.'.' 

5. But who can number the tribes, or tell 
the diversity of living creatures, with which 
thou hast replenished this mighty receptacle 
of waters ; fitting all to enjoy their native ele- 
ment, and many to supply a rich and whole- 
some nourishment for man? May he receive 
it with thanksgiving, as one of tiiose benefits, 
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that, when placed within his power, were in- 
tended to employ his industry, and strengthen 
him for thy service! Nor would I forget to 
acknowledge that benignant providence, which 
hast in so many other ways rendered the same 
element conducive to health and comfort, by 
furnishing stores of salt to season and pre- 
serve our food, by refreshing the adjacent 
coasts with salutary breezes, by invigorating 
the weak and restoring the diseased that bathe 
in its briny waves. 

6. Neither doth thy kindness. Father of 
Mercies, stop here. To all the rest thou hast 
superadded entertainment for the contempla- 
tive mind, in that marvelous variety of things, 
both small and .great, with which thou hast 
adorned the shores, the rocks, and the caverns 
of the sea; which, the more they are sought out 
by such as take pleasure in them, must ever 
be admired the more. And how conspicuous, 
O God, are thy power, thy wisdom, and thy 
watchful care, in binding with a girdle of 
sand the impetuous main, so that .its mightiest 
billows can not break through to overflow the 
earth and drown the nations, as at the general 
deluge; while the winds and tides, in ever- 
changing succession, purify its waters, present 
a prospect always new, and further by thy 
blessing the beneficial communicittions of trade 
and commerce! **0h that men would praise 
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the Lord for his goodness, and for his won* 
derful works to the children of men!'' 

7. Now the sky is serene: the sun shines 
forth in his strength : the sea is smoothed into 
a liquid plain; and gentle gales, sporting on 
its surface, waft alike the stately vessel and 
the little bark. Preserver of mankind, guard 
them in their course, and bring them to their 
desired haven. When arrived there, let them 
not forget to whom they owe their safety. 
And may all ^ ' who go down to the sea in ships, 
and see thy wonders in the deep,'* learn to 
seek thy protection, and fortify their hearts 
against the dangers that encompass them, not 
by blind courage, or brutal insensibility, but 
by "doing justly, loving mercy, and walking 
humbly with thee!'' 

8. Let the wicked tremble at the terrors of 
the odean, lest it swallow them up in its fury, 
and they sink into a yet more tremendous 
abyss, prepared by thy justice for the workers 
of iniquity. But from threatening rocks and 
lurking quicksands, from the howling tempest, 
the yawning gulph, and the thick darkness, 
dreadful to conscious guilt, what have the 
righteous ultimately to fearf Art not thou 
their Father and their Friend? Art not thou 
*'the Qod of the sea, as well as of the dry 
land ? ' ' Are not they still within the embrace 
of thy supporting arm? Thou wilt be their 
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refuge in the time of trouble. Thou wilt save 
them from impending shipwreck, or deliver 
them from the midst of its horrors, and guide 
their enfeebled but grateful steps to the dwell- 
ings of pity, where they shall find shelter and 
consolation; or else, if it be thy pleasure to 
set them for ever beyond the reach of calamity 
and peril, thou wilt receive their spirits into 
thy paternal bosom. 

9. Boll on, ye destined ages, till the plans 
of providence are all fulfilled. At length the 
morning of the resurrection will dawn, when 
the sea shall give up its prey, and the dead 
shall rise incorruptible. Happy period ! Con- 
summation most devoutly to be wished ! Then 
shall I meet in perfect glory a much-loved 
and long-lamented brother; the stay of his 
father's house, the comfort of his widowed 
mother, my counselor and example in youth; 
of whom the devouring waves were permitted 
to bereave us, at the instant that we were re- 
joicing in hope to welcome his return from 
foreign lands, full of honor, and rich in ac- 
cumulated treasures of learning, eloquence, 
and wisdom. So it seemed good in thy sight, 
mysterious, uijierring Ruler. ** Clouds and 
darkness are round about thee ; but righteous- 
ness and judgment are the habitation of thy 
throne." That inestimable man was taken 
from the evil to come. By an end, which 
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ignorance or impatience would have deemed 
untimely, of what public disasters and private 
sorrows did he not escape the pain of par- 
taking ! With whkt congratulations would his 
venerable ancestors and a bright circle of 
seraphic spirits hail his enlightened and 
benevolent soul, on gaining so early the shore 
of immortality! With what transports, till 
then unfelt, would his rising faculties join 
that high assembly, to celebrate the praise of 
his and their Parent and Lord! 

10. Nor wilt thou be angry, if emulating 
such celestial harmony, I presume to add my 
imperfect note. Art thou not also my Parent 
and my Lord, altho I am yet "a sojourner on 
earth f Deign to receive my humble tribute 
of love and homage. Accept my warmest 
gratitude, in particular, for having formed 
me capable of these contemplations, and in- 
clined my heart to entertain them. Let me 
never think of thy majesty but with the 
deepest veneration; never dare to mention thy 
name with rashness or indifference; nor live 
. to become a careless spectator of the beautiful 
and magnificent objects, in which thou hast 
manifested thy perfections with such surpass- 
ing glory. May the spirit of devotion they 
have at this time called forth be nourished 
and increased by frequent reflections on a 
scene so peculiarly adapted, as that which I 
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behold, t6 exalt the imagination and strike the 
mind with inexpressible solemnity. May I 
ever study to keep my passions in subjection 
to the awful Power **who saith to^ the sea, 
hither shalt thou come, but no farther: here 
shall thy proud waves be staid. ' ' And let that 
irresistible voice which stills their rage com- 
mand every tumult of my breast into a calm. 

11. When from the immediate effects of thy 
omnipotence, great Creator, I turn to observe 
the inferior works of men, I would not forget 
that divine energy, without which nothing 
noble, useful, or pleasing can be accomplished. 
To this secret but powerful infliience I trace 
the proportions, accommodations, and orna- 
ments of the goodly fabric which now attracts 
my attention. The skill that contrived, and 
the diligence that executed the whole, were 
from thee, O God, the Giver of every talent, 
and the Inspirer of every virtue. To thee its 
master looks up with reverence. Thy work- 
manship in nature thou hast disposed him to 
study through all its visible degrees, from 
whatever is most extensive and sublime, to its 
most minute and seemingly inconsiderable 
parts; inconsiderable, only to superficial be- 
holders. To his, and to every eye illuminated 
by science, and strengthened by the micro- 
scopic glass, the smallest are not less dis- 
tinguished than the greatest by the signatures 
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of supreme intelligence. From the delight 
and improvement attending such occupations, 
incline him daily to aspire after a higher ex- 
istence, in whidi he may "see thee face to 
face,*' and contemplate with unceasing admir- 
ation the issues of almighty wisdom and 
goodness in their source. While he remains in 
this state of imperfection, may he ever seek his 
happiness in the pursuit of truth, in the prac- 
tise of temperance, in the works of charity, 
in the pleasures of a philosopher, and of a 
Christian ! And from these may he ever de- 
rive that sincere satisfaction which neither 
opulence, nor rank, nor power could bestow ! 
. 12. For myself, thy unworthy servant, I 
will bless thee while I live, that in the decline 
of my days thou art giving me to enjoy the 
leisure and serenity of a peaceful retreat, 
where by pious meditation and fervent prayer, 
a ready submission to thy providence, and a 
growing complacency in thy works, the con- 
stant exercise of good will toward men, and the 
elevating hope of the gospel, I may double my 
diligence to prepare for the inevitable hour. | 
And when it shall arrive, grant, most merciful . 
Father, through the mediation of my divine 
Master and only Savior, that I may obtain an 
easy passage &om this to a happier region, 
and be admitted to worship thee in the temples 
of eternity. A|iEN. 
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1. Supreme of Beings, I have seen thy glory 
in thy works ; more especially in the world of 
waters created by thy hand, controlled by thy 
authority, and by thy gracious providence 
directed to ends the most important and bene- 
ficial. I have also, in the efforts of human art, 
seen that omnipotent agency which operates 
through all, without which there is nothing 
wise and nothing strong. Separate from thee, 
''man in his best estate is altogether vanity, *' 
the child of weakness, and the heir of sorrow. 
United to thy sovereign spirit, he is solaced, 
magnaniihous, and blessed; unappalled by 
danger, and unconquered by distress. "Un- 
derneath him are everlasting arms. ' * He shall 
pass in security "through the fire, and through 
the water.*' "The water shall not overflow 
him, nor the fire kindle upon him. ' ' Strength- 
ened by thy power, and animated by a sense 
of thy favor, he shall triumph over death it- 
self, tho assailing him in its most terrible 
array. The fiercest conflagration, or the 
blackest tempest, would only convey him 
sooner to the bosom of untroubled rest in the 
regions of immortal day. "The ungodly are 
not so, but are like the chaff which the wind 
driveth away.'* This wide creation affords 
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not safety to thy enemies. **If they take the 
wings of the morning, and fly to title ntmost 
part of the sea, even there shall thy hand find 
them, and thy right hand'' pres» them into 
misery. Bnt who can tell what aggrayated 
woes await, the impenitent beyond the 
boundary of time f Who can unfold the hor- 
rors of outer darkness? Ah, may I never 
know what it is to fall without hope under 
the weight of thy digfpleasure, great Almighty ! 
. 2. But how shall I eseape it? ^'I have 
sinned against heaven, and in thy sj^ht/' my 
Father, my Benefactor, and^my Qod, whom 
by numberless ties of duty, gratitude, justiee, 
piety, I was bound to serve and honor. I am 
overwhelmed with confusion at the sight of 
my unworthiness in so pure a presence. This 
beautiful temple, this noble eminence, the 
majestic ocean, now assuming its i^iildest form, 
and with redoubled luster giving back the 
rays of the sun, those exhilarating scenes, that 
so lately inspired me with gladness, are on a 
sudden become ineffectual to cheer. To me 
nature smiles in vain, when I think of having 
offended the Lord of nature. Where shall I 
look, or whither shall I turn, for relief under 
the painful recollection. 

3. Propitious Divinity, I behold an object* 
that instantly consoles me, by calling to my 

> Chrigt-Church In the neighborhood. 
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remembrance thy willingness to pardon and 
to save. My heart leaps for joy at the name 
of thine anointed, the meek and lowly King of 
Zion, the loving and beloved deliverer of man- 
kind. Loudly would I celebrate thy perfec- 
tions as displayed in this wondrous frame of 
things. But in the more wondrous works of 
redemption they shine with superior splendor, 
and demand a nobler song. 

4. In creation I contemplate a world pro- 
duced from unresisting chaos. In redemption, 
I see it recovered from the darkness and djus- 
order of wilful transgression. **In the begin- 
ning thy Spirit moved upon the face of the 
deep," and a fair harmonious universe arose. 
**Thou spakest the word, and it was done: 
thou gavest the command, and it stood fast." 
But how often didst thou speak to sinners, an4 
they regarded thee not! They heard uncon- 
cerned the thunder of heaven; nor did the 
melody of earth allure them to their duty. 
While the creatures above and below addrest 
them on thy behalf, they refused to harken ; 
till, touched and won by thy tender mercies 
in Christ Jesus, they 3rielded to the charm of 
divine love, and fled from their sins to a for- 
giving Deity. 

5. Long had they defied the threatenings 
of thy law, and despised the warnings of the 
prophets. Miracles of power astonished, but 
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did not reform them. Miracles of deliverance 
were followed only with a passing impression. 
Frequent chastisement was soon forgotten; 
and infinite forbearance but hardened them 
the more. At last, when the fulness of time 
was come, Christ appeared, the Image of thy 
benevolence, the Minister of thy grace/; and 
a word, a look, from him sufficed to melt the 
heart with contrition, and bend the will into 
obedience. 

6. It was not by worldly might, or royal 
magnificence, by the arts of policy, or the 
pomp of eloquence; it was not by promising 
aught that is of highest estimation among the 
sons of earth, nor yet by sparing their corrup- 
tions or countenancing their errors; it was 
not by any or by all of these, that the Son of 
thy love obtained his victories over the minds 
of men. Triumphs among the foolish, the 
sensual, and the proud; triumphs gained by 
means that served only to soothe them in their 
blindness, to nourish their crimes, and aug- 
ment their misery; the vain and superficial 
triumphs of a day he left to those that ad- 
mired and pursued them. His was a far dif- 
ferent design; ''to turn men from darkness 
unto light, and from the power of Satan'' to 
the practise of righteousness and the glories 
of immortality. In prosecution of his benevo- 
lent purpose, he graciously stooped to assume 
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our nature, *.*and make himself of no reputa- 
tion." But, as tho it were not suflScient to 
veil his original honors with the garment of 
frail humanity, he submitted **to take upon 
him thp form of a servant, "to be bom in the 
lowest condition, and the meanest circum- 
stances; to become ^^a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief, despised and rejected 
of men, and not to have where to lay his head. ' * 
Thus it pleased him, who could have cofn- 
manded the riches and applause of the world, 
to throw a shade upon both, that neither might 
be esteemed by his followers necessary to hap- 
piness. And at length, to impress them more 
deeply with the greatness of humility, the 
worth of resignation, and the transcendent 
excellence of divine charity, he voluntarily 
suffered a painful and ignominious death for 
their sins. 

7. Blessed be he that came in the name of 
the Lord, to save us, that came in thy name, 
Almighty Father, invested with pre-eminent 
authority, *' anointed with the oil of gladness 
above his fellows." To prove his commission 
from thee, he performed works which no man 
had ever performed; ^'he spake as no man 
ever spake. Grace was i)oured into his lips." 
He convinced and penetrated his hearers by 
the simplicity of truth: he astonished and 
awed them by its majesty. The clouds and

darkness that rested on a future existence he 
remofved, as far as was expedient for those 
who were ordained to **live by faith, and not 
by sight." The retributions of eternity he 
set before them in language the most powerful 
and affecting. Pointing to the narrow but 
pleasant path of heaven, he earnestly called 
them to follow him thither. * * The broad * ' but 
treacherous **way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion," he no less kindly admonished them to 
shun. The upright however obscure, the peni- 
tent however censured by men, he received 
and encouraged with ineffable mildness and 
condescaision. He comforted them that 
mourned. ^'He fed his flock like a shepherd : 
he gathered the lambs with his arm, carried 
them in his bosom, and gently led those that 
were with young." His life exhibited a pat- 
tern of lowliness and goodness, of patient 
afSiction and heroic self-denial before unseen ; 
and his death upon the cross was a sacrifice 
worthy of thy acceptance. There he manifest- 
ed the perfection of obedience; there *'he suf- 
fered, the just for the unjust, that he might, 
bring us to thee." By his humiliation **they 
who humble themselves, shall be exalted" ; by 
his atonement they who obey him are saved. 
But, blessed God, who can speak the power of 
his resurrection, the grandeur of his ascension, 
the prevalence of his mediation, or the 
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triumphs of his everlasting gospel? "Who 
can represent the beauty or eflficaey of this 
last and best dispensation? ^^It is the do- 
ing of the Lord, and marvellous in our 
eyes.'' Nor in ours only. "Well may you, 
ye spirits of light, pry with eagerness and 
wonder into this great mystery. WeU might 
you, ye sons of God^ ye holy and benevo- 
lent angels, sing t<^el^er, and shout for joy, 
at the restoration of a fallen universe. * * Glory 
to Ood in the highest: on earth peace: good 
will toward men I '* ; 

8. Merciful heaven> what prospects rise to 
my enraptured view I All old things are done 
away: "behold, all thiags are become new.'* 
The light of truth dawnd upon the darkest 
mitids, like that of the morning on the be- 
nighted traveler. The lowest disciple"^ of thy 
Son is wiser than the greatest teachers of pagan 
philosophy. The sweetness of pardon de- 
scends into the hearts of the contrite, **like 
rain upon the mowen grass. ' ' The hxmible and 
sincere are called to rejoice in the assurance 
of salvation. The souls of men are renovated 
by thy spirit, as the faice of the earth is re- 
vived by returning spring. The agitations of 
appetite and the storms of passion subside 
into a sacred calm. Discord and hatred, 
malice, envy, and mad ambition, vanish before 
the * * Prince of Peace. ' ' Crowns and scepters 
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are laid at his feet. All the charities walk in 
his train. Virtue is invigorated by faith, and 
gathers from the cross wreaths of immortality. 
I am transported with the thought, that, as 
Christ was ** delivered for our offenses, so he 
rose again for our justification. He is the 
resurrection and the life: whosoever believe 
in him, though they were dead, they shall yet 
live." Our bodies, now the seat of so many 
disorders, the source of so many snares, the 
occasion of so much toil and care, at last the 
prey of corruption, shall one day assume a 
higher and happier form. They shall spring 
from the dishonors of the grave, at the voice 
of the archangel, by the power of Jesus ; and 
'^ we shall be like him, because we shall see 
him as he is.'* We shall dwell for ever in his 
animating presence ; forever free from pain ; 
subject to sickness, decay, and dissolution no 
more; arrayed in perfect beauty, secured in 
perfect innocence ; and, by his approving sen- 
tence, exalted to felicity unutterable and end- 
less. With such prospects and such hopes, 
what have thy servants to fear, or why should 
our hearts be troubled, in life or in death ? 

9. But ah, my God, how shall those * * escape, 
who neglect so great salvation?" Open, I 
beseech thee, their eyes, to see their dangerous 
estate, the necessity of immediate amendment, 
the insufficiency of human aid. Inspire them 
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with faith in the sovereign physician, who 
alone can cure the maladies of the soul ; till re- 
stored to spiritual health, and filled with joy 
and thankfulness, they are enabled **to run in 
the way of thy commandments." May such as 
are ready to sink under the burden of con- 
scious guilt and disorder, fighting in secret for 
deliverance, and longing after the pure and 
peaceful pleasures of religion, perceive them- 
selves supported by the grace of Jesus ! Dis- 
pose them to accept the invitation of that 
divine philanthropist who said, **Come unto 
me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest." May they have the 
happiness to feel that he is * * mighty to save ! ' ' 
May they firmly believe, that he is too just to 
*' break the bruised reed," too generous to 
take advantage of lamented folly or involun- 
tary weakness, too faithful not to fulfil the 
word on which he hath caused his servants in 
all generations to rely. 

10. For such as, after manifold engage- 
ments and solemn vows, have forsaken his 
service, *' denying the Lord that bought them, 
and opening the mouths of his enemies to 
blaspheme," "Father of Mercies, hear my 
prayer, and renew them again by repentance. ' * 
May they instantly flee the occasions that en- 
snared them, and, like Peter, weep bitterly; 
nor ever cease to cherish a tender and in- 
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genuous sorrow^ till by imwearied supplica- 
tions, the strictest vigilance, and the severest 
&elf-denial they are recovered to their duty 
and to thy favor. Permit me also, my God, 
to intercede for those unhappy men that have 
to this day rejected equally the claims and the 
offers of him who came to redeem them. 
Awaken their attention ; conquer their preju- 
dices ; teach theni, before it be too late, to con- 
sider lyell the danger of opposing his authority 
whom thou hast **set as King upon thy holy 
hill of Zion.'* To whom, for his obedience 
unto death, thou hcust ''given a name above 
every name, that at the name of Jesus every 
knee might bow, and every tongue confess'*; 
of whom Moses spake ; whom the prophets long 
before his appearing foretold, and to whom 
the apostles, that had seen him after his resur- 
rection, gave witness ; who while he abode on 
earth wrought miracles of unexampled power 
and beneficence, and when he ascended into 
heaven, qualified his ministers to preach and 
propagate his religion among the nations. 
And where, Lord, have its adversaries found 
an institution alike honorable to thy perfec- 
tions, alike suited to the wants and wishes 
of mankind, fraught with equal consolation to 
the penitent and the afflicted, formed alike to 
render its disciples virtuous and humble, 
peaceable and gentle, moderate in prosperity, 
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patient in suffering, ^'stedfast and immov- 
able, and always abounding in good works t" 
If they have not found, if they can not find 
aught to be compared with this glorious light, 
would they quench it in their rage, and leave 
in its place shadows and phantoms, unavail- 
ing conjectures, distracting doubts, and end- 
less uncertainty ? Blessed God, what will they 
do, ' ^ when their feet shall stumble on the dark 
mountains 1 ' ' Who shall comfort them in their 
last agonies ? Who shall plead for them at the 
judgment-seat of him whose power they dis- 
puted or defied, whose proffered friendship 
they treated with scorn? 

11. And where, alas! shall those appear 
who call him ^^Lord, Lord, but do not Hie 
things which he saith"; false pretenders to 
zeal and sanctity; proud and uncharitable 
* 'hypocrites, who trust in themselves that they 
are righteous, and despise others ; enemies to 
the cross of Christ, ' ' who would transform it 
into an instrument of unrighteousness, which 
it was designed to destroy ; who would make 
him ^'the minister of sin, that died to redeem 
them from all iniquity?*' Searcher of hearts, 
discover them to themselves, in their aggra- 
vated guilt and wretchedness. Convince them, 
that their pretenses are vain, and their pro- 
fessicms impious; that *' without works faith 
is dead,'* and without sincerity, religion but 
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a name which can not impose on thy om- 
niscience, and will only draw upon them 
heavier condemnation. Spare them, O God, 
to repent of their great wickedness, endue 
them with integrity, and teach them to ** wor- 
ship thee, who art a Spirit, in spirit and in 
truth." 

12. Preserve me, most merciful Father, 
from hjrpocrisy, self-deceit, and all uncharita- 
bleness. Preserve me from doubting, for a 
moment, the divine evidence of the gospel, or 
distrusting, even in the darkest hour, the wis- 
dom and benignity of its Author. Oh, pre- 
serve me from the baseness of denying him on 
any occasion. And * * God forbid that I should 
glory, save in his croiss. ' ' By the power of his 
cross may I be crucified to the love of the 
world, With all its short unsatisfying vanities ! 
And finally grant, that being reconciled to 
thee by his death and intercession, instructed 
in thy will by his doctrine and precepts, and 
by his example, promises, and aid conformed 
to it, I may look up to thy throne with hope 
of acceptance, behold the purity of thy nature 
tempered with paternal grace, revere and love 
thee at the same time, admire and rejoice in 
thy works more and more, and from all I see 
above, around, and below, rise with increasing 
ardors of devotion to the Fountain of good- 
ness and of happiness. Amen. 
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1. Delighted with the blessings and won- 
ders of creation, transported by the yet higher 
wonders and blessings of redemption, my 
soul would ascend with fresh aspirations to 
thee, Oody the origin of both; to thee, 
the greatest and best of beings, the greatest 
because the best ; from whom alone proceeds 
whatever is good and great; to whom, there- 
fore, be all the glory from all thy reasonable 
offspring. To praise thee, thou soTereign 
Parent, is surely the most becoming exercise 
of reason; and they are the happiest who 
I>erform it most worthily — ^the bright as- 
sembly of saints and seraphim, who circle 
thy throne rejoicing and with unbroken har- 
mony celebrate thy perfections. Fain would 
thy servant here below anticipate their joys. 
Fain would he learn their language, and 
join, however feebly, their elevated chorus, 
'^the Lord God omnipotent reigneth, halle- 
lujah!'' 

2. Compassionate Father, forgive the lan- 
guor and unevenness with which my spirit, 
prest down by the weight of mortality, at- 
tempts so high a service. Ah, that my heart were 
in better tune, and more alive to gratitude, 
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love, and admiration, to the noblest affec- 
tions of every mind in unison with the melody 
of nature,, and of heaven 1 Almighty Maker, 
assist my weak endeavors. Let no jarring 
passion disturb my thoughts. Teach me to 
correct every irregular movement, and diU- 
gently to cherish that spirit of pious con- 
templation which soothes the breast into seren- 
ity, supplies devotion with its amplest strains, 
and lifts the faculties to him who gave them. 
3. What shall I render, O Lord, for the 
exalted satisfaction of tracing thy attributes 
in this capacious universe, for the transcen- 
dent privilege of walking with thee, amidst 
the glory of thy works? Dispose me more at- 
tentively to study, tho I can never fully com- 
prehend,, them. Unable as I am in a survey 
no immense and so various, to discover the 
contrivance or the use of many parts, I have 
yet abundant cause to believe that they are 
worthy of their Author; such consistency of 
design, such consummate wisdom, such 
boundless goodness are conspicuous in all 
the rest! I rejoice in the reflection that the 
farther inquiry is extended by the lai^est 
and most enlightened minds, they meet yet 
brighter marks of intelligence and benig- 
nity and are more fully conviaced that those 
appearances which the ignorant and the dis- 
contented have censured as blemishes in the 
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plan, or defects in the execution, are to be 
numbered among the strongest demonstra- 
tions of thy skill and care, Almighty Archi- 
tect. But, O my God, if views which this 
limited state of humanity renders at the 
utmost imperfect yield so much delight, 
what will it be when every remaining cloud 
that now obscures thy workmanship shall 
vanish, and the light of eternity, breaking 
forth on our transported eyes, shall give us 
to behold it in all its magnitude and splendor ? 

4. The whole creation is full of thee. For- 
bid that the beauty, or diversity which it dis- 
plays, i^ould become a veil to hide thee from 
my sight, where, *'by the things that are 
made, thy power .and Godhead may be clearly 
seen, ' ' Where, for the trial of my faith, thou 
art pleased '*to hold back the face of thy 
throne,'' may I still perceive the influence 
of the present divinity, and still adore the 
great supreme! When from that elevated 
throne I am favored with the radiatipns of 
light and mercy, may I lay myself open to 
them with thankfulness, humility and meek- 
ness! 

5. * * Where is the wise ? where is the scribe t 
where is the disputer of this world?" Thou 
hast shown me, O Lord, that ** professing to 
be wise, they become fools." Their confi- 
dence abuses their understanding. Beguiled

by the glare of novelty, and fired by the am- 
bition of fame for freedom of thoug^ht and 
discernment above others, in matters where 
docility and diffidence are chiefly required, 
they turn from the sober pursuit of truth, and 
are led away into pernicious errors. **The 
heavens declare thy glory; and the firmament 
showeth thy handiwork. Day unto day ut- 
tereth speech ; and night unto night teacheth 
knowledge." The eloquence of the creation, 
proclaiming thy greatness, and pleading ior 
thy rights, is heard and understood by the 
honest but unpretending believer, by Hiq 
self-denied ' and single-hearted ' worriiiper. 
Neither the illiterate hind nor the untu- 
tored savage have been wholly insensible to 
the language of natui^e. But the Ungodly 
man, who is spoiled by vain philosophy and 
perplexed '*by the oppositions of science 
falsely so called, stoppeth his ear, like the 
deaf adder, and will not hear the voice of the 
charmer, though charming never so wiisely." 
Misled by the cavils of infidelity, and lost in 
the maze of metaphysics, he wanders forever 
in a dark and crooked path, farther and yet 
farther from the straight and cheerful road 
that leads to everlasting day. 

6. Save me. Heavenly Father, from the 
boasted benevolence of those who, while they 
promise liberty from the shackles of super- 
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stition and prejudice, are laboring to over- 
throw every principle which thou hast estab- 
lished among mankind as the foundation of 
their virtue and tiieir happiness. Deliver 
me from the false pretexts of those whose 
** tender mercies are cruelty'' ; who would rob 
the fainting* spirit of its richest cordial, tear 
from the children of sorrow, their most power- 
ful support, and leave without reward or ex- 
pectation the generous toils of the true pa- 
triot, the useful and arduous researches of 
the devout philosopher, the patient conflicts 
and heroic sacrifices of the follower of Jesus. 
May I ever regard with abhorrence their im- 
pious system', who would transform this beau- 
tiful and glorious universe into a scene of 
desolation, excluding thy creative energy, 
and banishing that sovereign pres^ice which 
directs, enlivens, and adorns it! Defend, 
I beseech thee, every virtuous mind and every 
unwary youth from the deceitfulness of all 
that are wickedly striving to undermine and 
destroy *' whatsoever things are just, and 
true, and venerable,'* and holy among men, 
whatsoever things can endear them to each 
other as members of thy family or recom- 
mend them to thee as subjects of thy govern- 
ment, whatsoever things become their dignity 
and their hopes as immortal beings. Inspire 
them with an utter and unabating detestation

of that depravity which, not contented to dis- 
turb the peace and order of human life, seeks 
with frigid argumentation, deliberate subtle- 
ty, or wanton mirth, to damp and degrade 
tiiie heaven-born soul that was made after 
thine image, and at last to sink it with all 
its faculties and honors into the fearful 
abyss of- nothing. 

7. But, blessed Creator, is it indeed pos- 
sible that such indignity to thee, such insen- 
sibility to the dearest interests of human 
kind, should be found in creatures called ra- 
tional? Alas! who can tell to what strong 
delusions those may be abandoned in thy 
^righteous judgment, who so profanely per- 
vert the invaluable gift of reason, who turn 
it so audaciously against the Giver? Most 
truly hath thy word declared that **the fool 
hath said in his heart, there is no God." In 
his heart the malady begins. *' Through the 
pride of his heart, he will not seek after thee." 
Thy justice is offended, and he is conscious 
of his danger. He secretly hates the power 
whom he dreads. His evil passions, whether 
more open or disguised, increase his aversion 
to thy laws. Thence he is eager to question 
thy existence. He wishes and strives to dis- 
believe it. He wishes and strives in vain. 
However he may argue, whatever be may 
boast, chilling apprehensions will arise: 
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specters of horror will haunt him hi the silent 
watches of the night; they will pursue him 
at noon-day ; in the midst of society they wiU 
poison his pleasures, nor will the voice of 
laughter or the face of gaiety prove him to 
be free from inward anguish. His conscience 
takes part with thee. * * Thy terrors make him 
afraid": thy thunder startles, thy lightning 
fleishes conviction into his soul. Altho in his 
folly he ** makes a mock of sin, and utters 
great swelling words of vanity"; when pain, 
and grief, and sickness, and decay come 
upon him, where shall he find refuge from 
thy displeasure ? Whither shall he flee from 
himself? One resource, one dreadful re- 
source, he hath long endeavored to hope^ may 
yet remain ; that when the last messenger ar- 
rives, he shall escape in a night eternal. 

8. Merciful Deity, is there then no other 
resource for this man, no better refuge ? Per- 
mit thy sinful servant, who hath 'Hasted 
and seen that thou art good," to implore thy 
pity for a fellow creature that little thought, 
when he entered on *'the error of his way," 
how far it might entice him from truth and 
happiness! Spare him, Lord, spare him 
to repent, if it be not yet too late. Change his 
heart by thy almighty Spirit, if consistent 
with the laws of thy righteous government. 
.Would there not be "joy among the angels 
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iihat are in teaven/' if by an extra6r3in- 
ary contrition and a trinrnphaiiit faifh this 
very man were made a trophy of peculiar 
grace f 

9. But however thy unerring will may de- 
termine in respect to him and offenders of his 
enormity, hear me, Parent of benevolence, oh \ 
hear me, when with redoubled fervor I beseech 
thee to guard the young and the ingenuous 
from the snares of unbelief. Lead them forth 
into the lovely and instructive walks of na- 
ture. Dispose them to view, with the serious 
collected eye of contemplation, the spacious 
earth, the boundless sea, the awful rocks, the 
lofty hills, and the fruitful valleys ; the fields, 
the flocks, and the 4ierds ; the springs and the 
rivers, with *'the green pastures by the still 
waters'*; the solemn woods and groves; the 
cheerful garden adorned with trees, and 
herbs, and flowers, "after their kind"; the 
smiling sky, and yonder refulgent sun. In 
these may they learn to admire thy perfec- 
tions ! And when from these they look upon 
themselves, and see how** wonderfully they are 
made,*'' and feel that multiplied delights thou 
hast given them to know, may they reflect 
with gladness that they live, not in a forlorn 
and fatherless wbrld, but in a creation over 
which the Creator presides; may they ac- 
knowledge with gratitude and devotion that 
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thou art in all, and through all, and over 
all, God blessed for ever," and ever inclined 
to bless thy children. 

10. Heavenly Father, what satisfaction is 
his who, often withdrawing from the tumult 
of business and the noise of folly, flies to the 
sanctuary of divine meditation, tiiere recovers 
the composure of his mind, enjoys undis- 
turbed tranquility, and tastes that peace of 
thine ^Vhicli passeth all understanding!" 
What improvement, when in the silence of the 
passions he barkens with profound atten- 
tion to thy voice within him, prompting each 
pious thought, each charitable deed, each ar- 

• dent desire after immortality! What eleva- 
tion, when conversant with the order and 
beneficence displayed on every side, he is 
taught to admire, and admiring to copy them, 
till he becomes like thee, *'holy as thou art 
holy, and merciful as thou art merciful!" 

11. But, alas, it grieves me to look upon 
the multitudes immersed in sensuality, en- 
slaved to covetousness, or by constant dis- 
sipation become incapable of thought. ^'They 
regard not the operations of thy hands." 
Created by thy power, they say not, ''where 
is God our maker?" Maintained by thy 
providence, and "loaded with thy benefits," 
they pay thee no tribute, ** neither are they 
thankful." The beasts of the field and the 
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fowls of the air have more feeling than thejr. 
' ' The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master's crib: but they do not know, they 
do not consider." The lark that mounts to- 
ward heaven, with implicit gratitude chant- 
ing thy praise, the birds that sing among the 
branches, straining in sweet emulation to 
warble forth the joy with which thou hast 
inspired them, upbraid those sons and daugh- 
ters of men. who neglect to join in the sym- 
phony. Father of spirits, awaken them to 
reason, and to duty. Show them the empti- 
ness of sin, and the wisdom of religion. Oh, 
persuade them that those alone are in the 
path of happiness, who seek it in glorifying 
thee, in doing good, and retiring, when they 
may, from the vanities of life, to contemplate 
in sacred solitude and manifestations* of divine 
perfection. 

12. How truly delightful to break away 
from clamor, confusion, and discord, into a 
calm lietreat^ and there to harmonize with 
nature, and with thee her God ! What relief 
to the burdened and pensive mind, there to 
drop its cares, to shake off for a while those 
anxious thoughts that too oft^ entangle and 
depress it, and **a» with the wings of an. eagle 
to mount up" to the sei*ene regidn 6f pious ■ 
hope and self-tejoyment, from thence to look 
'down upon the lessening world, to pity the 
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distraction of its lovers, and triumph in the 
portion of the righteous! 

13. From privileges like these, O Lord, thy 
servants return to the offices of social virtue 
with renewed activity and vigor, acquire a 
greater superiority to the temptations of their 
state, and are armed to meet its difficulties 
and dangers with firmer resolution. Thus I 
read in thy holy word, that when tjhe. pious 
and benevolent labors of the day were past, 
** Jesus went up into a moiihtain apart to 
pray." And thus it was, that Iby conversing 
with thee, remote fitm interruption, and 
neiarer to thy seat of majesty in that sublime 
retirement, his soul derived new strength, lay 
open to the fullest emanations of thy paternal 
favor, and glowed with fresh ardor of zeal 
and charity to go about doing good, to teach, 
to sulBPer, and to die for mankind. 

li. But, O my Father and my God, where 
shall I find language or conceptions adequate 
to thy inestimable love, in the redemption of 
the world by Jesus Christ, that last and 
brightest discovery of thy attributes, that di- 
vinest object of human or angelic study? 
Here, indeed, all my faculties are swallowed 
up in wonder, veneration, and joy. Here my 
heart is overwhelmed with speechless humility 
and thankfulness; and while I adore in silence 
this unequaled mystery, I would ** behold in

it, as in a glass, thy glory "; till by its trans- 
forming power I am ** changed into the same 
image," prepared to **see thee as thou art,*' 
and, through the intercession of my Savior, 
received to the contemplations of heaven. 
Amen. 
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thou, whose name is love, who iiever 
turnest away f rcwn the cry of thy needy chil- 
dren, give ea;r to my prayer tliis morning. 
Make this a day of blessing to me, and make 
me a ^blessing to others. Keep all evil away 
from me. Preserve me from outward trans- 
gression and from secret sin. Help me to con- 
trol my temper. May I check the first risings 
of anger or sullenness. If I meet with unkind- 
ness or ill-treatment, give me that charity 
which suffereth long and beareth all things. 
Make me kind and gentle toward all, loving 
even those who love me not. Let me live this 
day as if it were to be my last. my God, 
show me the path that thou wouldst have me 
to follow. May I take no step that is not 
ordered by thee, and go nowhere except thou, 
Lord> go with me. Amen. 
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Lord, our God, great, eternal, wcMiderful in 
glory, who keepest covenant and promises for 
those that love thee with their whole heart; 
who art the life of all, the help of those that 
flee unto thee, the hope of those who cry 
unto thee; cleanse us from our sins, secret 
and open, and from every thought displeasing 
to thy goodness— <;leanse our bodies and souls, 
our hearts and consciences, that with a pure 
heart and a clear soul, with perfect love and 
calm hope, we may venture confidently and 
fearlessly to pray unto thee. Ambn. 
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most loving Father, who wiliest us to give 
thanks for all things, to dread nothing but 
the loss of thee, and to cast all our care on 
thee who carest for us; preserve us from 
faithless fears and worldly anxieties, and 
grant that no clouds of this mortal life may 
hide from us the light of that love which is 
immortal and which thou hast manifested 
unto us in thy Son, Jesus Christ our Lord.

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JEAN NICOLAS GROU 

French theologian, bom at Calais November 24, 
1731; died December 13, 1803. "I write nothing 
of myself," he says, "God directs my pen; I often 
take it up, not knowing what I am about to say, 
and sometimes I marvel at the thoughts suggested 
to me. If God gives me 'de quoV I write freely; 
if not, I wait fis will.'' Grou was not only a 
theologian but a classical student of a humble and 
<;hildlike spirit ''The outer life of a really devout 
man," he says, /'should be thoroughly attractive 
to others." He worked in classical as well as theo- 
logical lines. An example of the latter is his 
^'Trait^ dogmatique de la vraie religion"; for the 
former, he translated Plato's "Republic," "Laws," 
and some of the "Dialogues." 
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God has given us the '*law of perfect 
liberty," to the end that we should use it to 
his service ; and that liberty is never so safe 
as when we trust it unreservedly to him, set- 
ting self-will aside, and leaving all to him: 
''for we know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God." Self-rule 
will probably err. Moreover, those who choose 
their own path must be responsible for the 
consequences thereof, however serious ; where- 
as when God rules, we need nothing save 
patient trust. He loves us far more than we 
can love ourselves, and he watches over us 
with more than a Father's love. Trust in 
him, and it is impossible for devil or man to 
hinder his grace. 

All peace and happiness in this world de- 
pend upon unreserved self -oblation to God. 
If this be hearty and entire, the result will 
be an unfailing, ever-increasing happiness, 
which nothing can disturb. There is no real 
happiness in this life, save that which is the 
result of a peaceful heart; and Holy Scrip- 
ture tells us that ''there is no peace to the 
wicked." Even religious people who only 
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half give themselves up to Gk>d know but 
feebly what this peace is ; they are easily dis- 
turbed by many things, scruples, dread of 
Ood's judgments, or the changes and chances 
of life. But the soul which gives itself wholly 
and without reserve to God, is filled with his 
own peace ; and inasmuch as we are prone to 
grow like Ihat to which we are closely united, 
the closer we draw to our God so much the 
stronger and more stedf ast and more tranquil 
shall we become. Those who cleave to the 
things of this world are for ever tossed about 
with the waves and storms of uncertainty — 
Qod alone is immovable, unchangeable, and 
he who trusts in him will never be confounded. 
Of our own strength we are equally inca- 
pable of doing good either in great works or 
small, but it is safest to aim at the lesser, 
leaving God to call us to serve him in greater 
things when he may see fit. Meanwhile, little 
things come daily, hourly, within our reach, 
and they are not less calculated to set for- 
ward our growth in holiness than are the 
greater occasions which occur but rarely; in- 
deed in some ways we may turn them to more 
profit, inasmuch as they do not war against 
humility, or tend to feed self-deceit. More- 
over, fidelity iu trifles, and an earnest seeking 
to please God in little matters, is a test of 
real devotion and love. It is quite possible 
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to perform very ordinary actions with so high 
an intention as to serve God therein better 
than in far more important things done with 
a less pure intention. Surely it needs but to 
meditate upon the holy household of Nazareth 
to realize this truth, while God^s own Word 
tells us that '^he who despiseth little things, 
shall fall by little and little." Let your aim 
be to please our dear Lord perfectly in little 
things, and to attain a spirit of childlike 
simplicity and dependence. 

One great hindrance to growth in God's 
love is self-love. It is chiefly thereby that 
Satan gets a hold over us; and all human 
respect, the fatal snare of so many souls, 
springs from no other source. All God*s deal- 
ings with those whom he leads in the hidden 
paths of the spiritual life tend to root out 
self-love; as, on the other hand, all our dif- 
ficulties and inward struggles arise from it. 
In proportion as self-love and self-confidence 
are weakened, and our will bowed to that of 
God, so will hindrances disappear, the in- 
ternal troubles and contests which harassed 
the soul vanish, and it will be filled with peace 
and tranquility. But it is well to bear in 
mind that as we advance in the spiritual life, 
our self-love is apt to change in character, 
becoming more refined and subtle, and con- 
sequently more treacherous and harder to 
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uproot. In truth, we can only perceive this 
dangerous enemy by the help of God's own 
light, which reveals the secrets of the heart ; 
and he only shows us our danger by d^rees, 
giving us the means at the same time of over- 
coming it. Thus we seldom realize the force 
of self-love until God's dealings are tearing 
it out of our hearts ; and then if we eoox>erate 
with his grace, his love wiU speedily fill the 
vacant place, until by degrees the whole soul 
is his only. Then, indeed, that soul realizes 
the promised blessing of the ''pure in heart" 
— ^and ''shall see God." Such a soul may 
suffer, but it will suffer joyfully, unresisting- 
ly, and no sufferings can toke away that peace 
of which Jesus said, "My peace I give you: 
not as the world giveth, give I unto you." 

It will be profitable to review the various 
degrees of the spiritual life, and to trace how 
God deate, with our self-love in each. Of 
course the most obvious form is a sensuous 
love of self, and a clinging to sensible and 
material pleasures. God draws his servants 
from these by filling them with heavenly de- 
lights and consolations, beside which earthly 
enjoyments grow pale and worthless. Next, 
self-love cleaves to these very consolations, 
this tangible delight and satisfaction, and 
then God gently withdraws external delight, 
without depriving the soul of i)eace and rest- 
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fulness. But when self-love begins to rely 
upon this peace, then again he permits that 
to be troubled, and the soul loses all self- 
resource, all self-confidence. At times, too, the 
devil tempts the struggling soul with impure 
thoughts or lurking doubts, under the pres- 
sure of which it is hard to believe that we are 
not consenting to the evil one. It may be 
that the strength of fmch temptations in- 
creases, while we oeem to ourselves capable 
of less and less resistance ; we are aghast at the 
sight of our own sinfulness, and imagine that 
God must reject us; seltlove finds ho rest for 
the sole of its foot, and scarce kn6ws how to 
serve- God for himself oi&ly, while s6 devoid 
of all tangible comfort. This condition will 
last probably until th^ soul le)ims ntit to think 
of itself, but to dwell in God alone ; and then, 
indeed, self4ove is conquered. God grants 
a new and heavenly life to the soul which has 
thus died to self — ^it is filled with him, united 
to him. It loves, and is loved again — ^no more 
trouble, no more f earfulness, no more tempta- 
tion. Even suffering is but a fresh stimulant 
to love. Such a Christian waits i)eacefully for 
death, which will but fill up the measure of 
perfect love. '*01d things have passed away, 
and all things become new." 

As the soul advances in holiness, God's 
active power within it increases, while its own 
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action diminishes. It is our part to still our 
natural restlessness, and give place to his 
uninterrupted workings; so that day by day 
our souls may lie more passively in his hand, 
until our will be wholly merged in his will. 
It must be our chief aim, having given our- 
selves wholly to God, to let him take posses- 
sion of all that is in us. He is wont to take 
all that we give him, even our very moral 
being and free will; yet he does but accept 
the offering in order to restore it to us per- 
fected beyond all that the heart of man can 
conceive. Even as an earthly parent might 
test and try the love of a favorite child, by 
seeming harshness, and then finding it un- 
changeable, would redouble his tenderness 
and affection, so does God deal with his chil- 
dren. Self-interested, calculating love, is not 
the ** perfect love" which alone is worthy of 
God. That love knows neither limit nor 
measure, human prudence can not restrain it, 
it reaches out to * ' the foolishness of the cross. ' ' 
That was the love wherewith Jesus loved us : 
and be sure that whatever we lose in this life 
for his sake, we shall win for all eternity; 
but what we deny him here, will be lost to us 
for ever hereafter. 
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By ''devotion/' I mean a soul devoted to 
God, and there can be no stronger form of 
expressing perfect readiness to bear and do 
all things for him to whom we devote our- 
selves. All earthly devotion (I speak only 
of such as is lawful and permitted of Ood) is 
necessarily limited, but there is no possible 
limit to our devotion to Ood ; the moment that 
a shadow of reserve or hesitation slips in, it 
ceases to be true self-devotion. 

Beal devotion, then, consists in perfect 
readiness to do and suffer all things without 
exception or reserve for God's sake, and it is 
indeed a most choice gift of the Holy Spirit, 
one which we can not pray for too earnestly; 
and which we must never suppose ourselves 
to have sufficiently attained, inasmuch as we 
ought to keep up a perpetual growth in the 
gift itself, as in its fruits. 

Such devotion is inward, influencing the 
very depths of the soul, its intention and will. 
It does not depend upon reason, imagination, 
or feeling, nor is its existence proved by a 
capacity for talking eloquently about divine 
things, or by glowing thoughts of God, nor 
even by sensitiveness and tears. Devotion is 
not a passing emotion — ^it is a fixt, enduring 
habit of mind, permeating the whole life, and 
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shaping eveiy action. It rests nxxm a convic- 
tion that God is the sole Source of holiness, 
and that our part is to lean upon h™ and be 
absolutely guided and governed by him; and 
it necessitates an abiding hold on him, a per- 
petual habit of listening for his voic^ within 
the hearty as of readiness to obey the dictates 
of that voice. Thus it is impossible to attain 
true devotion without an interior and recol- 
lected spirit, which is evetr seeking to possess 
itself in peace ; and those who give way to the 
things of sense, imagination, or passion, even 
in that which is lawful, will never acquire 
that devotion whose first work is absolute 
mastery over the senses, the passions, and the 
mind. If you will look at devotion from this 
point of view, you will see that he who is 
inquisitive, restless, busy about other men's 
affairs; or given to criticize and discuss his 
neighbors, gossiping, ill-natured, slanderous, 
contemptuoiDs, proud tod sensitive; or self- 
satisfied, opinionated, the slave of human re- 
spect, and consequently irresolute, weak and 
changeable — ^such a man, I say, can not be de- 
vout in the true sense of the word. 

He who is truly devout is much given to 
prayer, delighting in communi<m with Ck)d, 
and ever realizing his presence— by which I 
do not mean that he is always consciously 
thinking of Ood, which is an impossibility 
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here on earth; but his heart will always be 
united to Ood, and all his actions will be 
regulated by God's Holy Spirit. In medita- 
tion, he is not dependent upon books, or 
methods, or intellectual efforts, scarcely even 
upon those of the will : his soul need only look 
within, and there is God — and God's peace. 
At times he may feel spiritual dryness, but 
that peace will always be real and blessed not- 
withstanding. He will rejoice more in 
prayer which has its measure of suflfering, 
and wherein self-love finds no resting-place, 
than in such as is merely an indulgence to 
the imagination. Such a man never seeka 
himself in serving God, but realizes the pre- 
cept of the ** Imitation" — ^'^ Wherever you 
find yourself renounce yourself." He will 
strive to fulfil all the duties of the state of 
life -to which it has pleased God tor call him 
perfectly; as well as all the just daims of 
society* Faithful to ihis* religious exercises — 
he is not theirslave— ^he can intjerrupt, post- 
pone, or. even forsake them for a while, if 
need be. So- long as lie is not seiBking: his 
own will, he feels satisfied that he iS' doing 
God 's wiU. He does not seek restlessly after 
gooA works, but does what his hand findeth 
to do, with all his might; and when he has 
done his very best, he is content to leave re- 
sults with God. He prefers hidden good 
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works to those that are seen and praised of 
men, but neither does he shun these where 
God's glory and his neighbor's welfare is 
concerned. 

The really devout man does not overwhelm 
himself with vocal prayers and religious exer- 
cises, which leave him no breathing space. 
He aims at constant freedom of heart. He 
is neither scrupulous nor over-anxious, but 
moves on his daily road in simplicity and 
confidence. He is firmly set to refuse nothing 
God asks of him, to yield in no way to self^ 
love ; never to be guilty of any deliberate 
fault; but at the same time he does not tor- 
ment and worry himself with petty vexations. 
If he falls into some error, he does not fret* 
over it, but rising up with a humble spirit, 
he goes on his way anew rejoicing. He is 
never surprized at his own weakness and im- 
perfection, neither is he discouraged by the 
results of such imperfection — ^knowing that of 
himself he can do nothing, through God's 
help, everything : he does not trust in his own 
good intentions and resolutions, but solely in 
God's grace and goodness. "Were he to fall a 
hundred times in the day, he would not de- 
spair — ^he would rather cry out lovingly to 
God, appealing to his tender pity. The really 
devout man has a horror of evil, but he has a 
still greater love of that which is good ; he is 
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more set on doing what is right, than avoid- 
ing what is wrong. Generous, large-hearted, 
he is not afraid of danger in serving God, and 
would rather run the risk of doing his will 
imperfectly than not strive to serve him lest 
he fail in the attempt. The outer life of such 
a man should be thoroughly attractive to 
others. He would be simple, honest, straight- 
forward, unpretending, gentle, kindly — ^his 
conversation cheerful and sensible, he would 
be ready to share in all blameless mirth, indul- 
gent to all save sin. 

Be certain that true devotion is never 
gloomy either in itself, or as regards others. 
How should be who is in possession of real 
happiness, be sad? Earthly passions — am- 
bition, avarice, lust, these may well make a 
man gloomy and absorbed, and drive him into 
wild mirth in the vain hope of stifling his 
pain. But he who truly serves God will find 
that his service **is perfect freedom, '* come 
what may — ^poverty, contempt, or pain. We 
still daily prove the truth of St. Augustine's 
well-known words, ** Thou hast made us for 
thyself, and our h^art knoweth no Vest until 
it attain to thee." 
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But few, even of those who have specially 
devoted their lives to God, have accurate 
ideas as to the character of true holiness. 
Most people are apt to believe that it consists 
in a routine of religious practises, and a dili* 
gent observance of certain externals. If, 
moreover, they occasionally experi^ice some 
conscious religious emoticms, they make no 
question but that they are really holy — never 
stopping to ascertain whether theae emotions 
are from God or merely the action of their 
own hearts. Yet often such persons, are liable 
to many faults unperceived by themselves, 
which it would not be easy to i^ake them see. 
They may be narrow-minded^ pharisaically 
precise in their devotions, full of self-esteem, 
touchy, self-conceited, obstinate, unyielding, 
or affected in outward manner, altogether de- 
ficient in trutl^fulness, simplicity, and reality ; 
yet all the while they secretly esteem liiem- 
selves more highly than other men, and they 
may even despise and condemn the true piety 
of others, which they are unable to perceive. 
This unreal, harsh judgment is sadly too com- 
mon among Christians; but surely it is the 
self-same spirit which crucified our Lord 
Jesus Christ ; and in truth it crucifies him in 
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his servants even to this day; for whoever 
gives himself wholly to God and seeks earnest- 
ly to lead an interior life, runs a risk of draw- 
ing down jealousy and criticism, perhaps 
calumny and persecution, upon himself. 

If you would realize perfect holiness, seek 
it as set forth in Jesus Christ. He is our 
only Example, and it was to give us such an 
example that he took upon him the form 
of man. All holiness which is not shaped and 
formed upon that model is false and unac- 
ceptable to God, and if it deceives men, it can 
never deceive God or win an entrance into 
heaven. Be it yours to study holiness with 
Jesus for your Teacher, and be not slack in 
asking him for light and grace, that you may 
learn his lesson perteetly. 

Jesus **pleased not himself (Rom. 15:3). 
He never sought his own pleasure or gain ; no 
single deed of his was ever wrought with a 
view to the praise of man, or that he might 
shun man's wrath. God the Father, his will, 
his glory, were the objects of the Savior *s 
every movement. **I came not to do my own 
will, but the will of him that sent me.*' Our 
great Example has taught us that holiness is 
inward — it does not consist in excited evanes- 
cent feelings, but in a deep, honest conviction, 
which finds vent in action — ^in an entire sacri- 
fice of self to God, a boundless love and 
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charity toward men. Such was the spirit of 
the Savior's life. He fulfilled every tittle of 
the law, but meanwhile he taught by word and 
deed that all such observance must spring 
from inward love, or it is no better than 
slavish obedience. He has .taught us to esteem 
this life as a mere pilgrimage — a passage, a 
time of probation in which our love to God 
may be ripened. He ** minded not earthly 
things''; he taught us not to be anxious for 
the morrow, but to rest wholly on his Father's 
good Providence. Jesus voluntarily embraced 
that life which men shrink from most, which 
they seldom endure save from necessity. He 
did not condemn riches, but he gave tiie pref- 
erence to poverty. He did not condemn the 
distinctions of rank and position, which are 
in truth God's own appointment, but he 
taught us that there is a choicer blessing, a 
grater nearness to heaven, to be found in a 
lowly condition ; and that s^lf -esteem, founded 
on high birth, wealth, or power, is a f^tal 
snare. All irregular pleasures he has con- 
demned, and while permitting us the use of 
certain lawful enjoyments, he himself ab- 
stained even from these. Prayer and the exer- 
cise of his gracious ministry filled his earthly 
life — ^**Wist ye not that I mus:fc be about my 
Father's business?" 

If we may say it reverently, nothing could 
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be more simple, plain^ or unaffected than the 
deeds and words of our Lord. He taught ''as 
one having authority''; but it was lovingly, 
in a familiar way, without pomp or display; 
his miracles were often almost secret, and his 
apostles and evangelists were led by the Holy 
Spirit to record his earthly history with the 
same striking simplicity. 

Bemember, too, his tender compassions for 
all true penitents — ^*'I came to call, not the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance.'' Think 
of his pitying goodness to the publican, to 
Mary Magdalene, to the Samaritan, to the 
woman taken in adultery; and ccmipare it 
with his condemnation of the Pharisees' pride,, 
their avarice and hypocrisy. Bemember, too^ 
how patiently he bore with the roughness and 
frailties of his own apostles. From our point 
of view, it seems as tho it must have been a 
sore trial to his incomparable refinement to 
live with those ignorant men, full of imper- 
fections and faults as they were. Even the 
holiest men find no small difficulty in sancti- 
fying their intercourse with their fellow crea- 
tures; the closer they are to God, the more 
gentleness, patience, and toleration they need 
in their dealings with those around — ^it is a 
perpetual struggle. But Jesus bore every 
persecution in patience, meeting every attack 
with truth and innocence; silent before his 
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accusers, forgiving his murderers; shedding 
his blood for them. All who '*seek to live a 
godly life must suffer persecution*' — ^it may 
be through ridicule and slander, or it may be 
through more overt acts. Then is the time 
to take Jesus as an example — ^to bear all 
things in defense of the truth; to make no 
answer to calumny, save by a;holy life ; to be 
silent when words are not necessary ; to leave 
our justification with God; to put aside all 
bitterness, all resentment ; to render good for 
evil ; to pray for those who injure us, and he- 
lieve that tiiey are but instruments working 
out Otod*8 will upon us. Such conduct as this 
is worthy to be called holy, and God seldom 
sends such trials until a man has beed long 
proved and molded. Blessed are they who en- 
dure! **If ye suffer with him, ye shall also 
reign with him.'' It can only be through an 
altogether extraordinary grace that any one 
is able to accept such trials gladly, still less 
to desire them. Let us rather be content with 
our **day of muall things," seeking nothing 
lofty for our weak puposes, but daily implor- 
ing God that no human respect may ever make 
us unfaithful to the duty which we owe to 
him. 
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St Paul said ''When I am weak then am 
I strcmg'* (2 Cor. 12:10). That is, ''When 
I am filled with a sense of my own weakness, 
and experiencing my utter helplessness, put 
all my confidence in God; then I am strong 
in the power of his might, then I can do al] 
things through Christ which strengtheneth 
me" (Phil. 4:13). But on the o,ther hand, 
it is no less true that when we are strong in 
our own conceits, we are indeed weak; when 
we fancy ourselves able to do and bear all 
things of ourselves, and glory in our strength, 
then is the time of utter weakness, for Qod 
withholds his support from presumption, and 
we are left ahme. 

In fact, then, our own strex^^ is real weak- 
ness, absolute weakness, and tends to naught 
save humiliating falls; while conscious weak- 
ness, together with a lowly spirit of confi- 
dence in Qod, is true strength, God's own 
strength. Are you tempted to ask why Qod 
wills us to be thus conscious of our weak- 
ness? Because "his strength is made per- 
fect in weakness"; because he is a jealous 
God, the beginning and end of all that is 
holy ; and because he would not have his crea- 
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tures rely upon their own frail courage or 
their good intentions. "When in his mercy 
he leads a soul in the higher paths of sancti- 
fication, he ever begins by stripping it of all 
self-confidence, and to this end he allows all 
our own schemes to fail, our judgment to 
mislead us: we grope and totter, and make 
countless mistakes, until we learn wholly to 
mistrust ourselves and to put all our con- 
fidence in him. When a beginner feels the 
marvelous strength of grace, and first re- 
joices in the clear light of God's truth, he 
not unnaturally fancies himself able to do and 
suffer all things for his Lord. Nothing seems 
too hard, perhaps he even craves for heavy 
crosses, great humiliations, honestly believ- 
ing himself able to endure them. Nor is this 
presumption — arising as it does from inex- 
perience and the first warm breath of grace — 
displeasing to God, if the soul meanwhile be 
true and simple, and free from vanity and 
self-conceit. Nevertheless, he soon lowers 
all such self-confidence; let him but hide his 
grace for a moment, leaving the soul to it- 
self under the most trivial temptations; and 
speedily weariness and disgust come on; 
difSculties unseen before spring up; the soul 
fails under slight pi'essure ; a word, a look 
suffices to disturb him who had fondly be- 
lieved himself capable of so great things. 
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Then, very likely, he falls into the opposite 
extreme, is discouraged and fearful, fancies 
that he will never achieve anything, and is 
tempted to cast away all his good resolutions. 
In truth unless God came to the rescue, he 
would do so. 

Such trials as these are repeated^ until at 
length the soul fully realizes its own power- 
lessness to do anything alone, and its need of 
total dependence on Gtod. One time tiie 
trial comes in the shape of a temptation, to 
which we are on the point of yielding, and 
then God upholds us when we thought all 
was over with us; another time passions 
which we flatt(er ourselves were extinct, break 
out anew and all but overpower us; or count- 
less lesser imperfections humble us — we feel 
a strange repugnance, almost a disgust, to- 
ward what is right, our prayers and religious 
exercises are irksome and cold. All this is 
God's way of humbling us in our own conceit, 
and teaching us that, without his grace, we 
are capable of all evil indeed, but wholly in- 
capable of the smallest good deed, or hope, 
or thought. Then when, after msaiy a fall, 
the soul has learned its lesson, and we are 
freed from all self-reliance, G^ gradually 
gives us his own strength, ever reminding us 
that it is not ours, but his only. And so we 
learn to bear sufferings, humiliations, toil,' 
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and weariness for God's sake and the good 
of souls ; difficulties can not hinder us^ dangers 
can not appal us — ^and that because it is no 
longer we who labor and suffer, but God in 
us. Such a one gives him all the glory, be- 
lieving himself to be but a frail instrument 
in divine hands. It waa in this spirit that 
St. Paul enumerated all his great toils and 
sufferings for the gospel, adding, ''I am noth- 
ing . . . not I, but the grace of God which 
was with me*' (2 Cor. 12: 11 ; 1 Cor. 15: 10). 
But a man must have passed through many 
a fiery trial, and be dead indeed to self, be- 
fore he can attain to such a point. To those 
who do so attain, what is left save one cease- 
less s<mg of praise! they are one with God, 
he is in them, and self has ceased to exist. 

How' are we to approach such blessed 
strength? First of all through a stedfast 
will to refuse nothing that God requires of us, 
imd to do nothing deliberately which can dis- 
please him. Next, we must learn to take our 
faults humbly, as proofs of our weakness, and 
use them to increase our trust in God, and 
our mistrust of self. We must be on our 
guard against excitable feelings, and not 
fancy ourselves stronger or better because of 
them. Our true measure is what we are when 
deprived of sensible grace. Neither must we 
be discouraged at our own wretchedness, or 
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give way to the thought that we can not do or 
bear any special thing; our duty is, while 
confessing that of ourselves it is impossible, 
to remember that God is all-powerful, and 
that through him we can do whatever he may 
require of us. We must learn to say with 
St. Augustine, '*Give me what thou com- 
mandest, and command what thou wilt.*' We 
must not marvel at our own reluctance to do 
right, but rather pray earnestly to overcome 
it, not taking credit to ourselves for any such 
victory/ but heartily thanking God fo** it. 
Finally, w^ must equally avoid presumption 
and • cowardice ; the <mic springs from over- 
weening self-confidence, the other from im- 
perfect confidence in God. Both alike: are m^t 
by the same remedy-— a constant recollection 
that he is the source of all strength. Who 
can presume who knows that his strength is 
in no sense Ms own ? who despair, knowing 
that God, all-powerful, all-mighty, has prom- 
ised to be his strength, and his strong sal- 
vation? 

[Seek ye after God, and your soqI shall Uye. — ^Ps. 69 : 33.] 

Herein lies the root of our duty and of all 
happiness. Happiness is the soul 's life ; with- 
out happiness, or the hope thereof, life seems 
not worth having. What is this happiness, 
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and how is it to be found t Holy Scripture 
tells us, in God only; and *^our life is hid 
with Christ in God." Just as the body be- 
comes a prey to corruption, when its union 
with the soul is dissolved, so the soul depends 
for life upon its union with God; yet not 
after a wholly selfsame manner. The body 
contains an inherent principle of corruption, 
whereas the soul has an inherent principle 
of life — i.e., its faculty of knowledge and 
love. But were these to be expended on it- 
self alone, the soul's life must inevitably de- 
teriorate, and, as a natural consequence, it is 
ever reaching forth toward objects more sat- 
isfying wherein to rest. Such rest is not to 
be found in the things of sense; ''the Spirit 
giveth life,'* and it alone; and until the soul 
drinks, and drinks deeply of the Spirit of 
God, it will not find its true life. He kindles 
the burning thirst which leads us to the foun- 
tain of living water, and he has promised to 
satisfy it abundantly; but he will have us 
ask before he gives, and to that end he has 
taught us to use the blessed force of prayer. 
The soul can not die in the sense of ceasing 
to exist, but its death consists in ceasing 
to know or love God ; and weary indeed is that 
man's life who has turned away from these 
saving truths — ^to him aU is restlessness and 
anxiety, fretting desires, unfulfilled hopes — 
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no peace, no light, no satisfaction. But he 
who has found his soul's life in God is happy 
— ^not in truth with perfect happiness ; that is 
not granted to men in this world, but a fore- 
taste thereof — ^he has a secret joy which is 
beyond the reach of temptation, unrest and 
sorrow; a quiet confidence and stedfastness 
which abide even while the waves and storms 
of life sweep over him. Qod has promised, 
not that he shall be free from crosses, 
rather do they form the ladder by which the 
soul mounts upward — ^but that he will abide 
with his faithful servant through them all, 
and be his Bock, his Castle, his strong Foun- 
dation. In this world he may suffer loss — 
**the Lord killeth and maketh alive: he bring- 
eth down to the grave and bringeth up; the 
Lord maketh poor and maketh rich, he bring- 
eth low and lifteth up" (1 Sam. 2:6, 7); 
but while ** death worketh in us,'* in our 
senses and passions, our human spirit and 
will, it is **that the life of Jesus might te 
made manifest in us'' — ^the life of love, of 
glory, of perfect happiness for the soul. 
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[Great is the peace that they have who love thy law. — 
Fa, 119:165.] 

This peace wiU not be won by mere literal 
obedience; God's law must be loved as well 
as obeyed; there mnst be the filial spirit as 
well as the legal duty rendered. Those who 
obey God's law only because they fear his 
judgments can not look for the overflowing 
peace and joy which are the reward of a lov- 
ing service ; a service which confesses heartily 
that his '^yoke is easy, his burden light/' and 
which aims at promoting his glory rather than 
any reward. Not that such a spirit in any 
way ignores the fear of hell or the hope of 
heaven, but it is raised to something beyond 
them both. When the soul has sincerely 
given itaelf up to God, he Alls it with his 
own peace, a peace which makes all earthly 
things indifferent-*^s bef<Hre his presence, ab- 
swbing the heart It is our strength, our 
comfort, our guide ; the deeper and more con- 
firmed it becomes, the greater our spiritual 
perfection; so that in truth to obtain and 
preserve this pe^e is the real secret of the 
interior life. There are a few simple rules 
which may help the soul in this blessed 
work. 
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And, first, enjoy such peace as you do the 
gift of health, without constantly examining 
into it. If you were to be always feeling 
your pulse to see whether you were well or ill, 
you would probably end by making yourself 
ill; and it is equally unwise to be for ever 
gaging the soul's peace. It is easy to con- 
fuse real peace, with what is a mere matter of 
feeling. In the earlier stages peace brings 
great conscious sweetness, but this m^ pass 
away without any real loss; just as after a 
severe illness, we are alive to each degree of 
returning strength, and when fully restored 
to health, we do not notice what is habitual 
to us. Next, try to act with simplicity, not 
thinking overmuch about your actions, either 
present or past; all anxious self -searching is 
hurtful to i)eace. If your conscience does not 
reproach you, it is needless to cross-question 
it ,^ it is enough that you give diligent heed 
when its whispers are heard, and a perpetual 
self-torture and questioning as to whether 
your intentions are right or wrong tends to 
nothing save perplexity and restlessness. Be 
sure that vague general fears are rather the 
work of your imagination than of God or 
your conscience. Fears that you have not 
said all you ought in confession, that you did 
not explain yourself properly, that your con- 
trition was imperfect, that you did not re- 
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ceive holy commiinion with fitting disposi- 
tions, and the like vagae fretting apprehen- 
sions, are not of God. When he stirs the soul 
to fear that it has sinned, it is always with 
a clear definite reproach ; you must learn to 
despise and set aside those self-dissections. 
Again, bear in mind that Ood never casts the 
soul into trouble and anxiety when it is truly 
seeking him. He warns, he rebukes, but he 
never troubles you; he enables you to see 
your fault, to repent and make amends, but 
it is all done calmly— restlessness and anxiety 
are the devil's work, and to be withstood. 
Moreover, it is a most important point never 
to change your spiritual course because of 
any such troubles: prayer, communions, all 
your devotional exercises must be persevered 
in, and you will ere long conquer Satan and 
regain peace. Another great help in the at- 
tainment of peace, setting aside as that does 
the delusions of self-love, is to follow the ad- 
vice of some spiritual guide. Above all, be- 
ware of letting go the spirit of peace because 
of your faults. Humble yourself before God 
because of them, repent, make such amends 
for them as you are able, and then do not 
dwell upon them any more. It is often mere 
pride which frets at finding itself beset by 
the same often renewed faults, and at its lack 
of spiritual progress. Do not deceive your- 
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self into the belief that such disquiet is hu- 
mility. A really humble soul accepts its. 
faults with patience, and goes on afresh in 
confidence and hope.

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FRIEDRICH AUGUST GOTTREU THOLUCK 

German theologian and preacher, was bom At 
Breslau, March 30, 1799; died at Halle, June 10, 
1877. Attended the gymnasium of his native city 
and the university of Berlin. In 1821 he was 
graduated as licentiate of theology, and became 
privat-docent ; in 1824 he was appointed extra- 
ordinary professor of oriental literature. In 1826 
he went to Halle as ordinary professor of theology, 
which position he occupied till his death, with the 
exception of a brief x)eriod <1827-29) spent in 
Eome as chaplain of the Prussian embassy. His 
principal works are "Die Lehre von der sunde und 
dem Versohner, oder die wahre Weihe des Zwei- 
flers" (Berlin, 1823, Enff. transL, "The Doctrine of 
Sin and the Propitiator," London, 1836) ; Bliithen- 
sammlung aus der morgenlandischen Mystik," 
(1825); "Commentary on Romans'' (1825; Eng. 
transL, Edinburgh, 1834) ; on "John's Gospel" 
(Hamburg, 1827; Eng. Transl. Edinburgh, 1836) ; 
■on "Sermon on the Mount" (1835; Eng. transl., 
1834-37); on "Hebrews" (1836; Eng. transl., 
Edinbui^h, 1842); and on "Psalms" (1843; Eng. 
transl., Philadelphia, 1858) ; "Die Glaubwiirdigkeit 
der evangelischen Greschichte" (1837) ; "Stunden 
<;hristlichen Andacht" (1840; Eng. transl., "Hours 
of Devotion," London, 1853); "Light from the 
Cross, Sermons on the Passion of our Lord"

The Soul : Lord, it is to know for certain 
that, after this life in time, I shall enjoy a 
blessed eternity in thy presence. 

Heavenly Wisdom: And why, O soul, is 
thy desire for heavenly blessedness so keent 

The Soul: Lord, it is, as thou knowest, 
because this earth, with all its good things, 
can not fully satisfy me. 

Heavenly Wisdom: Well, then, thou shalt 
obtain the boon on which thy heart is so fond- 
ly set, I shalkcommand the chief of my heav- 
enly ministers to apporti<Mi to thee the trea- 
sures of paradise, and shall rejoice to hear 
that my heaven can give what my little earth 
was too poor to supply. 

The Soul : Hear this, dost thou say t Me- 
thought that it was in thy presence O Love 
eternal, that I was to enjoy the delights of 
heaven; but how can even heaven be heaven 
to me, if I do not find thee there! 

Heavenly Wisdom: What good, O soul, 
can it do thee to have my presence at thy en- 
joyments? Have I not promised thee my 
gifts, and was it not for these that thou didst 
desire to pray to me! Surely thou art ask- 
ing too much. 

The Soul: O Lord, thou knowest my in- 
most heart. It was before thy face, and only 
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there, that I thought of enjoying thy good 
things; but if my joy be not also thine, and 
thy joy mine, even thy paradise can not con- 
tent me. 

Heavenly Wisdom: Well, then, if thou 
canst not be happy without me, art thou 
willing to have me, even tho I bring thee 
no gifts at all ? 

The Soul: Lwd^ thou leadest me into 
temptation ; but I reflect, and still I answer ; 
""Whom have I in heaven but thee? and there 
is none upon earth that I desire beside thee" 
(Ps. 73:25). Yet, if I have found favor in 
thy sight, permit me still further to ask a 
question. 

Heavenly Wisdom : Say on, my son ; I 
wish to know all that is in thy heart. 

The Soul: Whilst thou were speaking, a 
blessed light arose within me, and now I know 
what thou art. Art thou not so transeendent- 
ly great a good, that if I were only to i)ossess 
thee, I should possess^ all the other things 
which I wish to have — ^wisdom, and peace, and 
love, and beauty, and rest ? 

Heavenly Wisdom : Thou hast spoken 
well. I am indeed the shield of the righteous, 
and their exceeding great reward (Qen. 15: 
1). And now I understand what it is which 
thou didst wish to obtain by thy prayers. 
Tell me, then, if in asking me to teach thee 
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how to pray, thy purpose was to thank and 
praise me, or rather, to obtain me as a boon 
to thyself. 

The Soul: Again thou art pleased to 
lead me into temptation. "Why dost thou ask 
that question? Is not my love all that thou 
carest fort What else but thyself dost 
thou give us in thy gifts? and how can a crea- 
ture laud and praise thee more than by mak- 
ing thee the boon for which he craves? 

Heavenly Wisdom: My son, thou sayest 
what is right, but mark the delusion in which 
thou wert entangled. When intending, in thy 
prayers, to laud and praise* me as the chief 
good, it yet was not myself but my gifts 
that were the object of thy desire.

The Sotjl: Lord, thou art to me so high 
and precious a good, that henceforth I will 
no longer pray for any earthly good, at all, 
but solely for thyself. 

The Lord : 'Tis well, my son. The portion 
thou needest of the good things of earth will 
be given to thee by him into whose hand they 
are committed. 

The Soul: How shall I understand thee. 
Lord? Is there, then, any other hand but 
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tbine own Uito which good things are com- 
mitted ? 

The Lobd : No, my son, mine is the hand 
from which all the good things both of earth 
and heaven are received. Why, then, wilt 
thou not ask from me the earthly ones, nor 
thank me for them t Methought I was so dear 
to thee that thou wouldst accept of no gift 
unless it came from a Father's hand. Me- 
thought that, on that account, all my gifts 
would seem to thee to be fraught with bless- 
ing. When I presented thee with an earthly 
good, did I not mean by it, no less than by my 
spiritual gifts, to attest to thee the continu- 
ance of my love ? And dost thou value an at- 
testation of my love at so low a rate ? 

The Soul : Lord, now that thou showest it 
to me, I see how foolishly I spake. It was, 
however, only that my whole endeavor might 
be aimed with a single eye at thyself, that I 
wanted not to have my thoughts diverted by 
any perishable object, and therefore meant no 
longer to pray to thee for earthly blessings. 

The Lord: Dear soul, thou sayest thou 
didst not wish to distract thy mind by looking 
at transitory things, but observe how thou 
didst divide tby heart ; for didst thou not in- 
tend to praise me for what my heaven be- 
stows, but to be dumb for every boon that my 
earth confers? 
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The Souii : Lord, thou puttest me to 
shame. In my desire to be simple-minded I 
have erred in my own wisdom, and become 
double-minded. As thou art the Lord of heav- 
en, and no less also the Lord of earth, I 
no doubt ought to ask, and likewise thank 
thee, for earthly blessings. Forgive me for 
what I said in my folly ; but, inasmuch as I 
have taken upon me to speak unto thee, and 
fear that my heart may cleave to created 
things, I now entreat that thou wouldst thy- 
self teach me the right way to pray for earth- 
ly blessings. 

The Lord: My sou, thou hast said that 
there is none in heaven or earth whom thou 
desirest more than me, and that I am thy 
chief and eternal good. If^ then, that be true, 
I will show thee the way to pray for earthly 
blessings, and yet to have thy heart whoUy 
detached from them. Thou didst strive with 
ardent desire to reach my heart ; strive there- 
fore after every blessing I bestow, as if it 
were a path by which my heart may be 
reached. 

The Soul : Full well I know that the spir- 
itual influences, emanating so blissfully from 
thee are nothing but beams of light, intended 
to guide us back to the sun whence they came. 
But with thy permission I would ask if this 
be also the case with earthly blessings f 
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The Lord: Didst thou ever, at the rising 
of the sun, observe how its image is reflected, 
as if it were a miniature sun, in every drop of 
dew? Such is the relation between my di- 
vinity and all this earthly creation. In none 
of the creatures oughtest thou to enjoy any- 
thing save what is gentle, and sweet, and 
lovely; and whatever is gentle, and sweet and 
lovely, in any created thing, is my signiature 
and mark. On the contrary, all that is harsh, 
and hateful, and bitter, belongs to the crea- 
ture itself . And so, my child, you see how, 
from every created thing upon the earth, 
there is a way to the heart of my Godhead. 

T^E SotTL : I do see it ; but be not angry 
vnth. me if I oiice dgain open my mouth; for 
there is still something which is strange in 
my eyes. If every created thing be a way to 
thy heart, how comes it that thy manner has 
always been to impoverish the most pious 
of thy servants here below more than all 
others, altho they ate most accustomed to read 
thy signature and mark; while, on the other 
hand, thou lavishest the good things of earth 
on those who are far from thee? 

The Lord: For no other cause or reason, 
dear son, save that I am the Lord, and have 
ordered all things in weight, number, and 
measure. As the signature and mark which 
I impress upon terrestrial blessings are writ- 
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ten in large letters, legible even to the simple, 
it is to the simple that in my wisdom I have 
allotted terrestrial blessings. But as my 
wisdom has inscribed a better signature, al- 
tho in fainter lines, upon poverty and priva- 
tion, these are the boons I have reserved for 
them who are the ** children of the secret." 

The Soul: **A word fitly spoken is like 
apples of gold in dishes of silver" (Prov. 25: 
11). Lord, this is a hard saying, but thy 
Spirit will be to me a light within. 
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There's nothing that we less can trust 

Than life and all it gives; 
Nothing more sure than that to dust 

Returns whatever lives. 
By every step in life's brief race, 

From life itself we part; 
Joy dies within the heart apaeei, 

And with it dies the heart. 

[If after the manner of men I haye fought witb beasts 
at Bphesus, wbat advantageth it me. If the dead rise not? 
Let us eat and drink ; for to-morrow we die. — I Cor. 15 : 
32. This saying of a Greek poet shows the view taken 
of life by many of the heathen who did not believe in the 
world to come.] 

[It is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the 
Judgment. — Heb. 9 : 27.] 

[So teach us to number our days, that we may apply 
our hearts unto wisdom. — Ps. 90 : 12.] 
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MsLj it not be said of the vast majority of 
mankind that they live as if they imagined 
they were never to die? And yet it is not 
so. The fact seems rather to be that, aware 
how short is the span that separates them 
from the confine at which they must surrender 
and bid adieu to all this earth has given 
them, they would fain enjoy life while it 
lasts. ** Death makes pale the face,'' is in- 
deed a weighty truth; but it fares no better 
than all other such weighty truths when com- 
mitted to the power of man. If, in the hand 
of one, it becomes a staff on which he safely 
leans, in that of another it is transformed 
into a serpent. Does death indeed, he says, 
make pale the face? 'VWell, then, come on, 
let us enjoy the good things that are present; 
and let us diligently use the creatures like 
as in youth. . . . Let us crown ourselves with 
rosebuds ere they be withered*' (Wisd. of 
Sol. 2:6-8). 

But what is this pale death, for on that 
all depends? Is it the black wall at which the 
pilgrim halts, and — goes down? Is it the 
sleep which no dreams disturb? Or is it the 
dark partition between us and the holy land ? 
Is it the swift moment, the little bridge, on 
which the brief sleep of time encounters the 
long awakening of eternity? That black is 
the wall at which the days of our life termin- 
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ate is denied by none. Well for him who can 
discern in it the little door through which the 
light of the day of judgment throws its pur- 
ple rays ! 

Judging by what meets the eye, we might 
suppose that altho the leaves of that door 
stand always open, the vast majority of man- 
kind had never observed it. Like Belshazzar, 
they appear to sit at the banquet of life with- 
out one thought of the dark and silent hand 
which is all the while inscribing upon the 
wall, "Thou art weighed in the- balance and 
found wanting." I am persuaded, however, 
that this is mere appearance. I am confident 
that there is not a human being whose heart 
has not, some time or other, felt a presenti- 
ment of the terrors of judgraent. No one be- 
lieves that all is over at death, or at least 
believes it firmly and at all times. And will 
not what is to ensue thereafter merely resume 
the thread which was broken here; and if so, 
will there be no accusers to testify of hours 
misspent, of privileges abus^, of places pro- 
faned, of debts unpaid, and hidden secrets of 
iniquity? 

If there, be no presentiment of a day of 
judgment even in the heart of the thoughtless, 
whence comes their dread of being left alone? 
This feeKng admits of no explanation but the 
fact that even here on earth there are ac- 
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cusers which, in solitary hours, present to 
man his unpaid accounts. Or whence, if not 
from such a presentiment, come the resolu- 
tions which' so many form, and repeat, and 
again repeat, to amend their lives and seek 
out new paths for their feett Oh that the 
ability were only as strong as the wish! but 

At thirty, man suspects himself a fool ; 
Knows it at forty, and refonns his plan; 
At fifty, chides lus impotent delay, 
Pushes, his prudent purpose to resolve — 
In all the magnanimity of thought, 
Resolves and re-resolves, and dies the same. 

It is true that serious thoughts like ,that of 
the day of judgment do not float upon the 
surface, and this may be the reason why many 
a one appears far less concerned Ihan he 
really is. Let some man of God, however, 
push the probe deep into the thoughtless 
heart, and it is soon seen that he touches the 
quick. No one probably perceived flrom the 
countenance of Felix, the Roman governor, 
that any dread of eternity lingered in his 
greedy and voluptuous bosom. But if that 
had not been the case, why do we read that, 
*'as Paul reasoned of righteousness, temper- 
ance, and judgment to come, Felix trembled, 
and answered, Go thy way for this time** 
(Acts 24: 25). 
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Yes ; without a doubt, in the deep despond- 
ency which creeps over us all at the thought 
0$ separation from the good things of this 
life, there is always some touch of the ter- 
rors of eternity. 

Begin the scmg of death to sing, 
That solemn parting strain; 

Perhaps this very day may bring 
An end to all thy pain. 

Yes; without a doubt, the awe which these 
words inspire springs not merely from solici- 
tude about what we leave behind, but like- 
wise from anxiety about what awaits us be- 
fore. No one can be happy in this present 
life xmless he be assured of salvation in the 
life to come. In former days, when as yet 
I knew not in what I believed, it used deeply 
to affect and humble me, while composing 
long dissertations upon such questions as, 
whether the sou! is immortal, and what im- 
mortality is — ^to hear believing Christians 
speaking upon the subject as confidently as 
if they had just come from the heavenly 
land. This was nothing but the fulfilment of 
the promise, **He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life," and *'tasteth the 
powers of the world to come.'* 

As for thee, man, who has never yet made 
his peace with Gtod, how can he possibly be 
happy in his life, seeing that every moment 
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is conducting him farther and farther away 
from the place which contains all that gives 
pleasure to his heart? Every tick of the 
clock, every particle of sand that dropi* in th^ 
hour-glass, proclaims that a fragment of his 
life, and, with it, of his fortitude and joy, is 
gone. Dost thou hear the low but mournful 
lay which the softly falling grains never cease 
to sing? — 

Behold, man! and thee bethink 
How these, our little sands, that sink, 
Life's ebb proclaim. 

As one by one we steal away. 
So silently does fell decay 
Prey on thy frame. 

What thongh our oorirse be still and slow? 
No pause by day or night we know^ 
But ever drop. 

And come there will an hour when all 
Are gone, and as the last shall fall 
Thy pulse shall stop. 

my soul ! is it indeed the case that no man 
can be happy in this life without the as- 
surances of salvation in the life to come ? Be 
it then thy endeavor so to live as at the hour 
of death thou wilt wish to have lived. While 
time lasts, lay hold on eternity. Above all, 
lay hold on him who has said, ** Whosoever 
believeth on me hath everlasting life. 
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Thou sayest, the babe is mine^ 

Pll train him as I list; 
But, sure, ere he was thine, 

He appertained to Christ. 
And wilt thou not a charge so dear, 

Por him who lent it to thee, rear? 

[Lo, children are an heritage of the Lord: and the 
fruit of the womh is his reward.-^P8. 127 : 3.] 

[Suffer little children, and forbid them not, to come 
unto me; for of such is the kingdom of heaven. — ^Matt 
19:14.1 

[Ye fathers, provoTce not your children to wrath ; but 
bring them up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. — ^Eph. 6:4.] 
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Many childrepi jnake msmy prayers, and 
many prayers hxmg much blessing. ' ' Yes, 
verily, -when we reflect how highly 0od most 
esteem the man to whom he gives children, we 
see that there ought to be no end of prayer 
and supplication and thanksgiving. That he 
has sent children into a house is of itself a 
sufficient reason for hini to send his blessing, 
too. To give existence and. life is a work 
which the Divine Majesty has usually re- 
served to himself. "What, then, shall we think 
of giving existence and life to an immortal 
being made in the divine image! How 
dreadful that so excellent a grace is by men 
contaminated with sin, so high a prerogative 
dishonored in .the service of lust! If mere 
existence in this present world is of no worth, 
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unless the present world become a training- 
school for the world to come, how audacious 
to bestow an earthly existence upon a human 
spirit without a serious purpose, formed in 
the sight of God, of training it for heaven! 
He commits a wrong who becomes a father 
and does not at the same time undertake the 
sacred duty of rearing his child for eternity. 
What the Lord has aflSrmed concerning 
thein ought to be enough of itself to make the 
care of the young one of the holiest occupa- 
tions in life. Once when the twelve were dis- 
puting with each other which of them should 
be the greatest, he took a child and set him 
in the midst of them : and when he had taken 
him in his arms, he said unto them : "Whoso- 
ever shall receive one of such children in my 
name, receiveth me: and whosoever shall re- 
ceive me, receiveth not me, but him that sent 
me'* (Mark 9 : 36, 37). On another occasion he 
put his hands on the children, and prayed and 
said: ** Suffer little chilren, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me : for of such is the king- 
dom of heaven" (Matt. 19: 14). ''Verily I 
say unto you, whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of Ood as a little child shall in no 
wise enter therein" (Luke 18:17). No 
doubt some who pretend to be masters of 
Scripture have wrongly interpreted these 
sayings, inferring from them that the Lord 
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looked upon little children as being in all 
respects spotless and perfect, like the blessed 
angels in heaven; but it is said that Adam 
begat children **in his own likeness, after his 
image" (Gen. 5:3), and in Adam the image 
of God was then defaced. If the Lord have 
set them up as a pattern to us in one respect, 
he has not done so in all, and Paul writes: 
** Brethren, be not children in understand- 
ing" (1 Cor. 14:20). What the Lord loved 
in the little ones was, their knowing so well 
that they can not stand upon their own feet, 
but must seek wisdom and strength and wel- 
fare at their mother's bosom. Of a like dis- 
position were the persons whom he enlisted in 
his service, and only such as these have ad- 
mission into the kingdom of heaven. Not a 
few interpreters suppose that he spake also 
of children when he said, ** Whoso shall of- 
fend one of these little ones which believe 
in me, it were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of the sea" (Mattl 
18:6); and again, in a subsequent verse — 
**Take heed that ye despise not one of these 
little ones; for I say unto you, that in heaven 
their angels do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven" (Matt. 18:10). 
In my opinion, however, when he so spake, he 
had in his eye those of his disciples who pos- 
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sest a childlike frame of mind, and who 
clung to his breast as children, do to a 
mother's for he specifies **one of these little 
ones which believe in me." Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as such disciples have the same dispo- 
sition spiritually which little children have 
naturally, it may doubtless be said that they 
belong to the same family, and that therefore 
it ought not to be forbidden to apply to the 
one what has been affirmed of the other. 

According, therefore, to the word of Christ 
himself, the jewel in tie souls of children is 
the sacred trustfulness with which they look 
to their parents for strength and counsel and 
help; and what he desires is, that they who 
love him should repose in him a similar trust, 
and such a trust for certain he will never de- 
ceive. Is it possible, then, that any parents 
who are leaning on the bosom of the Savior 
with the same reliance with which their chil- 
dren lean upon theirs, and who are constrain- 
ed to confess that he never gave them a stone 
when they asked for bread — ^is it possible, I 
repeat, that such parents can ever prevail 
upon themselves to give to their children in 
place of bread a stone, and in place of a fish 
a serpent? Oh no, is the answer from^the 
heart of every father and every mother. Oh 
no, they cry, and yet they do it. For this, 
in fact, is done by all who leave untutored, 
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or at least without the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord, the early age when 
children cling to parents with absolute con- 
fidence, and ever seek to catch their eyes, as 
if imploring, do you guide us, for we can 
not guide ourselves. What else is the eye of 
your child constantly directed to yours, and 
confidently endeavoring to read what he ought 
to do, but a perpetual petition to the effect, 
Give, Oh, give me spiritual bread! And when, 
in place of giving them that, yoii leave them 
without the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, or any direction as to the way in which 
they ought to go, you really give them what 
the Scripture calls ** offense," meaning by 
the term an occasion of temptation and fall? 
And ihipk what the Lord has said respecting 
those who offend a youthful soul, whether it 
be a disciple or a child. He has said, that to 
be drowned in the lowest depths of the sea, 
which was the severest punishment inflicted 
upon criminals in this present world, would 
still be light when compared with that which 
is reserved for them in the world to come. 
Alas! it would be impossible to number the 
parents and teachers who, according to this 
saying, would certainly perish, were there 
not comfort in the thought that they know 
not what they do. 
It goes to one's heart to see a young tree 
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which, while still slender and soft, might have 
been trained to grow straight and bear fruit, 
and show a beautifal head, abandoned in- 
stead as a prey to insects of every kind, and 
left exposed to injuries of the weather and the 
rough hand of the forest thief. It is a ter- 
ribly earnest saying, that to corrupt a child 
is as great a crime as to seduce a maid. Tes, 
for the souls of children are virgin souls; 
and if the angels, who see the face of God, are 
not ashamed to minister to them, how can 
men, how can you who are parents and 
teachers, be negligent in such a service? In 
fact, if it be right to speak of meriting a 
divine reward, there is no merit so enviable 
as that of saving a soul of a child. The noblest 
of all missions is into the world of youth. 
This is the field which yields the increase of 
an hundredfold. 

Now, what we require to give to children 
we must ourselves first of all possess. The 
least of such gifts is daily bread, and with 
respect to it man is not worse off than the 
beast of th^ field and the fowl of the air. 
Kin cleaves to kin, and the tree does not dis- 
own its own fruit. 

Poor though she be, a mother's arm 
Will shield her babe from cold and harm 

And so parents take thought for the daily 
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bread of their children and provide it, not 
merely for the present, but even fpr the fu- 
ture. Here, however, the devil lays for them 
a special snare; for in how many cases do 
we find that a niggardly spirit enters the 
house along with the children? But if there 
be truth in Luther's saying, that Go4, who 
is rich, allots to every child committed to a 
parent an inheritance of its own, into pos- 
session of which it infallibly comes, whether 
the parents live or die, prosper in the world 
or come to poverty — ^why wilt thou not rather 
say to thy children as Luther did to his, **I 
do not leave you riches, but I leave you a 
rich God"? How large soever may be the 
treasures which, by scrimping from mom to 
night, you may accumulate for your children, 
they will be a far smaller fortune than if 
you bequeathed to them a true and simple and 
sincere faith in the rich God of heaven. 

The next thing which children are entitled 
to receive from parents is education and 
training for the station of life to which they 
are called. If it be true that next to the 
wife of his heart a man can find no greater 
good upon earth than a profession which he 
loves, and if this be a matter upon which par- 
ents have to decide for their children, how 
great the responsibility which it involves! 
What is it, then, that generally determines 
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the choice which parents make? It is a 
serious attention to the voice of God, uttering 
itself in the circumstances and outward re- 
lations, but most of all in the capacity of the 
child? Alas! in how many cases is it not 
caprice, or unbelieving parsimony, or osten- 
tation, or » conceit, which decide the point? 
How many have been thrown into a false ca- 
reer by the mere whim of having the son take 
the father's place ? How many by infidel nig- 
gardhess which insisted on seeing before it 
would trust, and how many more by pride? 
There is truth in the proverb — 

Pity the man who takes in hand 
The task he does not understand, 
And what he could do lets alone — 
No wonder he is soon undone. 

Many have thus been shipwrecked, and fre- 
quently has it been the parent 's fault. And 
yet, when the powers and capacities of the 
youth prove insufficient for the calling into 
which he was forced solely by their conceit, 
how often do they, in place of condemning 
themselves, revile God, and cry out that na- 
ture had neglected and been a stepmother to 
their child ! whereas you yourselves have been 
the stepmothers, and would not listen to God's 
voice, who never meant your son to be an in- 
strument for accomplishing great and mighty 
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things. You grieve when your infant, in 
place of being hale and sound, comes into the 
world a cripple, and you would deem it the 
height of cruelty to make a cripple of him 
yourselves ; and yet, ye proud and unbelieving 
parents, in the vanity that consumes you, 
make your children cripples in mind! For 
just as an instrument is put out of shape when 
pushed into a case which does not fit it, so 
may a man's whole nature be crippled and 
distorted when he is forced into a profession 
for which God never designed him. By such 
conduct foolish parents sin against their chil- 
dren, whose minds they deform ; against God, 
to whose voice they do not listen ; and against 
their fellow men, who are defrauded of the 
benefit of talents which might otherwise have 
profitably nunistered to them. 

The chief and peculiar gift, however, due 
by parents to children, is the nurture of the 
inner man and tuition in the word of God, 
It is written, **The Lord said, Shall I hide 
from Abraham that thing which I do; seeing 
that Abraham shall surely become a great 
and mighty nation, and all the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him? For I know 
him, that he will comman<l his childi*en and 
his household after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord, to do justice and judg- 
ment'' (Gen. 18:17-19). So highly did 
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God esteem in his servant Abraham the bring- 
ing up of his children in piety ! In this way, 
by the mere education of their offspring, may 
parents earn for themselves heaven or hell. 
In the passage where the apostle says of the 
woman, '^Notwithstanding she shall be saved 
in child-bearing, if they continue in faith 
and charity and holiness with sobriety'* (1 
Tim. 2:15), he does not speak merdy of 
bringing children into the world, bat of what 
that implies, viz., their upbringing and tui- 
tion; for he supposes that the mother her- 
self continues in the faith, and, as a coiise- 
quence, also understands the right way of 
bringing them up. Yes, fathers and mothers, 
to no teacher in the whole world has the task 
of making Christians of your children been 
made so easy as to you; for if confidence is 
a stretched-out hand, toward whom is the hand 
of a child stretched out more than toward 
his parents? You would count it a crime to of- 
fer them, when they are hungry and ask of 
you earthly bread, nothing at all, or perhaps 
a stone; and would it be no crime if, when 
they held out their hand for spiritual bread, 
you were to give them nothing or, what is 
worse than nothing, falsehood in place of 
tnith ? Recollect that the worldly and skeptical 
spirit has not as yet interposed its bar, so that 
in the breast of a child holy truths may be 
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lodged and take root so firmly that no wind of 
doubt or worldly pleasure shall be able to ex- 
tirpate them. The season of childhood, how- 
ever, passes away, and is succeeded by one in 
, which there are no longer open doors in the 
mind for faith to enter. You must not, how- 
ever, merely teach religion, you must show it to 
your children, and make your life their school- 
book. Of a truth the child who in seasons 
of deep aflBiction has learned from the ex- 
ample of his father or mother what it is to 
pray, wiU never in after years, even tho he 
may deviate very far from the path of truth, 
entertain a mean opinion of the power of 
prayer. At a more advanced stage of life 
he may make the acquaintance of pious men, 
but then doubts of their sincerity will al- 
ways intrude. If, however, a child, until he 
has reached a riper age, has in his father's 
house witnessed the fear of God pervading, 
controlling, and animating all that was done, 
never more will he be able to doubt that piety 
is a great, blessing and a truth. With what- 
ever violence skeptical theories may assail him, 
still, just as no one can be brought by the 
most subtle arguments to doubt the reality 
of the material world around him, so no one 
who in his childhood, has been privileged to 
gaze into the paradise of a pious life, can 
ever doubt its existence; whereas he who has 
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not yet entered it may hear it so depreciated 
and absurdly spoken of that he will never 
enter it at all. 

Beware, ye who are parents, of harsh se- 
verity; but beware, also, of lax indulgence; 
**It is God's wni," as Luther teUs us, *'that 
we should honor him in two ways— the one, 
by loving him as a Father on account of the 
benefits he has bestowed or will bestow; the 
other, by fearing^ him as a Judge, who has 
punished us already and will do so again. 
For this reason it is that by the mouth of the 
prophet he says: *If, then, I be a Father, 
where is my love ? and if I be a Master, where 
is my fear ? ' (MaL 1:6). Fathers are an im- 
age of God; and being both fathers and 
masters of their children, they ought to be 
both loved and feared." In former days, no 
doubt, it was too much the practise of fathers 
to govern by fear, especially among the hea- 
then, where they exercised the. right of put- 
ing their children to death. And it is for 
this reason that the apostle addresses to 
fathers, who were of heathen origin, the spe- 
cial exhortation **not to provoke their chil- 
dren to wrath** (Eph. 6:4; Col. 3:21). To 
the same purpose Luther also says: **The 
child that has once been intimidated and dis- 
heartened is rendered useless for everything, 
and fears and trembles whatever he is called 
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upon, to do or attempt ; and what is worse, if 
timidity have been allowed to take hold of 
his mindi in childhood, there will be dilfficulty 
in rooting it out in his whole after-life ; for as 
he was- wont to quake at every word of father 
and mother, he will continue to tremble at 
the rustling of a leaf.'' In another pfussage 
he also says, '^ Children ought not to be too 
severely beaten. My father once beat me so 
severely that I fled from his sight, and sulked 
at him until he used means to reconcile me." 
Often, too, have pious parents gone astray 
by attempting to force the piety of their chil- 
dren by legal means, enjoining upon them 
prayer, and reading the Bible, and going to 
church, too exclusively as mere external 
works, and not reflecting that the piety of the 
young can not wear the same serious face as 
that of the old. In this way they have em- 
bittered the cheerful sports of their boys and 
girls, and so hindered them, when grown 
up to be young men and women, from ac- 
quiring any experience of the world. A jwiety 
that had thus been made to wear a rueful 
countenainee in youth has often been follow- 
ed by a feeble and spiritless manhood, or has 
broken Out into knavery in after years. Upon 
this subject, likewise, Luther, who was so 
great a foe to all h3rpocri£fy, has beautifully 
said: **Here we have a kiiug for. our school-

master, and an excellent one he is. He does 
not forbid the young to go into company, or 
indulge in mirth, as the monks do with their 
disciples. In that case ihey would grow up 
mere dolts and blockheads, as even Anselm, 
who was the parent of monachism, has told 
us. For he says that a youth so tackled and 
secluded from society is like a fine young tree, 
which might have borne fruit had it not been 
planted in a pot. Monks imprisoned the 
young like birds in a cage, and thereby pre- 
vent^ them from seeing or hearing or talk- 
ing with other persons. It is, however, dan- 
gerous for them to be thus left alone and cut 
off from society. They ought, on the contrary, 
to be allowed to hear and see and acquaint 
themselves with all manner of persons and 
things, in such sort, however, as to be kept 
in moderation and decency. Nothing is^ 
gained by monastic restraint* It is good for 
a young man to be much in company, provided 
at the same time he be trained up in integrity 
and virtue, and withheld from vice. The 
tyrannical constraint of monks is altogether 
hurtful; for mirth and amusements are as 
needful to youths as meat and di^k, and are 
likewise the means of keeping them in 
health." 

On the other hand, this age of ours has 
grown so soft and maidenish that it will no 
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longer suffer the rod to be used to children. 
According to the words of Luther, "False 
natural affection blinds parents to such a de- 
gree, that they care more for the flesh than 
for the souls of their offspring. It is, how- 
ever, of the highest necessity that every par- 
ent shall pay a far greater and deeper and 
more constant attention to the soul of his 
child than to the flesh, which has been derived 
from himself; and that he shall look upon 
him in no other light than as a costly and im- 
mortal treasure committed by God to his care, 
in order that it may be neither stolen nor 
destroyed by the devil or the flesh." The 
wise man of old has said that "he that spareth 
his rod hateth his son ; but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes'* (Prov. 13:24). 
"Thou shalt beat him with the rod, and shalt 
deliver his soul from heU'* (Prov. 23:14). 
And the son of Sirach says: "Cocker thy 
child, and he shall make thee afraid; play 
with him, and he will bring thee to heaviness ; 
laugh not with him, lest thou have sorrow 
with him, and lest thou gnash thy teeth in the 
end. Give him no liberty in his youth, and 
wink not at his follies. Bow down his neck 
while he is young, and beat him on the sides 
while he is a child, lest he wax Btubbom, and 
be disobedient unto thee, and so brings sor- 
row to thine heart*' (Ecclus. 30:9-12). No 
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doubt it is better if the end can be gained 
without the use of the rod, for the human be- 
ing has received from Ood an intelligent mind, 
and is capable of affection and confidence; 
and the preferable way is to begin when he is 
young to govern him by the feelings of his 
heart. Naturally, however, children are more 
affected by impressions made upon the sen- 
ses than by reasons addrest to the under- 
standing, and it is also profitable and right 
to employ such impressions in aid of the word 
of exhortation. Besides it accustoms the 
child to understand what retribution is. The 
mere enticements of love and kindness in the 
hands of the heavenly Father sometimes fail 
of success with us, who are his perverse chil- 
dren, and so it behoves him to have the rod 
always ready as well as the sweetmeats; and 
far less shall we be able to forego the use of 
it toward our children. 

As soon, then, as a parent observes that 
being always good to his child is no longer 
doing the child good, he ought in all that re- 
lates to Gtod and good morals wholly to forget 
that the child is his own flesh and blood, 
and to recollect that he, to whom the right 
to punish belongs, has put the rod into the 
hands of parents as well as of magistrates, 
and that it is their duty to use it — ^not, indeed, 
in the ebullition of carnal passion, but in the

name and for the service of the Most High. A 
great emperor, Frederick II, once said, **I 
have sometimes repented of my severity, but 
never of my clemency." There is, however, 
reason to fear that in these days our parents 
will have to say the very contrary. A good in- 
tention is now thought to make so many things 
good, and yet it can never falsify what ex- 
perience has proved, that **Well intended is 
oft lamented.'* Be persuaded, then, O par- 
ents ! not to follow so much the inclinations 
of your heart, but rather the admonitions of 
Holy Scripture, and in the training of the 
young prefer the word and the law of God to 
all the suggestions of your own mind. 

Dear Master, if life is to go well with us 
who are advanced in years, vouchsafe once • 
more true piety to our youth. The Christian 
Church is now using great exertion in the 
way of sending the gospel by missions to the 
heathen, and that, also, is a work consistent 
with thy holy will and commandment ; but do 
thou on that account all the more stir up 
among us who tarry at home a warm zeal 
to institute missions without number among 
the young. Abroad thy servants have much 
to do before they succeed in gaining the love 
and confidence of the heathen, and inducing 
them to inquire after the way of salvation; 
whereas our children affectionately look up 
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with eager eyes, expecting to receive from us 
the bread of life. Yes, verily, if the man 
who aspires to be a preacher would but con- 
sider how many useful sermons he might 
preach by conversing more frequently with 
the little ones, and implanting divine truth 
more largely in their hearts, the kingdom of 
God might be built up among us much more 
effectually than has ever yet been done* 
Gracious God, incline thy heart to our chil- 
dren; take upon thyself the training of them, 
and make of them a holy nation, whose sac- 
rifice of love and obedience may put to shame 
those who have grown to manhood and old 
age. Thy word declares that **out of the 
mouths of babes and sucklings thou hast per- 
fected praise"; fiU> then, their mouths with 
thy praise, and mold them to be new foun- 
dation stones for thy spiritual Zion. 



God, the Father of our Savior Jesus 
Christ, whose name is great, whose nature is 
blissful, whose goodness is inexhaustible, God 
and Ruler of all things, who are blessed for- 
ever ; before whom stand thousands and thou- 
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sands, and ten thousand times ten thousand, 
the host of holy angels and archangels; sanc- 
tify, O Lord, our souls and bodies and spirits, 
search our consciences, and cast out of us 
every evil thought, every base desire, all envy 
and pride, all wrath and anger, and all that is 
contrary to thy holy will. And grant us, O 
Lord, Lover of men, with a pure heart and 
contrite soul, to call upon thee, our holy Ctod 
and Father who art in heaven. Amen. 
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[Oh that I hnew where I might find him. — Job 23 : 3.] 

''If God had not said, 'Blessed are those 
that hunger,' I know not what could keep 
weak Christians from sinking in despair. 
Many times, all I can do is to complain that 
I want him, and wish to recover him." 

Bishop Hall, in uttering this lament two 
centuries and a half ago, only echoed the wail 
which had come down through living hearts 
from the patriarch whose story is the oldest 
known literature in any language. A con- 
sciousness of the absence of God is one of the 
standard incidents of religious life. Even 
when the forms of devotion are observed con- 
scientiously, the sense of the presence of God, 
as an invisible friend whose society is a joy, 
is by no means unintermittent. 

The truth of this will not be questioned by 
one who is familiar with those phases of re- 
ligious experience which are so often the 
burden of Christian confession. In no single 
feature of ''inner life,'* probably, is the ex- 
perience of many minds less satisfactory to 
them than in this. They seem to themselves 
in prayer to have little, if any, effluent emo- 
tion. They can speak of little in their de-

Yotional life that seems to them like life; of 
little that appears like the coxomunion of a 
living soul with a living God. Are there not 
many ** closet hours" in which the chief feel- 
ing of the worshiper is an opprest conscious- 
ness of the absence of reality from his own 
exercises? He has no words which are, as 
George Herbert says, ** heart deep/' He not 
only experiences no ecstasy, but no joy, no 
peace, no repose. He has no sense of being at 
home with God. The stillness of the hour is 
fhe stillness of a dead calm at sea. The 
heart rocks monotonously on the surface of 
the great thoughts of God, of Christ, of 
eternity, of heaven — 

As idle as a painted ship 
Upon a painted ocean. 

Such experiences in prayer are often start- 
ling in the contrast with those of certain 
Christians, whose communion with God, as 
the hints of it are recorded in their biogra- 
phies, seems to realize, in actual being, the 
Scriptural conception of a life which is hid 
with Christ in God. 

We read of Payson that his mind, at times, 
almost lost its sense of the external world 
in the ineffable thought of God's glory, which 
rolled like a sea of light around him, at the 
throne of grace. 
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We read of Cowper, that, in one of the few 
lucid hours of his religious life such was the 
experience of God's presence which he en- 
joyed in prayer that, as he tells us, he thought 
he should have died with joy, if special 
strength had not been imparted to him to bear 
the disclosure. 

We read of one of the Tennents that, on 
one occasion when he was engaged in secret 
devotion, so overpowering wa.s the revelation 
of God which opened upon his soul, and with 
augmenting intensity of effulgence as he 
prayed, that at length he recoiled from the 
intolerable joy as from a pain, and besought 
God to withhold from him fu;rther manifes- 
tations of his glory. He said, '* Shall thy ser- 
vant see thee and live V* 

We read of the *' sweet hours'* which Ed- 
wards enjoyed **on the banks of Hudson's 
River, in secret converse with God,'' and 
hear his own description of the inward sense 
of Christ which at times came into his heart, 
which he ** knows not how to express other- 
wise than by a calm, sweet abstraction of soul 
from all the concerns of this world ; and some- 
times a kind of vision ... of being alone in 
the mountains, or some solitary wilderness, 
far from all mankind, sweetly conversing 
with Christ and rapt and swallowed up in 
God/' 
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We read of sach instances of the fruits of 
prayer, in the blessedness of the sappliant, 
and are we not reminded bj them of the 
transfiguration of our Lord, of whom we read, 
''As he prayed, the fashi<m of his counte- 
nance was sdtered, and his raiment became 
white and glistering!" Who of us is not 
opprest by the contrast between such an ex- 
perience and his own t Does not the cry of the 
patriarch come unbidden to our lips, ^'Oh 
that I knew where I might find himf " 

Much of even the ordinary language of 
Christians, respecting the joy of communion 
with Qod — language which is stereotyped in 
our dialect of prayer — ^many can not honestly 
apply to the history of their own minds. A 
calm, fearless self-examination finds no coun- 
terpart to it in anything they have ever 
known. In the view of an honest conscience, 
it is not the vernacular speech of their ex- 
perience. As compared with the joy which 
such language indicates, prayer is, in all that 
they know of it, a dull duty. Perhaps the 
characteristic of the feelings of many about 
it is exprest in the single fact that it is to 
them a duty as distinct from a privilege. It 
is a duty which, they can not deny, is often 
uninviting, even irksome. 

If some of us should attempt to define the 
advantage we derive from a performance of 
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the duty, we might be surprized, perhaps 
shocked, as one after another of the folds of 
a deceived heart should be taken off, at the 
discovery of the littleness of the residuum, 
in an honest judgment of ourselves. Why 
did we pray this morning? Do we often de- 
rive any other profit from prayer than that of 
satisfying convictions of conscience, of which 
we could not rid ourselves if we wished to do 
so, and which will not permit us to be at ease 
with ourselves if all forms of prayer are 
abandoned? Perhaps even so slight a thing 
as the pain of resistance to the momentum of 
a habit will be found to be the most distinct 
reason we can honestly give for having prayed 
yesterday or to-day. 

There may be periods, also, when the ex- 
periences of the closet enables some of us to 
understand that maniacal cry of Cowper, when 
his friends requested him to prepare some 
hymns for the Olney collection. **How can 
you ask of me such a service t I seem to my- 
self to be banished to a remoteness from 
God's presence, in comparison with which the 
distance from East to West is vicinity, is co- 
hesion.*' 

If such language is too strong to be truth- 
ful to the common experience of the class of 
professing Christians to which those whom it 
represents belong, many will still discern in 
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it, as an expression of joylessness in prayer, 
a sufficient approximation to their own ex- 
I>erience to awaken interest in some thoughts 
upon the causes of a want of enjoyment in 
prayer. 

The evil of such an experience in prayer 
is too obvious to need illustration. If any 
light can be thrown upon the causes of it, 
there is no man living, whatever may be his 
religious state, who has not an interest in 
making it the theme of inquiry. ** Never 
any more wonder,*' says an old writer, **that 
men pray so seldom. For there are very few 
that feel the relish, and are enticed with the 
deliciousness, and refreshed with the com- 
forts, and acquainted with the secrets of a 
holy prayer.'* Yet, who is it that has said, 
**I will make them joyful iu my house of 
prayer!

[What profit should we have If we pray unto bim? — 
Job 21 : 15.] 

The great majority of us have little faith in 
prayer. This is one of those causes which 
may produce a habit of mind in devotion re- 
sembling that of impenitent prayer, and yet 
distinguishable from it and coexistent, often, 
with some degree of genuine piety* Ohris- 
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tians often have little faith in prayer as a 
power in real life. They do not embrace 
cordially, in feeling as well as in theory, the 
truth which underlies the entire Scriptural 
conception and illustration of prayer, that it 
is literally, actually, positively, effectually, 
a means of power. 

Singular as it may appear, the fact is in- 
disputable that Christian practise is often at 
a discount by the side of heathen habits of 
devotion. Heathen prayer, whatever else it is 
or is not, is a reality in the heathen idea. A 
pagan suppliant has faith in prayer as he un- 
derstands it. Groveling as his notion of it is, 
such as it is he means it. He trusts it as an 
instrument of power. He expects to accom- 
plish something by praying. 

When Ethelred, the Saxon king of North- 
umberland, invaded Wales and was about to 
give battle to the Britons, he observed near the 
enemy a host of unarmed men. He inquired 
who they were, and what they were doing. He 
was told that they iivere monks of Bangor, 
praying for the success of their countrymen. 
**Then,*' said the heathen prince, '*they have 
begun thef fight against us ; attack them first.** 

So any unperverted mind n^ill conceive of 
the Scriptural idea of prayer as that of one 
of the most downright, sturdy realities in the 
universe. Right in the heart of God's plan of 
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goveminent it is lodged as a power. Amidst 
the conflicts which are going on in the evolu- 
tion of that plan it stands as a power. Into 
all the intricacies of divine working and the 
mysteries of divine decree it reaches out 
silently as a power. In the mind of God, we 
may be assured, the conception of prayer is 
no fiction, whatever man may think of it. 

It has, and God has determined that it 
should have, a positive and an appreciable in- 
fluence in directing the course of a human life. 
It is, and God has purposed that it should be, 
a link of connection between human mind and 
divine mind, by which, through his infinite 
condescension, we may actually move his will. 
It is, and God has decreed that it should be, 
a power in the universe as distinct, as real, as 
natural, and as uniform as the power of gravi- 
tation, or of light, or of ^ectricity. A man 
may use it as trustingly and aa soberly as he 
would use either of these. It is as truly the 
dictate of good sense that a man should expect 
to achieve something by prajring as it is that 
he should expect to achieve something by a 
telescope, or the mariner's compass, or the 
electric telegraph. 

This intense practicalness characterizes the 
Scriptural ideal of prayer. The Scriptures, 
make it a reality and not a reverie. They 
never bury it in the notion of a poetic or 
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philosophic contemplation of Qod. They da 
not merge it in the mental fiction of prayer 
by action in any other or all other duties of 
life. They have not concealed the facts of 
prayer beneath the mystery of prayer. The 
Scriptural utterances on the subject of prayer 
admit of no reduction of tone and confusion 
of sense as men often put forth in imitating 
them. Up on the level of inspired thought^ 
prayer is prayer — ^a distinct, tmique, ele- 
mental power in the spiritual universe, as 
pervasive and as constant as the great occult 
powers of nature. 

The want of trust in this Scriptural ideal 
of grayer often neutralizes it, even in the ex- 
perienccvof a Christian. The result can not 
be otherwise. It lies in the nature of mind. 

Observe, for a moment, the philosophy of 
this. Mind is so made that it needs the hope 
of gainings an object as an inducement to ef- 
fort. Even so simple an effort as that in- 
volved in the utterance of desire no man will 
make persistently with no hope of gaining an 
object. Despair of an object is speechless. 
So, if you wish to enjoy prayer, you must 
first form to yourself such a theory of prayer 
— or, if you do not consciously form it, you 
must have it — ^and thai you must cherish such 
trust in it as a reality, that you shall feel the 
force of an object in prayer. No mind can 
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feel that it has an object in praying except 
in such degree as it appreciates the Scriptur^d 
view of prayer as a genuine thing. 

Our conviction on this point must be as 
definite and as fixt as our trust in the evidence 
of our senses. It must become as natural to 
us to obey one as the other. If we suffer our 
faith to drop down from the lofty conception 
of prayer as having a lodgment in the very 
counsels of God by which the universe is 
swayed, the plain practicalness of prayer as 
the Scriptures teach it, a^d as prophets and 
apostles and our Lord himself performed it, 
drops proportionately ; and in that proportion, 
our motive to prayer dwindles. Of necessity, 
then, our devotions become spiritless. We 
can not obey such faith in prayer with any 
more heart than a man who is afflicted with 
double vision can feel in obeying the evidence 
of his eyes. Our supplications can not under 
the impulse of such a faith go, as one has 
exprest it, '*in a right line to God." They 
become circuitous, timid, heartless. They may 
so degenerate as to be offensive, **like the 
reekings of the Dead Sea." 
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[Bishop Thorold*s work consists of a series of six 
meditative chapters built upon an interpretation of Ps.

[Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the 
days of my life : and I will dwell in the house of the Lord 
forever. — Ps. 23 : 6.] 

Thankfulness is one of the most attractive 
qualities of the Christian character. While 
it invigorates and animates ourselves, it 
glorifies God and it edifies our neighbor. No 
doubt it has much to do with natural tem- 
perament, sound health, sufficient means, and 
congenial employment. Nevertheless, it is 
sometimes perfectly independent of these ac- 
cidental causes; and he who in poverty, or 
sickness, or solitude, can preserve a merry 
heart and a cheerful countenance is a bene- 
factor to society, a testimony to his God, and 
the best of all possible friends to himself. 

But if thankfu,lness is an attractive quality 
of the Christian character, it ought also, with- 
in certain limits and with certain exceptions, 
to be a universal one. Clouds will sometimes 
prevent our seeing the sunshine; and every 
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one now and then is tempted to exclaim, out 
of a deprest heart, *'0 my God, my scml is 
cast down within me'' (Ps. 42:6). Still it 
may be safely asserted that the prevailing 
temper of a truly Christian mind is a lively 
sense of the divine goodness ; and at the end 
of life, as the departing pilgrim looks back on 
the way by which the Lord his God has led 
him through the wilderness, the one exclama- 
tion of wondering gladness is, **How good 
God has been to me!" the one conviction of 
assured faith is, **He will never change. He 
will continue to love me to the end." 

But why is this so? What is it that throws 
this steady and sunny light both on past and on 
future — that eases burdens heavy enough to 
crush other men — ^that interprets all God^s 
dealings, even the hardest and the darkest, 
under the unfailing purpose of eternal love? 
It is the blessed knowledge of what God has 
been, is, and will be, to us; it is the knowing 
in whom we have believed, and that he is 
able to keep that which we have committed 
unto him against that day; it is the sancti- 
fying presence of the indwelling Comforter; 
in a word, it i^ the consciousness of possessing 
eternal life, through abiding in the Father 
and the Son. 

That we have eternal life now in a true, tho 
of course limited, degree, can be proved from 
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many passages of Scripture. There are our 
Lord's wordSji when, about the death of Laza- 
rus, he said to Mary, **He that liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die" (John 11 : 26) ; 
and again, on the eve of his own passion, 
when, in prayer to his Father, he said, * * This 
is life eternal, that they might know thee the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
hast sent" (John 17:3). There are St. 
Paul's words, *'Set your affections on things 
above, not on things on the earth. For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ in 
God" (Col. 3:1, 2). There are St. John's 
words, ' ^ He that hath the Son hath life ; and 
he that hath not the Son of God hath not life" 
(I John 5:12). The believing soul, in the 
language of the same apostle, has already 
passed from death unto life through the 
power of the regenerating Spirit, tho that 
life can not be completed or enjoyed in the 
full fruition of its blessedness until, in the 
resurrection of the body, we enter on the en- 
tire and incorruptible immortality of our 
whole being. 

No great ingenuity is required to trace, 
all through the twenty-third psalm (nay, it 
might almost be said, through each separate 
verse of it) some distinct truth about this 
eternal life. There is the substance of it in 
our personal spiritual union with the Lord 
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Jesus. The Lord is my shepherd, belonging 
to me, and I to him ; he dwelling in me, and I 
in him. The manifestation of this life is in 
the personal holiness of the believer, whom 
the Good Shepherd ever strives to lead on 
into the green pastures and still waters of an 
ever riper knowledge and fuller image* of him- 
self. Woidd we know how to ascertain 
whether this eternal life is ours or not, the 
answer wiU not be found in sudden emotions 
of feeling, however animating they may be; 
nor in a clear and consistent theological sys- 
tem, blessed as it is for those who have at- 
tained it ; nor in aptness of controversy, use- 
ful as it sometimes is in contending for the 
truth; nor in an unhealthy eagerness about 
means of grace, which, tho they are channels 
of Christ's presence, are not Christ himself; 
— ^but in^a life hidden with Christ in God, 
yet manifesting itself daily by a continual 
bringing forth of the fruits of the Spirit. 
The discipline of it is in the wisely alternating 
visitations of joy and sorrow according to the 
needs and circumstances of each individual 
souL 

For this eternal life extends its purif3dng 
and exalting influence over the entire being 
of man. It lays hold of his understanding, 
enabling it rightly to appreciate and humbly 
receive the great mysteries of the gospel, in 
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the Father's eternal purpose, and in the aton- 
ing blood of the Incarnate Son, and the regen- 
erating grace of the Spirit. It seizes the 
hearty and strikes its roots all down it and 
through it, engaging and occupying the af- 
fections for God himself, whose is the first and 
rightful claim. The conscience it purges 
from dead works to serve the living God 
(Heb. 9 : 14) , giving it rest and peace through 
the precious blood that can alo^e wash out sin. 
The will it subdues into captivity to God's 
will, not by taking it away, nor by immers- 
ing it in God's, as some mystics have delighted 
to say, but by training and educating it into 
a free and ccmiplete and cheerful and intel- 
ligent obedience. And while over the entire 
moral and spiritual being of man it sheds its 
blessed and increasing influence, it makes our 
very mortal bodies, through the operations of 
our wills and affections, servants and instru- 
ments of righteousness unto God. 

But what is the method of this ? The shed- 
ding forth of the love of God into our hearts 
by the Holy Ghost. For observe the result 
in David's mind of this spirit of thankfulness, 
and the unfailing evidence of eternal life in 
the soul. It is devoutness. **I will dwell in 
the house of the Lord forever." God's good- 
ness did not harden him into indifference, 
nor produce in him a sense of independence 
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of Qod or of confidence in his own prosperity. 
Bather it made him feel more than ever his 
need of Ood, and that Ood was his only suf- 
ficient and abiding portion; that the nearer 
he could live to him, the more often he could 
worship him; the more he could hear of his 
truth and receive of his grace, the better it 
must be for him, both here and hereafter. 
Nor is this .the solitary expression of his feel- 
ing, since again and again in his psalms — such 
as the 27th, the 42nd, and the 84th — do we 
find the same. 

Now, it is deeply imx>ortant for us to in- 
quire very seriously what are the chief aids 
to devoutness among Christian people, and 
how we may best remove the obstacles and 
hindrances to it wherever such are found to 
exist. 

The meaning of devoutness is personal, 
adoring, filial love to God the Father, as 
revealed in his Son Jesus Christ. It is not, 
in the usual acceptation of the word, the in- 
variable accompaniment of living faith in the 
soul; for there are many sincere and excel- 
lent persons, walking in the fear of God and 
in the light of conscience, of whom to speak 
as devout would be to describe them inac- 
curately, if not altogether untruly. It is by 
no means always found in company with a 

great amount of accurate doctrinal knowl- 
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edge; for it was when Mary Magdalene was 
weeping over her lost Lord, whom she thought 
to be stolen and could not believe to be risen, 
that her Savior,* recognizing her devoutness, re- 
warded it by the revelation of himself. It 
may be called the enthusiasm of personal re- 
ligion, sprmging from a fervent and affec- 
tionate nature, going out after God and cleav- 
ing to him and delighting in him, not so much 
for what he gives as for what he is ; prizing 
above all his gifts the constant sense of 
his sanctijfying presence, desiring above all 
his graces the power of loving him more 
as he deserves. In David's own words, it is 
*' thirst for God, for the living God,'' long- 
ing to go and appear before God; it is also 
the deep, unutterable adoration of a soul 
that throbs and bums with the very fire of 
heaven, the emotion of a heart that would 
multiply itself a hundredfold only to give 
all to him. 



Jesus, the very thought of thee 
With sweetness fills the breast; 

But sweeter far thy face to see, 
And in thy presence rest. 

Tongue never spake, ear never heard, 
Never from heart o'erfloVd 

A deaner name, a sweeter word, 
Than Jesus, Son of Qod. 
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If devoutness is rare, so much rarer tban 
it ought to be, the reason is not hard to find. 
For we love our God with such a thin, feeble, 
meager, circumspect love, npt in the least be- 
cause he denies us the power of loving him 
or refuses to pour into our heart his love 
to us J but partly because we do not suflScient- 
ly appreciate the duty and the blessedness of 
loving him ; partly because we hinder the out- 
coming of his love to us and the upgoing of 
our love to him, by sloth or sin ; partly, also, 
because we do not fulfil ihe conditions, and 
use with such languor and indifference the aids 
and helps by which alone love to God can bum 
in the soul with a steady and bright flame. 

If that considerable number of professing 
Christians who are continually lamenting 
their want of love to Christ and God would 
really and thoroughly search their hearts 
about it, some of them might discover that 
they have already as much of God's love as 
they have any right to expect; and that the 
amount which they feel to possess, whether of 
a sense of his love to them or theirs to him, 
is, as a matter of fact, in exact proportion 
to their real efforts after it. To be safe is 
practically the end and aim with which tens 
of thousands of professing Christians sit 
down in an ignoble contentedness. Not to be 
-punished for sin, not to be shut out of heaven, 
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not to be refused the comfortable persuasion 
of peace with God, not to be left knocking at 
the door of God's mercy uncertain if we shall 
ever be let in — ^this is what .too many people 
look upon as the goal of the Christian's race, 
and the substance of his assurance, and the 
reward of his faith, and the pledge of his 
victory. Whereas it is but the starting-point, 
and not the conclusion; the earnest, but not 
the fulfilment, of* his salvation. To be de- 
livered frwn sin in the love and power of it 
is really of far more importance, both for 
God and us, than that we should be set free 
from the fear of hell, essential as that is to 
the liberty and cheerfulness of our service ; 
and to be made fit for heaven is the only pos- 
sible condition on which we could enjoy its 
blessedness, or mix in its society, or do its 
works, or adore its Lord. It is no doubt a 
most blessed thing to feel safe ; yet certainly it 
is neither the loftiest nor the most elevating 
sentiment even of human nature : and to rest 
content with our sense of safety, compara- 
tively indifferent to the glory or the kingdom 
of him who has saved us, is to fall very short 
indeed of our Redeemer's purpose for us, is 
to know nothing of the spirit of the apostle, 
whose one constraining motive, both of grati- 
tude and obedience, was love to him who died 
and rose again. 
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So many of iis have sach a miaerably low 
standard! We hardly care for God's love, 
except for the mental excitement of feeling it. 
We hardly care for his glory, except jnst so 
far as our personal instromentality is con- 
cerned in advancing it. We hardly care for 
his presence, save when no other consolati<ms 
are forthcoming. Nine out of every ten 
hnman beings are naturally disposed to be 
intensely idle. And this idleness creeps over 
the renewed nature, and lulls it into drowsi- 
ness and sloth. We are often too idle for the 
effort of sustained prayer. We are often too 
idle steadily and thoughtfully to study our 
Bibles. We are often too idle to interest our- 
seves in bearing the burdens or healing the 
sorrows of those around us. We are often 
too idle for anything much more than listen- 
ing to rousing sermons, and occasionally at- 
tending a meeting for missions, and— being 
^* scarcely saved.'* Unbelief is at the root of 
it. If we really believed that God, of, and by, 
and in himself, could make us happy; if we 
could learn to trust him, and be content with 
him, apart from his gifts, in the deep convic- 
tion that he is more and better than them all ; 
if, in our jealousy for his honor, and in 
our appreciation of his character, and in our 
sympathy with his purposes, and in our grati- 
tude for his cross, we could come to have 
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more of his mind about sin, more to under- 
stand his intense hatred and horror of it, 
more, with him, to pity and yearn over the 
lost, more to perceive and know that the very 
greatest loss a human being can suffer is the 
loss of his image and presence, I do think 
we should more cheerfully and readily cast 
ourselves into his arms, and yield ourselves to 
his purposes ; we should say more continually, 
more fervently, more honestly, than most of 
us can say now, '*Do what thou wilt with me, 
only love me; and give me the power of lov- 
ing thee in return ! ' * 

The conditions of devoutness are few, ob- 
vious, and simple. First, if God is to come to 
fill the heart with his sweetness and his glory, 
he must have it all to himself when he comes. 
By which I do not mean that he is jealous of 
the rightful and natural love which we give 
to and daim from each other. **He that lov- 
eth not his brother whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he hath not seen?" 
(1 John 4:20). Love to man is often the 
shortest road to the love of God. Nor again, 
that he expects or demands perfection while 
we are here. But he does expect, and we must 
give him, sincerity of purpose in seeking him, 
resoluteness of will in following him, perse- 
verence of effort in surrendering to him all 
we have, and all we are. Half-heartedness in 
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religion is .the true secret of the want of zeal 
and power in the Church of Christ; and the 
famous French sarcasm iS sometimes almost 
as true of sincere, as of nferely nominal. 
Christians, **that they have just religion 
enough to make them miserable, but not 
enough to make them happy." 

Another absolutely essential condition of 
devoutness is the entire, and unsparing, and 
incessant conflict with indwelling sin, how- 
ever inveterate, 'or pleasant, or secret from 
men, or indulgently treated by the world. So 
long as we make a truce with any sin what- 
ever, and choose to think about it either that 
it is so small it does not signify, or so hidden 
that no one knows of it, or so powerful that 
we can not overcome it, just so long are we 
with one side of our voice inviting Gk>d to 
come to us, and with the other side bidding 
him keep away. God is a holy God; and if 
his servants can consent, knowingly and per- 
severingly, to nurse in their hearts such sins 
as covetousness or pride, or vanity, or envy, 
or evil and censorious speaking, they must 
take the consequences. Divine grace has a 
marvelous vitality, and it takes a great deal 
of pains quite to extinguish it. Still it is 
easy enough to stunt its growth ; and if we are 
not watchful over ourselves, instead of being 
epistles to the Church and the world of God's 
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divine power in using us as instruments of 
righteousness, we shall be epistles, equally 
well known and well read, of the power of sin 
to quench and smother the divine Spirit, and 
of the fatal certainty with which self-indul- 
gence of any kind will, sooner or later, take 
its revenge on us. 

Another condition of devoutriess is active 
and continual occupation in the Lord's ser- 
vice. What exercise does for the body use- 
fulness does for the soul, in quickening the 
circulation through the entire system, and in 
giving a healthy play to the organs and 
faculties of our being. Such occupation may 
be confined to the four walls of a house. It 
is not essential to it that it should be promi- 
nent, or varied, or arduous, or, indeed, of any 
special sort or kind whatever. All that is 
necessary is that each Christian person should 
feel himself a laborer in the Lord's vineyard, 
and should be doing with humility and cheer- 
fulness the task the Lord gives him to do, 
whatever and wherever it may be. This alone 
(unless sickness *or other cause of inability 
prevent it) can keep the heart awake, tlie will 
obedient, the mind ready, the conscience pure. 
If it involve self-denial, so much the better. 
Nay, the chances are, that if there is no self- 
denial about it, we are pleasing ourselves, in- 
stead of pleasing Christ. Some people are sa 
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eonstitated that they would find it harder to 
OTereome natural diffidence in visiting the 
sick, or even in teaching a class of children, 
than to eat dry bread for a year. Bat to 
master self is the meaning of sanctification ; 
and the sore and certain reward of following 
our Savior wherever he leads us is that we 
are thereby strengthened for the daily con« 
fiict with sloth and selfishness in our own 
hearts; and thus in ministering to others we 
are unconsciously benefiting ourselves. 

Once more: it is absolutely impossible to 
maintain the heart in a condition of real de- 
voutness without a steady and frequent use of 
those means of grace ordained and provided 
for us by a higher wisdom than our own, and 
to neglect which is both presumption and 
foUy. 

First and foremost of these is prayer — 
secret, frequent, sustained, and fervent 
prayer — ^prayer not only for the supply of 
needs, or for the sense of pardon, but for 
close spiritual communion with the Lord of 
our spirit, in at least an effort after that 
adoring and holy praise which is the sub- 
stance of the worship in heaven. I know how 
hard prayer is almost at all times; how glad 
we sometimes feel to be able to say anything $ 
that our best prayers ever fall short of our true 
aspirations ; that our worst prayers are often 
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so cold, so feeble, so poor, so wandering, they 
hardly deserve to be called prayers at^ all. 
And it is the humbling personal knowledge 
of the inadequacy and shortcomings of his 
own prayers that may well make a Christian 
writer pause, before he raises a standard that 
he himself so very inadequately reaches un- 
to, as well as shrink from making a heart sad, 
which God would not make sad, by inviting 
prayer, which to many would seem so distant 
and so impracticable as only to reduce them to 
despair. Yet prayer is a habit ; and the more 
we pray, the better we shall pray; and the 
highest mountain can be climbed by steady, 
patient walking ; and if we never set a mark 
before us, to aim at and try for, we may soon 
discover that nothing is so perilous to the 
soul's life as contentedly sitting still. Some- 
times to go to be alone with Otod and Christ 
in the fellowship of the Spirit, just for the joy 
and blessedness of it; to open, with reverent 
yet eager hands, the door into the presence 
chamber of the great King, and then to fall 
down before him, it may be, in silent adora- 
tion ; our very attitude an act of homage, our 
merely being there, through the motive that 
prompts it, being the testimony of our soul's 
love ; to have our set day-hours of close com- 
munion, with which no other friends shall 
interfere, and which no other occupations 
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may interrupt, to which we learn to look for- 
ward with a living gladness, on which we look 
back with satisfaction and peace ; this, indeed, 
is prayer, for its own sake, for Gtod's sake, for 
our friend's sake, for the Church's sake, and 
for our work's sake; prayer which we do not 
hurry through, to still the conscience, but 
which (other things permitting) we can even 
linger over to satisfy the heart. Oh, if we 
Christians, who talk so much about the privi- 
lege and blessedness of prayer, would try to 
avail ourselves of it more than we do, how 
we should reflect on the world all around us 
the glory, as it streams on us from the face 
of the Incarnate Mediator ! "What a power we 
should become to rebuke sin, and proclaim 
pardon, and promise liberty, and offer peace, 
through our continually laying hold on the 
hem of the garment of our glorified Lord ! 

There must also be a fiill and frequent 
study of God's holy Word" In holy Scrip- 
ture, as Christ himself has said, we have 
eternal life. He is the living Word of God ; 
the Bible is the written word. There are 
some persons who, without the special excuse 
of but little leisure, go so far as to say that 
the Bible is the only book that Christians 
ought to study, other books involving but a 
waste of time. It may be sufficient to reply, 
that to impose this as a duty on all men alike 
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is certainly to go beyond the letter of Scrip- 
ture itself; that it is hardly consistent with 
the reasonable and justifiable cultivation of 
the various mental gifts and faculties with 
which God has endowed us, meaning us to 
use them, and that we are not particularly 
encouraged to it by any special largeness of 
mental vision or Christian charity in the few 
individuals who observe this rule themselves. 
It does not, however, follow that because the 
Bible is not the only book for Christians to 
study, that they might not study it much 
more than they do, and with much more pains 
and diligence and prayer. When we open 
our Bibles, quite as much aa when we fall on 
our knees, we place ourselves in God's im- 
mediate presence; and we should read his 
Word both in the sense of listening to his 
voice and with the object of discovering his 
will. It is quite impossible for any Chris- 
tian whatever to grow in the love of God with- 
out growing in the knowledge of him. Let 
any one who is doubtful about it read the 
epistles of St. Paul's first imprisonment, and 
his doubts will soon disappear. But how can 
we "grow in the knowledge of God without 
being much in the study of the Bible ? For, 
first, it is the one object of the Bible to teach 
us the original and authoritative truth of 
God; and then we never appreciate truth so 
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vividly, or receive it so gladly, or retain it so 
tenaciously, or impart it so intelligently, as 
wheti we have discovered it for ourselves by 
onr own thought and effort. One hoar's de- 
votional stndy of Scripture will often do 
more than a dozen sermons to stir up in our 
hearts the love of €k>d. There are many ex- 
ternal proofs of the inspiration of the Bible. 
Christ's own teaching, the doctrine of his 
apostles, the tradition of the Jews, the uni- 
versal consent of the Christian Church of all 
times, place the divine authority of both Old 
and New Testaments on a foundation whieh 
can not be moved. To let go the blessed truth 
of the plenary inspiration of holy Scripture, 
is to lose the sheet anchor of revelation, and 
to drift away toward the dark and restless sea 
of human speculation, and ^'science, falsely 
so called" (1 Tim. 6:20). But there is in- 
ternal as well as external evidence of this in- 
spiriition : hundreds and thousands of simple 
Christians, who know nothing of argument or 
controversty, have discovered, through the 
witness of God's Spirit in their own hearts, 
that the Bible is the very voice of God ; and 
there is no argument half so e£3cacions 
with the great majority of readers, for prov- 
ing the divine authorship of Scripture, as the 
hallowing influence that the Bible itself 
seems to breathe over us when we bring our- 
selves into real contact with its contents. 
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Again, a great help to devoutness in this 
restless, and distracting age is contemplation. 
It may be distinguished from meditation as 
being the attention of the mind and heart to 
a person rather than to a truth; and while 
meditation may be defined as the pondering 
of the spirit of some divine doctrine, with (so 
to speak) closed eyes and abstracted senses, 
contemplation is the adoring gaze of the be- 
lieving and worshiping heart on the glory of 
its Lord and King. **Out of sight, out of 
mind" is a truth true in many ways. If we 
never set Christ himself preaching on the 
mountains of Galilee, dying on the cross, 
glorified at his Father's right hand, before 
our heart and imagination, we must expect 
only faintly to realize all that he has suffered, 
all that he is now doing for us; and the re- 
sult will be our spiritual loss. To look on 
Jesus with the purified eye of faith and love, 
tho it may be a rare, is however, a truly bless- 
ed means of grace. There is a sense in which 
even now we may, see, if we will, our King 
in his beauty ; and if in the day of his return 
we are to be made like him in body as well as 
in soul through seeing him as he is, we may 
become spiritually like him now through con- 
templating his person, and meditating on his 
work, and pondering his character, and feed- 
ing on his words. * * For, even now, we all, 
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with open face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are changed into the same 
image, from glory to glory, even as by the 
spirit of the Lord'' (2 Cor. 3:18). 

There is yet one other aid toward the stir- 
ring np within ns of a living devoutness to 
Christ, and that is, a frequent receiving of the 
Lord's Snpper. Even in the lowest and poor- 
est interpretation of this sacrament as noth- 
ing more than an act of commemoration of 
the Lord's sacrifice, one would think that 
nothing would be so likely to stir up our 
gratitude, and dispose our hearts to receive 
his mercy, as often to partake of the memorial 
of his passion ; and that none of the Savior's 
words would be more tenderly cherished or 
more studiously obeyed than his dying injunc- 
tion, **This do in remembrance of me" (Luke 
22:19). 

Now if this indeed be so — ^if, whenever we 
partake of the Lord's table in a right spirit— 
we feed on the very Christ himself, given to uff 
there by the operation of his Spirit to be our 
meat and drink, our strength and joy, must 
not that blessed means of grace be especially 
calculated to fill us with thankfulness and 
self-abasement, to stir up renewed self-sur- 
render and more habitual self-denial f And 
as to the objection, so frequently and not at all 
unreasonably, made to a frequent recepticm 
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of it, on the ground of our losing blessing 
through a greater familiarity with it, may 
we not thereby be doubting, tho quite un- 
consciously, God's wisdom in ordaining this 
privilege, and mistrusting his- power to pre- 
vent his ordinance falling short of his pur- 
pose to bless ? Of course, it must always be a 
matter for individual discretion how often it 
may be expedient to partake of this ordi- 
nance; and while we are careful to reserve to 
ourselves the free exercise of our own judg- 
ment, the same liberty must be granted to our 
brethren. Still, it is certain that from not 
fully appreciating the blessedness, and ap- 
prehending the meaning, and using the op- 
portunities, and welcoming the grace of this 
sacrament, some of us fall short of God's of- 
fers of blessing ; for while it strengthens 
faith and quickens love, it also animates hope. 
The memorial of the cross is also the promise 
of the glory; and they who at the Lord's 
table (m earth love to **show forth their 
Lord's death till he come" (1 Cor. 11:26) 
are surely more likely than others to be look- 
ing forward to the glorious moment when 
they will be called to sit down to the marriage 
supper of the Lamb. 

Now, all this throws light on the eternal 
life in heaven, which we come to consider in 
the latter part of the verse, ** I will dwell in 
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the house of the Lord forever'^ (Ps. 23:6). 
Whether David himself actually meapt to re- 
fer to it is open to reasonable doubt. Cer- 
tain, however, it is that he had been divinely 
instructed about it, and some of the most 
beautiful of his psalms anticipate its blessed- 
ness in language which Christians, looking 
back at their Lord's resurrection, can gladly 
and consistently use. But it is one of the 
features of the inspired Word that it con- 
tains depth within depth of the divine doc- 
trine, well beneath well of the living water; 
and it is hardly possible for a Christian to 
utter these words without declaring the blessed 
hope of the glorious appearing (Titus 2:13) 
to be his own. 

Heaven is spoken of here under three 
points of view— as a home, as a permanent 
home, as a home in the presence of God. It 
is to be a hpuse, not a tent; a home, not a 
lodging; the no longer seeing through a glass 
darkly, but the beholding as with open face 
the vision of God. 

Now, eternal life in heaven is plainly but 
a continuation and a development of eternal 
life on earth. It will be the same in the es- 
sence of its character, in the motive of its 
service, in the substance of its joys, in the 
nature of its glory. It will be different, for 
there will be no mortal body to hamper its 
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action, no sinful nature to interrupt its prog- 
ress; in perfect liberty, and in entire secur- 
ity, with energies that will never be exhausted, 
with opportunities that will never be thrown 
away, it will expand in the glorified soul 
through the eternal ages, to the praise of God 
and the joy of men. 

The character of heaven will be the perfect 
unalloyed love of sinless and glorified beings. 
Dwelling in love, we shall, in the full sense 
of the word, dwell in Gpd, and God in us. 
The noblest aspirations of the regenerate man 
will then have their full satisfaction; and if 
there will still be something left to wish for, 
if in the fulness of joy at God's right hand 
faith and hope shall still hold their place and 
fulfil their functions in the human soul, faith 
will be the joyful and humble sense of de- 
pendence on God and Christ, who there as 
here will be the spiritual food, the source of 
life and power to his glorified creatures, hope 
will vividly anticipate an ever-increasing ca- 
pacity to love God as he deserves, ever-grow- 
ing powers to prove and use that love in 
obedience to the divine will. At present it is 
almost impossible to conceive ourselves loving 
Ck)d and each other perfectly ; to have every 
motive of service, every spring of feeling, 
every throb of zeal rooted and grounded in 
love, which self shall hot spoil ^nd pride shall 
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not tarnish. In heaven, dweUing in an at- 
mosphere of love, to which each contributes 
and of which each receives, we shall behold 
him who is the Sun from whom our light 
comes, the King from whom our royalty 
comes, the Priest who gives us our priesthood, 
the Lamb who has brought us our salvation ; 
and the more we gaze, the more we shall love ; 
and our growth in love will be as infinite as 
God. 

For we can not do more than love Qod; 
there is no higher duty^ and there is no great- 
er bliss. The true idea of the character of 
heaven must be that of love; the only ques- 
tion about it is the question of degree. Qod 
is love himself: and so far as we resemble him, 
we shall be love likewise: and as if to show 
that love is worship and worship is love^ the 
inspired account of heaven is that there shall 
be no temple there. Perfect love can adore 
and worship without signs and symbols; the 
Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are the 
temple of it (Rev. 21 : 22). 

Love being the character, nay, the very na- 
ture of heaven, it is clear that the service and 
occupation of heaven will be the simple out- 
going and satisfying of that love, in what- 
ever can serve, and please, and glorify him 
on whom it is bestowed. To know God's wiU 
must then be instantly and joyfully to ful- 
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jSl it; and independently of the new means, 
that may then be vouchsafed, of spiritual fel- 
lowship and of divine communications (about 
which none of us can do more than guess 
and speculate), we are quite sure that there 
will be no moral hindrance, as there too often 
is now, to ascertaining it, through our own 
unwillingness to perform it when known ; by 
intuition we shall discover his good pleasure ; 
and by the unerring instinct of our nature we 
shall hasten to fulfil it. For there will be 
no law in heaven. Law, as St. Paul tells us, 
is only for the lawless and disobedient (1 Tim. 
1:6). When it is our meat and drink to 
do God^s will, we shall stand in no more need 
of a code from Sinai. Walking in the spirit, 
we shall be delivered from the letter. When 
the blessed will of God is written in our hearts, 
and absorbed into our wills, and apparent to 
our minds, and supreme in our consciences, 
we shall not want teachers to te&ch us, for 
^ * all shall know me, from the least to the 
greatest'* (Heb. 8 : 11) ; and pains and penal- 
ties will be needed no longer, when perfect 
love has cast out fear. 

What that service will be we can only con- 
jecture, we may not presume to declare. But 
death, so far as we know, can not interrupt 
our spiritual existence, and will certainly be 
unable to affect either our mental powers, or 
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our constitatioiuil gifts, or oar moral char- 
acter. Nay, it is not even conceivable that 
the capacities we jMsaess here, with so much 
to hamper their exercise, and mar their im- 
provement, and check their progress, and dis- 
appoint their efforts, should be either suspend- 
ed or diminished merely through oar entrance 
into another state of being, which may be 
reasonably likened to a man's entering on 
mature life after the discipline and pupilage 
of school. We are justified, therefore, in think- 
ing it at least probable that our service in 
heaven may not be altogether unconnected 
with our employments on earth; and that the 
powers and qualities, and gifts and talents 
entrusted to us here, wiU, according to the 
use and improvement we have made of them, 
decide our work and position for us in the 
kingdom of the Father. 

For it is by no means of so much conse- 
quence what a man does as how he does it. 
His calling does not so much ennoble him, as 
he his calling. Accuracy, perseverance, con- 
scientiousness, patience, industry are all im- 
mortal and invaluable properties of human 
character ; and when the King comes to take 
account of his servants, each faithful ser- 
vant's character and powers will at the end 
of his earthly career, come up to judgment, 
not for condemnation but for scrutiny; not 
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only in reference to the past, but also to the 
future. Surely it is a noble and elevating 
reflection, one, moreover, to give much con- 
solation and light about many otherwise un- 
intelligible circumstances in the providential 
government of God, that nothing we do or 
suffer now that pleases God can be lost or 
go unrewarded and forgotten. Every man 
shall receive his own reward, according to his 
own labor (1 Cor. 3:8). Humble diligence, 
uncomplaining patience, cheerful self-denial, 
unworldly simplicity, are seen of God, if ne- 
glected hy men; and tho in this world the 
man who takes most care of himself generally 
gets the best of it, in the next world he who 
has thought most of God and his brother will 
then be found the truly wise man ; and in the 
day when God makes up his jewels to set in 
his Son's diadem, not necessarily those who 
have filled the highest places, or won the most 
applause, shall shine forth then with the most 
resplendent brightness, but those also shall be 
very near the throne who have postponed the 
praise of men to the praise of God, who have 
been contented to do modest duties well 
rather than important duties badly; whose 
courage has kept them poor, and whom plain- 
spoken honesty has deprived of advancement ; 
who have never suffered any earthly motive 
to blind their eyes to the seeking of God's 
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glory or to blunt their hearts to the sense of 
his love. There will be many widows with 
their two mites set high up in the heavenly 
places; and many Demases only just let in. 
It will be seen then to have been better to 
have had only one pound to use and to have 
made two of it, than to have had five and 
thrown them away. 

Be sure — ^no earnest work, 
Of any honest creature, howbeit weak, 
Impeif ect, ill-adapted, fails so much, 
It is not gather'd as a grain of sand, 
To enlaige the sum of human action used. 
For carrying out Qod^s end. No creature works 
So ill, observe, that therefore he's cashiered. 
The honest earnest man must stand and work ; 
The woman also ; otherwise she drops 
At once below the di^ty of man. 
Accepting serfdom. Free men freely work. 
Whoever fears God, fears to sit at ease.

That heaven is love, is a true key to the 
everlastingness of its duration. How, when 
once there, we can cease to love, cease, as 
has been observed already, to increase in lov- 
ing, it is quite impossible to conceive. For 
as there will be nothing to disappoint tis in 
God, so there will be nothing to tempt us in 
ourselves. The more we see of God, and 
learn of him, and dwell with him, the more we 
must love him. His character will be in- 
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creasingly revealed in all its perfection, his 
will in all its righteousness, his creation in 
all its wisdom, his redemption, in all its ful- 
ness. And if there is nothing in him to make 
our song flag, or our loyalty waver, or our 
love decay, or our service diminish, neither, 
through his sustaining grace, shall there be 
anything in us. In our glorified bodies and 
in our sinless nature we shall be more than 
ever the very dwelling-place of God. For 
the elect in glory sin will be even impossible. 
Faith shall never fail, hope shall never be 
disappointed, and tho our love will never 
bum with an ardor to satisfy us (for he who 
thinks he loves God as much as he deserves 
can hardly be said to love him at all), it 
shall no longer doubt itself for its insin- 
cerity or accuse itself for its lukewarinness. 
That will be a glorious and an unselfish se- 
curity in which the children of the resurrec- 
tion shall rest themselves forever in the ever- 
lasting arms, safe in the etential purpose of 
Christ's redeeming love made perfect, and 
fulfilling its own nature in teaching, and 
glorifying, and elevating and beautifying all 
through etesmity those whom the Father has 
given him out of the world. 

The question of degrees in glory, incon- 
testably established as it is by many pas- 
sages of Scripture, ii^ sometimes perplexing to 
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those who are jealons of the doetrine of sal- 
ration by grace, may be moi^ clearly seen in 
the light of the nndeniaUe &et that with all 
imaginable Tarieties of depth and i>ower re- 
generate sonk adore God. 

As a moral question, it is simply one of 
justice; that justice being a revelation of 
God's unerring righteousness in recognizing 
and rewarding the use of the grace he has 
himself bestowed. St. Paul and the penitent 
thief are equally sinners saved by grace, and 
enter heaven on the identical terms of Gknl's 
redeeming mercy; yet they shall have each 
their place, and their crown, and their work, 
and their glory, according to the fight they 
have fought, the course they have finished, 
and the faith they have maintained. 

Let us look at it, however, a moment longer 
in connection with the idea already main- 
tained, that the evidence of eternal life in the 
soul is faith working by love. Only a re- 
generate soul — ^a soul, that is, with the di- 
vine life implanted in it— can, in any real 
and sufScient sense, love Gk)d. As we love, 
we obey. And if faith receives salvation, 
obedience earns glory. 

There are two accounts of the love of the 
regenerate soul; one finding it in God, the 
other rewarding it with God; the one pro- 
claiming our dependence, the other vindicat- 
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ing our responsibility. ''We love him be- 
cause he first loved us" (1 John 4: 19) ; here 
is the first cause of man's love to God, in 
God's love to man. **If any man love me, he 
will keep my words ; and my Father will love 
him' ' (John 14 : 23) . ' ' I love them that love 
me; and those that seek me early shall find 
me" (Prov. 7:17), here is the growth and 
increase of God's love to man made dependent 
on man's love to God, God recognizing and 
rewarding the use of his own mercy by mul- 
tiplying it on the faithful soul. 

Now, what is glory? In the deepest sense 
of the word, it is the manifestation of God's 
image and character, shed abroad in our 
hearts now, as we are changed by his Spirit 
''from glory to glory"; to be displayed at 
the resurrection presently, when we shine 
forth as the sun and death is swallowed up in 
victory. But the more we love now, the more 
we shall love then ; the nearer we live to God 
now, the nearer we shall be to God then ; the 
more we deny ourselves for his sake now, the 
more he will recompense us then ; the more we 
open our hearts to him and surrender our 
wills to him now, the more he will glorify 
us hereafter. And the cause of this is also 
the chosen instrument of fulfilling it. For 
nothing so expands and deepens our nature as 
true love, of any kind. But love to God has 
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a special power of its own for making the 
heart bigger and deeper for him to come in, 
and inhabit it, and fill it out of his fulness. 
The eye of the mind being enlarged to take 
in his truth, more and more light shines in; 
the door of the heart being widened to re- 
ceive his grace, Ood rains on it showers of 
blessing. The entire moral being is ever 
growing larger through the sanctifying in- 
fluence of divine love; and thus, through the 
unconscious agency of his own devoutness, 
ttie Christian has ** grace for grace,*' and yet 
it is ** according to the measure of the gift 
of Christ*' (Eph. 4:7). For even God can 
give us only according to our capacity of re- 
ceiving. No vessel can be more than brimful ; 
and tho, when once in heaven, we may all 
be growing alike in our power of receiving 
more grace, and learning more truth, and ren- 
dering more service, and drinking more joy, 
entering heaven we start, so to speak, with all 
possible varieties of moral stature and spir- 
itual attainment — the stature and the at- 
tainments being fashioned when on earth. 

Howe, in his * * Blessedness of the Righteous, ' * 
has a noble passage in which he contemplates 
innumerable multitudes of pure and happy 
creatures inhabiting and replenishing ample 
and spacious regions above, ignorant of no- 
thing lawful, and pleasant to be known, curi-

ous to know nothing useless, endowed with a 
self-governing wisdom, yet with a noble free- 
dom, all everywhere full of God, full of rever- 
ence and dutiful love, every one in his own 
eyes as nothing, self-consistent, ever free of 
all self -displeasure, all assured of their accept- 
ance with God, all counting each other's feli- 
city their own, and every one's enjoyment 
multiplied so many thousandfold as he ap- 
prehends every one as perfectly pleased and 
happy as himself. 

Well may the Christian say, as he ponders 
these noble thoughts, *'0h, what will it be 
to be there ! " And if the joy is so rapturous, 
the rest so blessed, the company so edifying, 
the place so glorious, Christ visible, God near, 
death behind, judgment over, what is our 
hope of this glory, and what result does it 
produce in us; does it strengthen us for the 
duties of life, and console us under its sor- 
rows, making its losses light and its gains 
trifling? Surely we Christians are but half 
awake; and the children of this world are 
still in their generation wiser than the chil- 
dren of light. There are treasures for us 
that we will hardly think of, a home that it is 
barely worth our while to prepare for, joys 
which we languidly taste, gifts which we 
slothfully use. 

Yet the night is far spent, the day is at 
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hand (Bom. 13 : 12) . We have dnmbered and 
slept till our lamps are all bat gone ont; let 
us hasten to trim them, for tiie Bridegroom 
is coming. Surely, if we quite believed about 
heaven all that the Bible tells us of it, how 
humility would clothe us, and zeal inflame us, 
and the thought of our inheritance ennoble 
us, making us calm and brave as the sons of 
God! We should live with men now, heirs 
with us of a common salvation, as those who 
hope presently to pass eternity together. 
Wherever we found souls without the divine 
knowledge, we should endeavor to say to them 
with zeal, and yet with wisdom, **Come thou 
with us, and we will do thee good" (Num. 
10 : 9 ) . We should pray, believing in prayer ; 
we should work, for the time is £^ort (1 Cor. 
7:29) ; we should hate and resist sin in, at 
least, something of the spirit in which we shall 
look back at it out of paradise; sloth, and 
self-indulgence, and covetousness, and injus- 
tice to each other would seem even a treason 
against the Lord that bought us with his 
blood. 

Oh, then, let us live for this glory, and wait 
for it, and do all we can to earn it, for our 
glory is our Master's, and he is coming to 
be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in 
all them that believe (2 Thess. 1:18). The 
more souls we can win for him, the more he 
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will see of the trayail of his soul and be 
satisfied (Isa. 53:11)* The greater the faith 
aiid patience that his servants manifest, the 
more evident the work of his Spirit before 
angels and men. It is but a very little while 
we have, at the longest, in which to pray, to 
trust, to sujSSer, to labor; and much of it is 
gone already. Let us make the most of what 
is left; '^redeeming the time, because the days 
are evil'* (Eph. 5 : 16). And when the Good 
Shepherd leads his ransomed flock to pas- 
tures ever green, and waters ever still, on the 
delectable mountains of the true land of 
promise, then we shall say from our hearts, 
as none can quite say on this side of the river, 
**In thy presence is fulness of joy; at thy 
right hand there are pleasures for evermore" 
(Ps. 16:11).

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GEORGE MATHESON 

Scottish theologian and preacher (Church of 
Scotland) ; was horn in Glasgow, March 27, 1842; 
died at North Berwick, August 28, 1906. He was 
educated at Glasgow University and graduated with 
high honors (B.A., 1861; M.A., 1862; B.D., 1866). 
In his twentieth year he hecame totally hlibd, hut 
he held to his determination to enter the ministry 
and in 1866 was licensed to preach. His fir^ 
charge was as assistant at Sandyford Church, 
Glasgow; then he was called to Innellan (1868- 
1886) ; and from 1886 till his retirement in 1899 
at St Bernard's, Edinburgh. Edinburgh and Aber- 
deen Universities conferred on him D.D. and LL.D. 
respectively. He was Baird lecturer 1881, and 
Queen Victoria invited him to preach at Balmoral 
1885. He is perhaps best known by the popular 
hymn "O love that will not let me go," which was 
written at the Innellan manse in five minutes on 
the evening of June 6, 1882. Among his works 
are: '^Aids to the Study of German Theology" 
(1874); "Growth of the Spirit of Christianity 
from the First Century to the Dawn of the 
Lutheran Era" (2 vols., 1877) ; "Natural Elements 
of Eevealed ReUgion" (1881) ; "Can the Old Faith 
Live with the New? or, The Problem of Evolution 
and Revdation" (1885); "The Distinctive Mes- 
sages of the Old Religions" (1892) ; "The Spiritual 
Development of St Paul" (1890) ; "Studies of the 
Portrait of Christ" (1899-1900) ; "The Representa- 
tive Men of the Bible" (1902-1903) ; and his de- 
votional books, of which some have had an ex- 
tensive sale.

This is one of the grandest testimonies ever 
given by man to the moral government of 
God.

It is a 
thanksgiving that he has been set free through 
suffering: '^Thou hast enlarged me when I 
was in distress/* He declares the sorrows of 
life to have been themselves the source of 
life's enlargment. And have not you and I 
a thousand times felt this to be true? It 
is written of Joseph in the dungeon that 'Hhe 
iron entered into his soid.'' We all feel that 
what Joseph needed for his soul was just the 
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iron. He had seen only the glitter of the gold. 
He had been rejoicing in youthful dreams; 
and dreaming hardens the heart. He who 
sheds tears over a romance will not be most 
apt to help reality ; a real sorrow will be too 
unpoetic for him. We need the* ircm to en- 
large our nature. The goM is but a vision; 
the iron is an experiwice. The chain which 
unites me to humanity must be an iron chain. 
That touch of nature which makes the world 
akin is not joy, but sorrow ; gold is partial, 
but iron is universal. 

My soul, if thou wouldst be enlarged into 
human sympathy, thou must be narrowed into 
the limits of human suffering; Joseph's dim- 
geon is the road to Joiseph'is throne. Thou 
canst not lift the iron load of thy brother if 
the iron hath not entered iiito thee. It is thy 
limit that is thine enlargement. It is the 
shadows of thy life that are the real fulfilment 
of thy dreams of glory. Murmur not at the 
shadows ; they are better revelations than thy 
dreams. Say not that the shades of the 
prison-house have fettered thee; thy fetters 
are wings — swings of flight into the bosom of 
humanity. The door of thy prison-house is 
a door into the heart of the universe. God 
has enlarged thee by the binding of sorrow's 
chain. 
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[By faith Noab prepared an ark to the saying of his 
house. — Heb. 11 ; 7.] 

What a hiunble, what a modest sphere for 
the exercise of faith! One would have said 
that the purpose was quite disproportionate 
to the work. The ark was a great undertak- 
ing, but what wa^ it undertaken for ? To save 
his own family. Is so narrow a sphere worthy 
to be the object of faith? Is so commonplace 
a scene as the life of the family circle fit to be 
a temple for the service of God? I always 
thought that the family was a secular thing. 
I always held thai the duties of a man's 
household had nothing to do with his religious 
duties ; that they were far too small things to 
have a place beside the reading of chapters 
and the singing of psalms. Ooing to chuteh 
was the service of God, but to perform the 
duties of the household was only the service 
of man. Here is a voice which tells me all 
this was a delusion and a dream. Noah is 
bidden to prepare an ark for the saving of 
his houses His whole life on earth is a work 
for his family, and that is counted to him for 
a religion; it is called faith. He is only al- 
lowed to have one motive for action — a, do* 
mestic motive, a commonplace motive, an in' 
tensely practical motive — ^the protection of his 
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family, the sosteiiaiice of his sons and 
daughters ; but because he fills that sphere to 
the measure of his power, he is reckoned 
among the company of those who through 
faith and patience inherited the promise. ^ 

My soul, when thou hast finished thy pray- 
ers and ended thy meditations, do not say that 
thou hast left the house of God* If thou art 
true to thyself thou shalt seek, like the 
psalmist, never to leavo God's house, but to 
remain in it all the days of thy life* God's 
house shall to thee be everywhere, and tiiine 
own house shall be a part of it. When thou 
enterest into thy home thou shalt feel that 
thou art going into a temple, a place of di- 
vine worship, an atmosphere of holy service. 
Thou shalt feel that all the duties of this 
place are consecrated, that it is none other 
than the house of God and one of the gates to 
heaven. Thou shalt feel that every one of its 
duties is an act of high communion. If thou 
art breaking thy bread to the family circle 
thou art fulfilling one form of the command : 
"this do in remembrance of me.'* If thou 
art shedding the warmth of thy love around 
the domestic hearth, thou art giving to the 
members of thy household, it may be, their 
first sense of God. How shall they love the 
divine Father except through the image of a 
human fatherhood t How shall they prize 
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the divine Brother except through the form of 
a human brotherhood? How ishall they ap- 
preciate the revelation of the house with 
many mansions if their ezperience of an 
earthly home has not been suggestive of 
peace? Theijefore be it thine to make thy 
house his house. Be it thine to consecrate 
each word and look and deed in the social 
life of home. Be it thine to build thine ark 
of refuge for the wants of common day; 
vOTly, thy labor of love shall be called an 
act of faith.

It is a great mistake to 
think that faith is needed only for religious 
matters. I can not take without it one step 
in life. Think you that Abraham is an ex- 
ception to the rule of humanity?

How is it to 
overleap that barrier in the middle of the 
coming week? How is it to surmount that ob- 
stacle on the threshold of the next year f Can 
faith tell it that » 

No; or it would not be faith. Faith never 
reveals the how; it leaves that for sight to 
do. Faith points on to the end of the pro- 
cess ; it is for reason to show the means. My 
soul, thou shalt never learn the hidden 
strength of to-morrow until thou hast used 
the strength of to-day. It is only by going
